100 Years Ago 


A national salute was fired on 
Capital Hill in Montgomery 100 
Years ago, July 23, 1861, celebrat- 
ing confirmation of the Confeder- 
ate victory of July 21 at Manas- 
sas, or Bull Run, Virginia. 
Montgomery newspaper described 
the battle as a “triumph worthy 
of the best days of Greece or Rome 


A citizens’ meeting on Mont- 
gomery the next day, July 24, :861, 
voted to “give most hearty thanks 
for the signal victory” at Manas- 
|sas to “Him who is at one and the 
same time the God of Battles ani 
the Prince of Peace.” 


July 26, 1861, found the Ladies 
Aid Association of Montgomery 
|appealing for old linens to be ship- 
lped to Richmond for bandaging 


The same day, July 26, 1861, 
a Montgomery newspaper announ- 
ced that Colonel B. D. Fry’s 13th 
Alabama Infantry regiment, which 
had just left Montgomery for Rich- 
mond, would probably be “armed 
and equipped with some of the 
articles captured from the enemy 
at the Battle of Manassas.” The 
Confederates had reportedly cap- 
tured some $9,000,000 worth of 
Union property in this battle. 

Sunday, July 28, 1861, people of 
Montgomery observed a “day of 
praise and thanksgiving to the 
Almighty, for the glorious victory 
with which he crowned our arms 
in the battle of Manassas.” Sim- 
ilar observances were held in 
churches elsewhere in the Confed- 
eracy. Thanksgiving offeri gs 
were forwarded to the Confeder- 
ate Secretary of Treasury to help 
pay for the care of wounded sol- 
diers. 

Meanwhile this same week, in 
faraway New Mexico territory, 
the Union garrison surrendered 
Fort Fillmore July 26, 1861, after 


a brief skirmish with Confederate |

SHELBY CHRONICLE 
AN OLD COUNTY PAPER 

We are indebted to Wallace Pate 
of Shelby for bringing by the of- 
fice today an old County paper 
whose pages were yellowed with 
age and torn, but many items were 
readable. Wallace found the paper 
in the Old Commissary Building 
in Shelby. It was published in 1888 
and edited by C. C. DuBose. The 
Democratic Ticket was included in 
it; and Grover Cleveland was a 
candidate for President of USA, 
Gen. John T. Morgan for U. S.

‘| questioner. His question came in 


that trouble hour when Jesus was 
seeking to prepare bis . disciples 
for the, crucifixion and the going 
away. ers might have been 
silent but not Thomas. He did not 
understand Jesus’ words, and he 
said so plainly. Some one has said 
that a faculty of wise interrgoa- 
ting is half a knowledge. Another 
has commented that Thomas was 
a man who liked the feel of solid 
facts beneath his feet. Thomas 
wanted the facts, and he didn’t 
mind to ask for them. How can 
we know the way, Lord? 


Jesus’ answer to Thomas is one 
of the most memorable statements 
in the New Testament: “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me” (John 14:6). It has been 
suggested that had not Thomas 
— that blunt question, we might 
né¥er have received Christ’s won- 
derful reply. Restless Thomas 
could not live with his unasked 
questions. Likewise is it true that 
Christ will not leave us with un- 
answered, honest questions. Again 
by met the realism of Thomas. 


The: third scene in which Thomas 
figures is one of the resurrection 
appearances of Jesus. When the 
risen Saviour had come first unto 
the disciples, Thomas was not with 


them, “Except I shall see,” he 
said. Often we are like Thomas 
‘Seing is believing,” we say. Cal- 
vary was so near and real to be- 
lieve aught else. The  nail-torn 
hands and feet, the spear-pierced 
side, the mid-afternoon death upon 
the Cross—those were real: and 
Thomas would doubt unless he 
could see the Master. 

Bul Jesus appeared again and 
confronted “doubting Thomas”. He 
invited the skeptic to put his han® 
in his side. Confronted with the 
risen Lord, Thomas did not fail to 
express his faith, “My Lord and 
my God” (20:28). Here the poet’s 
word is true: “There is... faith 
in honest doubt.” Moreover we 
|should observe that our Easter 
faith rested upon facts solid 
enough to convince Thomas the 
| realist 

In learning of Thomas let us 


tures give to Jesus. Never once did 
lhe belittle or blame Thomas for 
|his doubts and questions, Jesus 
|wants every man to be sure. No- 
tice also that Thomas’ answers 
came not by reason or intellectual 
process but by personal experience 
with Jesus Christ. The certainty 
which came to Thomas was not 
a certainty of things about Jesus 
|Christ but a certainty of Jesus 
| Christ himself. This is the supreme 
reality which life offers to every 
realist. 

Ancient legend tells that Thomas 
cairied the Gospel to India. Wheth- 
er or uot the romantic stories of 
this disciple’s missionary faith 
are true, we may be certain that 
his stubborn and courageous faith, 
arrived at through tempestuous 
doubts and questionings, was such 
as to send a man into all the world 
for his Saviour. His strong faith 
grew slowly: but, when he was 
convinced, he believed with a faith 
unshakable.

A Model Civil Defense Shelter | 


has been constructed west of the 
Shelby County Courthouse on 
}County property near the Shelby 
County Highway Department Soils 
Laboratory. The Citizens of the 
County are invited to view the 
Shelter any day Monday through 
Friday from 6:30 A. 
P. M. A free copy of plans for this 
|shelter will be given to any fam- 


‘at the shelter. The Model Shelter 
| will accomodate a family of “six 
|persons and will adequately shel- 
ter the family from the “Gamma 
| Rays” of radioactive fallout from 
ja nuclear device. The shelter is 
so constructed to reduce radiation 
to a low level of one roentgen per 
hour depending on the outside in- 
tensity. The human body can ob- 
sorb around 400 to 600 roentgens 
|jof radiation before being fatal. 
With shelter the 400 to 600 roent- 
gens could be received very quick- 
ly; however with proper shelter 
where the rate is reduced to 1 ro- 
entgen per hour or less the family

blower and filter for fresh air and

| stale air. The blower is a relatively 
inexpensive handoperated device

Fallout pamplets, 
shelter designs and other informa- 
tion will be available at the shelter. 

The Model Shelter was construc- 
ted by approval of the Shelby

Cénstruction was performed by

New Social 
‘Security Law 


The 1961 Social Security amend- 
|}ments signed into law recently af- 
fect several groups now drawing 
|Social Security payments, Cecil 
L. Simpson, manager of the Bir- 
mingham district Social Security 
office, said yesterday. 

According to Mr. Simpson, the 

‘new law provides: 
1. An increase of 10 per cent 
lin monthly benefit payments to 
an aged widow. A similar increase 
is made in benefits payable to a 
widower, and to a surviving de- 
pendent parent where only one 
parent is entitled to payments. 

2. The minimum benefit payable 
to a worker who retired at age 
65 or later, to a disabled worker, 
or to a sole survivor of a worker 
who died insured will be increased 
from $33 to $40 per month. 

Simpson emphasized that these 
increases will become effective in 
| August and will be included in 
benefit checks received in the early 
part of September. 

“It is not necessary for persons 
now on the rolls to file applica- 
tions for these increased pay- 
ments,” said Simpson. “They will 
be made automatically.

Of Representatives

The House convened again Tues- 


‘\day after a thirteen-day recess. 


I did not write this column for the 


past two weeks inasmuch as the 
Legislature was not in session. 

The House had a happy note 
Tuesday and went to work on a 
number of bills. This was done, 
however, on adoption of the Rules 
Committee report which made a 
number of pending bills a para- 
mount order of business. The 
House did adopt the Rules Com- 
mittee report which actually cre- 
ates a special calendar on which 
bills are placed. 

e House considered, after one 
r’s debate, the prison bill which 
as a constitutional amendment 
for the State approving a ten mil- 
lion dollar bond issue which is to 
be used for the purpose of relo- 
cating and re-building the parent 
prison site, Kilby Prison. The 
House approved this measure by 
a large majority. This constitu- 
tional amendment for a ten million 
dollar bond issue will have to be 
voted on by the people of the State 
ninety days after the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature adjourns. 

The House did approve a four 
million dollar bond issue which is 
not a constitutional amendment 
for a bond issue to be issued by 
the State Building Authority for 
the construction of a new state 
office building. This is a proposed 
building to consolidate the re- 
maining state agencies which are 
not all housed in state office build- 
ings. This building when and if 
built, will house primarily the 
Highway Department and then all 
the other small state agencies will 
move into the present Highway 
Department building. 

After the passage of those bills 
Tuesday, the House moved on to 
H. B. 40 which is the “House Un- 
American Activities Bill.” The bill 
met head-on opposition and after 
three hours of debate, was post- 
poned until this past Friday. The 
bill was submitted twice and pass- 
ed this Friday again after two 
hours debate, with amendments 
making the bill more acceptable. 
The bill in part is only a perma- 
nent committee to investigate and 
report people or persons who pro- 
mote the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the State and any activity 
which tends to promote the over- 
throw of the government of the 
State and Nation. 

The House has been operating, 
as I mentioned, under special or- 
der and the only method of intro- 
duction of bills has to be by the 
suspension of the rules in which 
few new bills have been introduced. 
One motionh, however, did suspend 
the rules in which House Bill 1033 
was introduced. It is a proposed 
pollution bill which will provide 
a method of bringing suit for the 
collection of damages in the name 
of the State of Alabama against 
any person or persons, firm, com- 
pany, corporation, etc., who or 
which through the discharge or 
placing or material of whatever 
nature into streams of this State 
cause fish or marine life to be 
killed from such discharge and 
further provides for the collection 
of damages. This bill was referred 
to the Committee on Agriculture 


and those interested in promoting

New Social 
Security Law 


The 1961 Social Security amend- 
ments signed into law recently af- 
fect several groups now drawing 
Social Security payments, Cecil 
L. Simpson, manager of the Bir- 
mingham district Social Security 
office, said yesterday. 

According to Mr. Simpson, the 
new law provides: 

1. An increase of 10 per cent 
in monthly benefit payments to 
an aged widow. A similar increase 
is made in benefits payable to a 
widower, and to a surviving de- 
pendent parent where only one 
parent is entitled to payments. 


2. The minimum benefit payable 
to a worker who retired at age 
65 or later, to a disabled worker, 
or to a sole survivor of a work- 
er who died insured will be in- 
creased from $33 to $40 per month. 

Simpson emphasized that these 
increases will become effective in 
August and will be included in 
benefit checks received in the 
early part of September. 

“It is not necessary for persons 
now on the rolls to file applica- 
tions for these increased payments, 
said Simpson. “They will be made 
automatically.”

ling’s poem, “The Sons of Martha” 
expresses this popular viewpoint.

CAPITOL HILL -- There seems 
to be some pretty shrewd maneuv- 
ering going on up here, or at least 
there’s big talk of such. And as 
you've probably already guessed, 
the Black Belters appear to be be- 
hind it all. 

According to close in sources, 
there’s reason to believe there is 
a move afoot by several members 
of the Senate Finance and Taxa- 
tion Committee to give Gov. Pat- 
terson’s folk an ultimatum that 
unless the House-passed Ferguson 
redistricting bill is placed on spec- 
ial order by the Rules Committee 
all the administration-supported 
“pet bills” now, or to come, before 
the Finance body will not be re- 
ported out.

Jesus and in it learned that it is 
more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive. 

Again, the friendship of the sis- 
ters for Jesus was deepened be- 
cause the Master stood by them in 
time of tragedy. As we read the 
lith chapter of John, we learn 
that brother Lazarus is ill and the 
sisters instinctively make haste 
to inform Jesus.

Martha and Mary 
greeted him, not with rebuke be- 
cause he had not come sooner but 
with one of the most beautiful ex- 
pressions of personal faith found 
in the New Testamnt. They knew 
him as more than friend; they also 
knew him as Saviour. Jesus’ words 
of comfort to Martha (John 11:25- 
26) have given Christians of all 
ages the assurance of victory over 
death. Because the sisters turned 
to Jesus in a time of tragedy, they 
found his comfort and his peace. 
And so with us: the Master will 
not fail this final test of friend- 
ship and love. Friendship is never 


a one-way street. Mary and Mar- 
tha have an opportunity to show 
their gratitude to Jesus. The pas- 
sage in John 12° shows the sisters 
extending hospitality to Jesus 
again. It must have been an oc- 
casion of great joy. The risen Laz- 
arus was at the supper: and others 
too, were seated at the table with 
Jesus. As usual, Martha served 
it was what she did best. Mary 
took a pound of precious perfume, 
anointed the feet of Jesus, wiping 
them with her long and lovely 
hair. It was the labor of a servant 
or better, the deed of gratitude 
of a friend. 

This occasion was somber as 
well as joyful. John says it was 
the day before the first Palm Sun- 
trayal 
Cross of Calvary. In such a time 
friendship and gratitude must 
have meant much to the Master. 
Later he was to express his ap- 
preciation to the disciples’ who 
stood by him in his trials. Perhaps 
this is the measure of friendship. 
Céftainly it is one way”of express- 
ing Christian discipleship. Like 
Mary and Martha we stand by Je- 
sus and his way, and in love he 
stands by us until the end. 

The story tells us that the frag- 
rance of the perfume filled all the 
house at Bethany. Every ‘act of 
Jove..and_ devotion 
perfume whose fragrance drifts 
everywhere, filling lives, churches, 
communities and even the world. 
So the life and love of Christ has 
permeated all the world. 

So Mary and Martha are exam- 
ples to us of those who gave their 
best in friendship to the Master 
and found him to be their best 
Friend for ever and ever.

John’s “pet measures” and 
forcing the Rules group to throw 
out the redistricting issue on spec- 
ial order along with the reappor- 
tionment which they think will be 
killed anyway, that maybe three 
or four of the senators who have 
been close to the administration 
and who have been filibustering 
against the redistricting plan will 
drop off the list and perhaps force 
the matter into an early showdown. 

Because most everyone on the 
Hill will tell you that unless and 


|until a redistricting bill is passed 


you probably won’t see any piece 
of major legislation become law 
this session. Although this move 
appears to be a certainty, some 
of the old-timers feel this plan is 
only a “Black Belt bluff” and that 


| the needed support can’t be gotten, 


that only Eddins, Wilson, Givhan 
and Turner are probably the only 
ones who would go down the line. 

However, a couple of these Black 
Belt senators on the committee 
say they have got the support. And 
looking over the committee mem- 
bers and the way they have voted 
in the past concerning the Fergu- 
son measure, Dumas, Caffey, Sam- 
ford, Moses, Graham and Rutledge 
have all pretty much placed them- 
selves solidly behind the chop- 
Roberts-district bill and that four 
of them just might join a “do- 
nothing” coalition. 

Thus, if the hold-things-up plan 
by a majority of the finance body 
becomes a reality and is success- 
ful, the present thinking is once 


nally burst through the Senate 
logjam created by the redistricting 
issue, then bills will rush through 
the upper chamber like whisky 
usually flows at a convention. 

But that all this sudden get- 
something done surge coming late 
in the session might result in as 
perhaps as many bad bills being 
passed as there would be good 
ones. Of course, all this remains 
to be seen, doesn’t it? 

Then, too, look at the maneuver- 
ing this way. Suppose Gov. John 
does give in and the redistricting 
bill is placed on special order? 
What could prevent the anti-re- 
districting senators from doing on 
the Senate floor what the Black 
Belters are threatening to do in 
the finance and taxation commit- 
tee? 

Also, if the Governor doesn’t go 
along with the x threat, what could 
prevent him from calling a special 
séssion to consider just his im- 
portant or “pet bills?”

because illness and its costs are so unpleasant, the eost of drugs 
is naturally a matter of concern. Are drug prices really high? 
Here are a number of pertinent facts: 

It is true that the cost of prescription drugs has risen, like 
everything else, in the past 20 years. But drugs still take only 
a tiny fraction of the per capita income—much less than one 
percent (00.57% to be exact). :

Missionary 


Memory. Verse: “Therefore en- 
dure hardness as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ.” II Timothy 2:3. 

One of the great challenges of 
God’s human creation is for man 
in his own frail and outward ap- 
pearance to overcome the deep 
shadows of a life that is lined with 
failure. ; 

In today’s society there is found 
a remarkable division line between 
those who have met failure and | 
overcome it and those .who ‘have 
allowed failure to overcome them. 

Our subject for today’s lesson, 
John Mark, the young missionary 
of the Early Church, presents the 
problems that confront us as we 
search his background and his ac- 
tions as a young man. 

Mark grew up in a typical Jeru- 
salem-home. It may well be that 
the home of his mother served as 
the meeting place for’ Christ and 
the disciples as they gathered for 
their last supper together. Mark 
showed promise to early Christian 
leaders because of his zeal to learn 
and his excellent ability to with- 
stand harrassments from those 
who spat upon the Christian re- 
ligion. 

So it was that as Paul and Bar- 
nabas began to make plans for a 
missionary journey they chose 


_John Mark to journey with them. 


The three of them reached the is- 
land of Cyprus and while there 
Mark undoubtably found friends 
and kinsman. Barnabas and ‘Paul, 
moved on to the Asia mainland 
and we read in The Acts that 
“John Mark returned to Jerusa- 
lem.” From the writings of later 
scripture it is assured that Paul 
was quite dissappointed in Mark. 
Probably Mark returned to Jeru- 
salem against the good wishes of 
Paul and a rift grew between them. 

There could have been many 
reasons for Mark’s action: a dis- 
agreement on what type of people 
to minister to: a misunderstanding 
as to what Mark’s duties really 
were to be; even homesickness. 

Mark’s actions eventually 
brought on a disagreement be- 
tween Paul and Barnabas which 
proved all too well that even those 
who followed Christ as He walked 
the paths of this earth had human 
emotions and feelings just as we 
do today. Paul and barnabus, af- 
ter their return to Jerusalem felt 
they should go once_again.to_Asia 
Minor and visit. their converts. 

Barnabus suggested that Mark 
join them. Jaul would have nothing 
of it! The two great apostles broke 
ties and Paul went to Syria and 
Cilicia while Barnabus and Mark 
went to Cyprus. 

We need ‘to consider such cir- 
cumstances in our own lives. How 
do we look upon people. who show 
a different attitude than we do? 
We often blame it on-the differen- 
ce of age, environment or some 
other petty thing, instead of 
searching our own ideas and at- 
tempting to understand theirs. 

With this background Mark must 
go down as a man “who could not 
measure up” to his responsibilities. 
But this is not all! Mark became

As we read througnout the Epis- 
tles of Paul we find it is he who 
so often tells us of the remark- 
able work of the young mission- 
ary, John Mark. Later in their 
ministry Paul discovered that 
Mark was not a “hopeless case.” 

The attitudes in Mark’s chang- 
ing years about the time of the 
first. missionary journey, by Paul 
and Barnabas, have much in con- 
trast. One was an attitude of no 
toleration; another an attitude of 
concern. Both were essential to 
John Mark. , 

What may well have been the 
greatest tribute paid Mark, was 
made by Paul in II Timothy 4:11: 
“Luke alone is with me. Get Mark 
and bring him with you; for he is 
very useful in serving me.’ 

Mark has turned an about face. 
He is no longer the young lad who 
fled from the challenge of hard 
work and relentless attacks upon 
the Christian faith. Instead he is 
the “young missionary” who has 
set the seal of Christ within the 
hearts of many. 

Mark had flatly failed in living 
up to the ambitions that were held 
for him by Paul. But he overcame 
that failure and went on to be- 
come a spiritual brother of His 
beloved friend. He proved his 
worth! He proved his ability to 
share the Gospel of a Risen 
Christ! He proved his desire to 
walk the dusty paths that had been 
shielded from the brightness of 
Christ by pagan gods and kings, 
and he turned them into an ar- 
ray of Glory that could beam but 
to one place: the ere of 
God!! 

Our lives can be like this. We 
con overcome failures in our youth 
in our home, in our business. To 
do it we must work toward a high- 
er calling than we have experienc- 
ed before. We must, as our mem- 
ory verse suggests, “endure hard- 
ness a sa good soldier of Jesus 
Christ.” 

Our failures need not be fail- 
ures long. Allow them to instead 
be giant’ steps along the pathway 
of God for His children.

| Abruzzi Gives 
Early Grazing 


By A. A. Lauderdale 
(County Agent) 
You can’t beat abruzzi for real 
jearly fall grazing. That’s what 


bears them out. 

.Maybe you need to add rye to 
your grazing program. It’s an un- 
usually hardy crop and furnishes 
grazing earlier than other small 
grains. Also, rye will germinate 
with less moisture than other cere- 
als and will make fair growth on 
land too thin for wheat or oats. 
Wren’s abruzzi is the -best variety 
to use. 

Rye heads out early in the 
spring. After it starts to “boot”, 
it makes poor grazing and is not 
good for hay or silage. To lengthen 
the grazing season, some farmers 
have overseeded 15 pounds of rye- 
grass and 20 pounds of crimson 
clover per acre. The rye furnishes 
late fall and early winter grazing, 
and the ryegrass and crimson clo- 
ver give late winter and spring 
grazing. This combination at the 
Lower Coastal Plain Substation, 
Camden, produced 366 pounds of 
beef gain per acre. 

Another way to handle rye is 
to plant ‘a small area to furnish 
fall and early winter grazing un- 
til oats and other crops are ready. 
Turn the crop in late February or 
early March, and follow with ano- 
ther crop. 

To get early grazing, plant on a 
well-prepared seedbed, plant early, 
fertilize properly, and use 90 
pounds of seed per acre,

SHELBY COUNTY SCHOOL 
STATISTICS 


From Shelby County’s alert and 
capable Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, Elvin Hill, we recently learn- 
ed some interesting facts regard- 
ing Shelby County Schools - For 
instance: 

There are 7 High Schools, 3 Jr. 
High Schools, and 14 Elementary 
Schools in our county. Enrollment 
ranges from 53 pupils in the smal- 
lest Elementary School to 1009 in 
the largest High School. 

Over 8000 pupils were enrolled 
in our schools last year. Almost 
6000 of these students were trans- 
ported daily to and from school. 

The Shelby County Board of Ed- 
ucation employs 278 school teach- 
ers, 68 bus drivers, 5 mechanics 
and two maintenance men. 


Over 1500 more pupils attended 
Schools in Shelby County last year 
than 10 years ago, representing 
almost 50 additional classrooms 
and: teachers during the school 
term. 


Shelby County schools operate 
68 school busses daily for trans- 
porting students to and from 
school. Cost per day for one child 
last year was approximately 1.00 
(12 cents of this amount for 
transportation). 


Total money spent for operation 
of schools in Shelby County last 
year was $1,397,355.37 of which 
the county furnished ($949,118.10) 
67.92 per cent. The remainder came 
from the state under the minimum 


program fund. 


The Shelby County school sys- 
tem has lost, due to proration of 
schoo] funds in the last 5 years 
~ - $325,155.00.

NOTICE is hereby given that a 
bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced in the Legislature of 
Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be 
made to wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to zoning in Shelby 
County; granting to the county 
governing body the power to zone 
and regulate the use of cer- 
tain land within the county, and 
making a violation of any ordinance 
or resolution adopted pursuant to 
the Act a misdemeanor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (A) The court of 
county commissioners, board of 
revenue or other like governing 
body of Shelby County may divide 
the territory described herein 
which lies within the boundaries 
of the county into business, indusl 
trial, and residential zones and 
districts and prescribe the kind, 
character, and use of structures 
and improvements that may be 


jerected within such zones or dis- 


tricts. The governing body of the 
county shall have authority also 
to establish reasonable set-back 


tion of any billboard, structure, 
or permanent improvement beyond 
the building lines established by 
it along public highways. 


(B) No land-use restriction laid 
pursuant to this section shall ap- 
ply in relation to any building or 
structure which is, or is to be, 
used mainly or exclusively for the 
purposes of agriculture or as a 
dwelling house occupied together 
with land used mainly or exclu- 
sively for the purposes of agricul- 
ture. 


(C) The county governing body 
may by ordinance or resolution es- 
tablish a county zoning authority 
or board and delegate to such au- 
thority any powers the county 
governing body has under this 
Act; provided, that no person shall 
be eligible for appointment as a 
member of any such authority or 
board unless he resides within the 
territory to be zoned or owns real 
estate situated therein. 


The territory that may be zoned 
pursuant to this Act is described 
as follows: All that part of Shelby 


i pereinatyee described for the pur- 


fore the date of its passage or 
prescribe-punishment for any per- 
son for an act committed prior 
to adoption of the ordinance or 
resolution. 


Section 4. Any person who vio- 
lates any ordinance or resolution 
duly adopted in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 


Section 5. This Act is cumula- 
tive. It shall be construed as sup- 
plemental to Chapter 16 of Title 
37 of the 1940 Code which. grants 
authority to municipalities and po- 
litical subdivisions of the State to 
establish zoning districts. Ordinan- 
ces and resolutions adopted in ac- 
cordance with this Act shall not 
supersede, contravene, or affect 
any duly authorized plan, zone 
district, or regulation made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 16. of Title 37 of the 1940 
Code.

Happenings In House | Maylene 
Of Representatives 


(Rep. John Lewis Cates) 


The House ended in the most 
tense session Friday ever witness- 
ed by any of the old members. The 
House refused to consider educa- 
tional revenue bills for schools and 
then enbattled in vigorous debate 
with the School Forces, the Redis- 
tricting forces, and the Independ- 
ent forces, all at odds with one 
another. 

Much concern is being generated 
over the splitting of four-ways- 
Jefferson County and adding the 
parts to the surrounding Congres- 
sional districts. The State Senate, 
which substituted the Ferguson 
Plan for the split-Jefferson plan 
has formerly stated that this plan 
will be the only plan considered. 
Actually, Jefferson County could 
end by being represented by four 
Congressmen. The majority of 
members of the Legislature feel 
that some Redistricting plan fust 
pass rather than having the elec- 


‘tion from the state at large. They 


feel election at large might elect 
all Congressmen from one area of 
the state and by so doing, that 
would sever all home ties in Wash- 
ington. 

This is the most controverSial 
piece of Legislation ever put be- 
fore the two Houses. The passage 
or defeat of any Congressional 
Redistricting Bill now rests with 
the House of Representatives. I

Dorcas was a woman whose 
unassuming Christian 
ways have influenced people down 
through the ages of time and will 
follow the ages to come as it rides 
through inspired writings of the 
physician Luke.

CATFISH PROVIDE GOOD FAMILY EATING 


Mbt someone mentions hush puppies, 
catfish immediately come to mind. 

According to a survey conducted recently 
by Extension Fish and Wildlife Specialist 
Earl Kennamer, more and more people are 
enjoying good catfish and hush puppies. 

The survey, which was conducted in 10 
counties among wholesale fish dealers, indi- 
cates that in these counties alone, about 50 
tons of catfish are sold each month. But the 
startling point is that the fish dealers said 
they could have sold about 75 tons more if 
they could have gotten the fish. And of the 
amount sold, about one-half came from other 
states, 

If the interest shown at a recent school on 
growing catfish is any indication, in about 
two years, the situation will change. Forty- 
one pondowners from 21 counties attended 
this meeting which was conducted by Ken- 
namer. And the fish expert says that county 
agents over the state report that over half of 
those attending the one-day school have al- 
ready made definite plans to build ponds 
this fall. 

This enterprise could mean thousands of 
dollars to the economy of the state. And that 
doesn’t even take in all the good eating new 
catfish ponds will make possible. 

The channel catfish is one of the best- 
flavored fresh water species. Too, it has 
fewer tiny bones which make it easier to eat. 
These two qualities make the channel catfish 
good for the market. 


Pond Construction 


It’s best to build catfish ponds at least one 
acre in size, but not over five acres, Kenna- 
mer says. Larger ponds will produce catfish, 
but you must develop markets to, handle cat- 
fish you harvest when you drain the pond. 
Building a catfish pond is the same as for any 
other pond, but remember to place the drain 
pipe so that all the water will drain. If a 
pothole is left, it may contain great numbers 
of harvestable fish. 


Stocking 


The most éfficienf yields have been obtain- 
ed by stocking between 2,000 and 3,000 fin- 
gerlings per acre in March or April. A farm- 
er will have to get his fingerlings from a com-

Harvest Time 

Channel catfish stocked in early March and 
managed properly will be ready for harvest 
by late October or early November. With 
good survival of young fish and with proper 
management, stocking 3,000 fingerlings per 
acre will probably yield around 2,000 or more 
pounds of catfish per acre averaging between 
three-fourths to one pound each. Harvesting 
is done simply by draining the pond. 


Production Costs and Returns 


Profits from commercial production of 
channel catfish depend upon the price receiv- 
ed per pound of dressed fish minus the cost 
of production. With good results you can ex- 
pect $150 to $200 per acre net income. Costs

Farm Marketing Cooperatives 


HERE is still a place in agriculture for the 

small producer, but this doesn’t hold true for 

the small seller. In marketing some products— 

fruits, for example—there are about 1,000 growers 
to one seller, and this ratio is getting wider. 


Farm marketing cooperatives market the products © 


of many small farmers. They are the small man’s 
means of doing big things. Even with the size of 
farms getting bigger, it is not likely that the in- 
dividual farmer will be able to compete in the mar- 
ket with big business. And it’s doubtful whether 
it would be good for, our economy or for most 
farmers to be able to compete on that scale. 

Farm marketing cooperatives have been trying 
to obtain a greater share of the consumer’s dollar 
for their members. By competing in the market 
place, they have not only increased the income of 
their members, but also the nonmembers as well. 

These cooperatives are faced with a great change 
taking place in the merchandising and selling of 
their products. Today, chain stores and supermar- 
kets—which account for 32 per cent of the food 
stores—sell 92 per cent of the food. ‘This means 
that the buying powers are concentrated in the hands 
of a few individuals who have great resources. Any 
cooperative which hopes to obtain an outlet for 
its\products must be large enough to deal with these 
large buying institutions.

Marketing Control 

Vertical integration is the control of any two 
steps in the production, processing, and marketing 
of a product. The farmer, through,the ownership 
of his cooperative, has practiced vertical integra- 
tion all along. 

The farmer.can control his own operation through 
his marketing cooperative. But if cooperatives are 
to remain successful, they must become larger, mar- 
ket top quality products, carry on strong advertis- 
ing and merchandising programs, increase their ser- 
vices, keep up with the changing times, and supply 
their members with all the services and financial 
assistance that can be obtained from other kinds 
of marketing firms. 


Bigger Farms—Fewer Farmers 


Latest census figures say farms are getting larg- 
er. In 1925 there were 63,328 U. S. farms of 1,000 
acres-and over. And in 1959 there were 136,259 in 
this category—nine per cent of all farms today.

The sale of fertilizers is-one-of the sensitive in- 
dicators. Last March Alabama farmers purchased 
194,667 tons of fertilizer compared to 182,742 tons 
in March 1960. Total tonnage from last October 
through March was up over 20,000 tons from the 
same period a year ago; so Alabama growers are 
trying hard for another good year in crop yields 
and production, 

Feed purchased in March in Alabama totaled 
128,319 tons. This was 14,000 tons above March 
sales last year. Poultry feeds were up nearly 


20,000 tons. A few other feed items were up, but 
others were down, notably oil seed meals.

HE family farm is changing every day. 
When I was going to high school and 
helping my father on the farm, we plowed 
mules. And I never thought that one day 
farmers would no longer ghop their cotton. 

Today more and more farmers are using 
chemical pre-emergence to control weeds. 
And not only has the tractor 
taken the place of the mule, 
but we have mechanical har- 
_vesters for cotton and corn, 
as well as other crops. 

The size of farms has also 
increased, partly because of 
mechanization. And farmers 

: are continuing to seek new 

labor-saving devices. 
- oe a group of re- 
searchers analyzed the 
- beech trends that have taken place 
in the last 15 years. And they came up with 
these conclusions about what will take place 
by 1975. 

The family farm will continue to dominate 
our nation’s agriculture, even though they 
will be bigger and more highly specialized. 
. This analysis was based in part on data 
from a larger USDA study. 

Findings indicate that farmers will con- 
tinue to step up the adoption of labor-saving 
devises and techniques for increasing their 
output. They will buy additional equipment 
for more complete mechanization of crop pro- 
duction and livestock feeding operations. 
Farmers will also hire more services, such 
as spraying, dusting, and fertilizing. And they 
will get more professional management help, 
including assistance in buying and selling 
livestock. 


Fly Control 


A nearly perfect control of the face fly 
has been achieved in the laboratory by add- 
ing a small amount of insecticide to dairy 
feed. 

Experiments show that certain organic 
phosphorus insecticides pass almost undigest- 
ed through cattle and make their manure 
highly toxic to face fly larvae. These larvae 
develop only in fresh manure. Similar studies 
show this method may also help in controlling 
the housefly. We will be on the lookout for 
this chemical to appear on the market soon.

Help for the Painter 


Bill Cox, Auburn Extension Service en- 
gineer, tells me there’s a knack to painting 
farm buildings. .He says if you are to do a 
good job of painting, you must have your 
surface dry.

But 
do not paint when it’s very hot because the 
paint may crawl.

Increase Profits 


Harvest Peanuts At Correct Time 


By Dean Bond 
Extension Peanut Specialist 


MING is most important in digging for 
maximum peanut yields. 

Peanut producers should watch their fields 
carefully at the end of the growing season. 
Tests show that if the most favorable har- 
vest time is missed by as much as one week, 
farmers stand to lose up to $70 per acre. 

Frequent inspections should be made to 
determine the stage of maturity, to see if pegs 
are decaying or if pods are dark or turning 
dark. Maximum yields can usually be ob- 
tained if peanuts are dug when 60 per cent 
of the pods are dark or turning dark inside. 
The crop of pods near the ends of the limbs 
seldom matures, and waiting delays digging 
past the time for the best combination of 
yield and grade. ~ 

Early digging results in shriveled kernels 
and light peanuts. Digging too late will re- 
duce yield. Over-mature peanuts will shed 
in the soil or come off the vine in the digging- 
shaking operation. ; 

Where leafspot is controlled by regular 
dustings, peanuts can usually be dug two 
weeks later than undusted fields. Most years 
the yield can be increased by taking advan- 
tage of this longer growing season. - 

Extra heavy tops may be clipped with a 
rotary mower to reduce the load on harvest- 
ing equipment and to increase picker effi- 
ciency. This should be done two to four days 
before digging to allow the clipped portion

of the vines to dry and settle. On bunch va- 
rieties clip the top about one-third, and on 
runner varieties about one-half. Be sure to 
leave enough vine or top so that the pick-up 
attachment on the shaker and combine will 
pick up the plants. ; 

In the digging operation, use sharp digger 
blades set deep enough to ¢lip the taproot. 
Blades set too deeply hang and drag; those 
set too shallow clip off peanuts in the ground. 

To increase efficiency and reduce wear, 
adjust the height of the shaker so that the 
pick-wp teeth afe“Tow tniough to feed vines 
over the shaker without striking the ground. 
Speed of the conveyor unit should slightly ex- 
ceed the forward motion of the shaker to pre- 
vent a roll-up of vines ahead of the unit and 
dragging-off pods under the pick-up bars. 

Usually digger-shakers must be run slow- 
er for digging Virginia type peanuts than for 
runners. The large pods of the Virginia type 
varieties will pull off in the soil if the shaker 
is running too fast or if the soil is too wet 
for easy harvesting. 

For a firm, smooth, level surface for the 
windrow, attach a heavy beam drag under- 
neath the shaker. This makes an ideal sur- 
face for the operation of the combine pick- 
up unit, speeds up, drying, and minimizes loss- 
es in rainy weather. 

Special precautions should be taken to see 
that windrows are properly spaced so that 
they can be combined without running over 
the peanuts with the wheels. A windrow con- 
sisting of two rows is usually satisfactory for 


Establish Winter Grazing

HAT isan acre of good, lush winter graz- 
ing worth? That all depends. 

When grazed by good ‘thrifty beef-type 
steers, it may be worth $20, $40, $50 or more. 

Many factors may affect the actual net 
value of a grazing crop. Steers on oat grazing 
from late November 1955 to late May 1956 in 

—" the Tennessee Valley netted 
$40 per acre above the cost 
of grazing and supplemental 
feed. Six acres of oats and 
eight acres of crimson clgver 
produced beef gains worth 
about $20 per acre at the 
Wiregrass Substation from 
November 1958 to April 
1959. Beef-type steers graz- 
ed on different small waa 

and rye grass mixture a 
APEREWS Raymond, Miss., over a 
three-year periéd returned above costs of pas- 
ture and steers an estimated average of $68 
per acre. 

Over a two-year period at the Lower Coast- 
al Plain Substation at Camden, beef steers 
-gained 366 pounds per acre on rye, rye grass 
and crimson clover pastures. The winter graz- 
ing mixture was seeded on a prepared seed- 
bed following Starr millet. Steers grazing 


abruzzi rye and crimson clover sod seeded on * 


coastal bermuda made beef gains of 244 
pounds per acre during the same period. 

* Last September John C. Hardin of Moulton 
seeded about 55 acres of smal] grains—oats, 
barley, and rye—for grazing and grain on a 
prepared seedbed. In early November he put 
34 head of beef steers on the area. The steers 
were removed from the field about the first 
“of March. During the 107-day grazing period 
the steers gained an average of .153 pounds 
per steer. After deducting the cost of the

supplemental feed, the Lawrence County 
farmer figured the grazing was worth about 
$18 per acre or $29 per steer. To put it 
another way, the Lawrence County farmer 
was worth about $1,000. more in March than 
he was in November, and the steers did most 
of the work. Later the grazing crops were 
harvested for grain. 

What is the secret to these money-making 
research projects and farm success stories? 


rapid, uniform drying and makes an adequate 
load for combine picking. 

In bright, open weather picking can be 
started in three to five days—when the mois- 
ture of the pods is about 25 per cent or when 
the peanuts are dry enough to rattle when 
moved. Semi-dry peanuts should be dried ar- 
tificially to about eight per cent average mois- 
ture content. Bins equipped with a forced 
air dryer should be filled to a depth of about 
four feet. Artificially heated air can be used 
to speed up drying provided the temperature 
does not exceed 95 degrees. Higher tempera- 
tures may catse kernel splitting, skin slip- 
page, and off flavors. The heat should be 
turned off when peanuts near the top reach 
about 12 per cent moisture. But the fan 
should run until they cool. 

In harvesting peanuts for seed, operate 
the machinery at the slowest speed possible 
to maintain top efficiency. Studies show that 
mechanical injury in picking, shelling, and 
handling is a major cause of lowered seed 
quality. 

Because of the high cost of seed, growers 
Should do everything possible to preserve the 
quality of seed peanuts.

Fertilize Winter ae, By A Soil Test

LABAMA cattlemen are planning for the 

future by preparing to have plenty of 

grazing this winter. Last year, many cattle- 
men ran out of grazing and hay. 

And now’s the time to establish crops to 
keep this serious problem from happening 
again. 

Our soils are not natural grass producers. 
But, with good management, 
they are capable of growing 
nutritious pasture and for- 
age plants. Our principal 
tools for producing more 
feed per acre are fertilizer 
and lime. 

What’s the best way to de- 
termine the amount of fer- 
tilizer and lime to apply?-A 
é soil test is the only rapid and 
SOWELL accurate way. By taking a 

soil sample, the soil needs 
are determined for each area. In this way 
the research information is applied directly 
to the field. 

Fertilizing pasture and grazing crops 
means applying plant nutrients to the soil in 


the proper ratio—that is, in the correct 
amounts necessary to meet the nutritive re- 
quirements of the plants. 

Getting fertilizer applied in the right 
places at the right time is another job that 
requires some attention. Fertilizer may be 
applied in many different ways. But, re- 
member that it must be placed where young 
seedlings can get it. 

Band seeding and placing the fertilizer to 
the side and below the seed is highly satis- 
factory. This puts the nutrients close to the 
whey but not close enough to hurt,the germina- 
ion. 

If your equipment will not band the fer- 
tilizer to the sidé.and below the seed, broad- 
cast and disk lightly unless an established 
sod is being fertilized. With an established 
sod, a top application is satisfactory. Regard- 
less of the method, spread the fertilizer even- 
ly over the entire field. 

Properly fertilized forage and pasture 
crops provide more feed rich in vitamins and 
minerals, more days of grazing, and more 
meat and milk. 

Have a soil test made to learn what plants 
nutrients and how much of them are need- 
ed. Don’t guess.

if is not unusual to hear people say that for 
a state to make rapid economic growth, 
it must expand industria] production. Some 
go so far as to say that all we need to do 
is to move enough people out of agriculture 
into manufacturing, trade, and service indus- 
tries, and all will be well. 

I agree that a mixture of industrial and ag- 
ricultural employment is good because it 
helps to raise the income of people. However, 
I would argue that this moving labor out of 
agriculture will not in itself solve our eco- 
nomic problems in Alabama. 

The transfer of labor out of agricultural 
production has been going on for a long time, 
and our income problems are still with us. 
In fact, it has reached the point that in the 
United States, only eight per cent of our total 
labor force is engaged in agricultural produc- 
tion. In Alabama the figure is somewhat 
higher, but the point is that there is a limit 
to the number of people that can be moved 
off farms in Alabama without doing serious 
damage to the well-being of the state and 
its people. 

I recognize as well as anyone the impor- 
tance of industrial expansion in boosting the 
state’s economy. However, economic develop- 
ment does not necessarily mean that fami- 
lies must be moved out of rural areas. It 
means, among many other things, the bring- 
ing of nonfarm jobs to rural communities. It 
means providing opportunities in agriculture 
or otherwise for heads of rural families to 
increase their incomes. I am convinced thai 
a vigorous program of Rural Resource De- 
velopment is needed. Such a program would 
serve to strengthen industrial development 
and at the same time develop the rural re- 
sources that are left behind when large num- 
bers of people leave the country and move to 
the city. 

It is much later than we think with respect 
to the development of our rural resources. 
If-we~negiect-our-responsibility—and.do_not 
launch a vigorous program of Rural Resource 
Development, many young people growing up 
in some areas of Alabama will not be assets 
to their communities in the future. They will 
lack educational job training, social adjust- 
ment, and even the health which their city 
cousins enjoy.

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Prepare Cotton For Mechanical Harvesting

S the use of mechanical cotton pickers be- 
comes more widespread, Alabama grow- 
ers may find defoliation a profitable practice. 
Last year farmers in this state used defoli- 
ants on more than 100,000 acres of cotton. 
This acreage will probably increase in 1961 
as more mechanical harvesters begin picking 
this year’s crop. 
Although defoliation will not be helpful 
= every year, it,is a practice 
that pays whén needed. Re- 
search throughout the South- 
east shows that when rank 
cotton is to be picked with 
mechanical harvesters, 
grades are improved when 
the plants are properly de- 
foliated. Cotton may be up- 
graded from one-half to a 
a ress grade on rank cotton. 
nother advantage of defoli- 
Sears ation is the extension of the 
length of picking days. Tests in Mississippi 
show that cotton dries to a safe maturétevel 
faster and allows an additional hour of pick- 
ing time where plants are properly defoliat- 
ed. Defoliation may also speed up the open- 
ing of cotton so that growers can harvest their 
crop early, avoiding a late harvesting season. 
The following conditions will help you de- 
termine the best time for applying defoliants. 


Condition of Plant—You will have best re- 
sults on mature plants with a heavy boll load. 
Leaf moisture content should be high and 
growth about stopped. 

Top bolls that you expect to mature should 
be 30 to 35 days old at the time of applica- 
tion. Little damage occurs to lint and seed 
if bolls are full size and firm when pressed 
between the thumb and forefinger. Results 
have been good when defoliants were used 
when 50 to 60 per cent of the bolls were 
open, , 


Timing for Machine Harvest—Defoliate at 


one time only as much cotton as you can har- 
vest with a spindle picker in about a week. 
Otherwise, a second growth will start before 
the cotton is picked. Remember, second 
growth stains the lint and lowers the cotton 
grade. 


Boll Rot—If rainy weather prevails after 
bottom bolls are mature on rank plants, de- 
foliation will reduce loss from boll rot. It 
may be more profitable to lose some top bolls 
because of immaturity than to lose mature 
bolls on the bottom of the plant due to boll 
rot. This is a decision ygu must make. 


Weather Conditions—Moderately high 
temperatures—85 to 90 degrees—give best 
defoliation results. Extremely high tempera- 
tures may cause leaves to dry too rapidly and 
freeze to the plants. Cool weather slows up 
defoliation. 

Apply dust defoliants when the air is still, 

ee usually in early morning or 
late afternoon, and when 
dew is present or expected. 
Dew is necessary to dissolve 
the défoliant. 

When there is no dew on 
the plants, spray defoliants 
work better. , Spray defoli- 
ants are also more effective 
when humidity is moderately 
high. .A slight breeze helps 
to get good distribution and 
plant coverage. 

In harvesting, make sure only dry, wide- 
open bolls are picked.. Wait until eight or 
nine o’clock.in the morning to start your me- 
chanical picker in order to get the best gin- 
ning job and the highest quality lint cotton. 
Green cotton exposed to high temperatures 
may change color enough to lower the grade. 
Keep trash,out of cotton as much as possible. 

Handling cotton, especially if it is trashy 
and damp, imbeds the trash more firmly into 
the lint and makes cleaning more difficult. 
Pick cotton as clean as possible, and only 
when itis dry. Never pack cotton in wagons, 
truck, or trailers. This applies to both hand- 
picked and mechanically-picked cotton.

Today, in most cases, a 
dog’s life is one of luxury. 

In the United States the dog food industry 
alone is almost a billion dollar business. Well- 
equipped and well-staffed, small animal] hos- 
pitals are no further than a 
few minutes away. Elab- 
orate pet motels are built 
everyday. And many lavish 
motels and hotels now ad- 
vertise that Rover is wel- 
come. 
come.

Other drugs ac- 
claim to do away with the doggy odor, and 
it may not be too long until your dog will no 
ya hair on rugs and furniture.

The New Puppy 


When the new puppy arrives, the owner 
soon finds that someone is likely to be kept 
awake for a night or two. Prepare a box or 
small enclosure before the puppy arrives. Im- 
mediately upon arrival, place the puppy in 
its bed and leave it alone for an hour or so 
until it can look over its surroundings. By 
all means don’t feed it for several hours. By 
bringing a familiar object or some piece of 
bedding along with the puppy, the time it

cries will be shortened considerably. Also, 
remember that the puppy’s stomach is small, 
and it must be fed smal] amounts several 
times a day. A good rule to follow is six 
weeks old—six times daily; 10 weeks old— 
four times daily; three months old—three 
times daily ; six months old—two times daily; 
one year or older—once daily. 

Of course, where table scraps are supple- 
menting the diet, this schedule can be chang- 
ed with no bad effects. One good point to 
remember is if the puppy refuses the meal 
you put before him and he doésn’t appear to 
be sick, don’t prepare some other food. Wait 
about five minutes, remove the pan, and wait 
until the next regular feeding ‘time to give 
him any, food. Don’t give the young puppy 
different or exotic foods. For example, I 
recall a case where a young toy terrier ate 
about 12 fried oysters. Hedied. Any abrupt 
change in diet is never good. 

If the puppy is to be a house dog, begin 
the housebreaking chore immediately. There 
are several good. ways to accomplish this, 
but none seems to be better than the news- 
paper plan. This consists of spreading news- 
papers in the general area of the puppy’s 
sleeping area. When the puppy starts to 
void, he should be scolded and placed on a 
piece of paper. After a few such scoldings, 
he will learn to use the paper. If possible, 
the first time he uses the paper himself, re- 
ward him with a tasty biscuit or a smal] piece 
of meat. 

Worms are the first health concern that 
should be checked. There is one point to 
be stressed—internal parasites can be pre- 
vented in dogs. While it is true that the 
new-born puppy can have hookworms which 
were present in the-mother, most heavily in- 
fested puppies are in that condition because 


Fertilizer result demonstrations, found in practi- 
cally every Alabama county, are showing how valuable 
soil testing is in determining how much of what kinds 
of fertilizer farmers need on crops. County agents 
are stressing demonstrations on forage and pasture 
crops this year. 

Each cooperating farmer works closely with his 
county agent to follow the fertilizer recommendations 
from the soil test. In almost every demonstration, the 
farmer has three plots—one fertilized by soil test; 
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the second fertilized like the farmer normally would 
have fertilized without a soil test; and the third, a 
check plot, left unfertilized. Records'are kept, and 
the agents arrange tours for farmers and businessmen 
to study the results.

of poor sanitation. Soon after the puppy ar- 
rives, collect a sample of the stool and take 
it to a local veterinarian. He can examine 
it and tell what type, if any, worms are pres- 
ent and how many. He can then prescribe 
the treatment. One precaution—do not buy a 
“shotgun” worm treatment. Many times 
this can prove fatal. Once the parasites are 
removed, clean feeding pans and clean sur- , 
roundings almost always prevent any suc- 
ceeding infection. 

Vaccinate the puppy after it has become 
accustomed to its new owners and its new 
home. The three main diseases—distemper, 
hepatitis, and rabies—can be prevented by 
these vaccinations. The owner should talk 
to the local veterinarian and follow his ad- 
vice to the letter as to when these vaccina- 
tions should be given. 

By carrying out the above procedures, your 
dog can be a source of pleasure for years to 
come. Spend some time with your dog and 
try to train him so that he will not develop 
bad habits. Realize that your puppy is sub- 
ject to minor disorders just as a young baby. 
Colds, colic, and rashes, are quite common. 
If in your opinion the puppy is noticeably 
sick, a veterinarian should be consulted. The 
owner of a healthy dog is a proud one. But 
an unhealthy dog can be a source of trouble 
and expense which could alter man’s attach- 
ment to his best friend.

Treat Grain 
Before Planting

LABAMA farmers are making plans now 

to plant countless acres of small grain. 
Many of the farmers are undecided about 
using treated seed. It’s good insurance to 
treat all small grain seed before planting 
them because it increases the farmer’s 


“chances of getting a good stand and making 


larger yields. 

The chemical treatment kills the harmful 
organisms which exist on the seed and in the 
soil. Besides killing seed-borne, disease-pro- 
ducing organisms, it provides protection from 
soil-borne organisms. Treated seed have 
more resistance to cold, damp, or dry soil for 
a longer period. They have more strength 
and vitality to fight off the diseases which 
thrive on the seed and soil. 

The cost of treating the seed will only be 
a few cents per bushel, yet it could be the 
difference between a poor and a good stand 
of grain. 

There are many commercial chemicals such 
as Ceresan M, Panogen, and others that will 
penetrate the hulls of the kernel and kill 
these harmful disease organisms which cause 
seed rots and seedling blights. 

Year after year, one fact is certain. It 
pays to have every bushel of small grain seed 
treated. 

Plan ahead and treat your small grain seed 
now so the chemical will have plenty of time 
to penetrate the cracks and crevices of the 
seed and destroy disease-causing spores. 


Let seed treatment become a standard prac- 
tice in your small grain program as it has 
with other major crops.

Start The Day With Balanced Breakfast 


great many Alabama youngsters will be 
rushing off to school in a few days. For 
some it will be a new experience. For others, 
it will be a reunion with last year’s classmates. 

Regardless of the way school affects the 
youngsters, it’s a change of routine for the 
whole household. 

A doughnut, a cup of coffee, and a mad 
dash for the school bus—that’s the breakfast 
routine in many Alabama homes, and a break- 
fast like this puts the whole day’s meal 
schedule out of balance. This practice could 
lead to poor nutrition and even illness, re- 
ports Auburn Extension Service Consumer 
Education Specialist Dorothy Overbey. 

Too many people underestimate the im- 
portance of breakfast. Experiments show 
that workers and students who have a good 
breakfast out perform those who hurry 
through a few bites and a few gulps, or those 
who don’t bother with breakfast at all. 

Studies show that those who omit break- 
fast accomplish less the first hour they work 
than those who have had a good meal be- 
fore starting to work. As the morning moves 
along, the hungry workers get even less ef- 
ficient. After lunch, they work better, but 
it isn’t long before they slow up again. The 
same thing happens to homemakers and small 
children who don’t eat breakfast. 


Some people don’t realize the nutritional 
importance of making the first meal of the 


day a good one. Others just never seem to 
have time to think about a better breakfast, 
let alone eat it. Still.others choose their 
breakfast items by standards that don’t hold 
up in the light of modern nutritional knowl- 
edge.

Treat Family With Good Meal

CHOOL bells are ringing—or they soon 
will be. And Mother, your family meals 
will need to ring a bell, too. 

With the children in school again, you will 
need to plan meals even more carefully to 
be sure they provide for the nutritional needs 
of your family. It is a proved fact that chil- 
dren get along better in school when they 
eat the right foods. They 
make better grades, are 
healthier, and happier. 

All of the family needs 
the same kinds of food— 
milk, meat, eggs, fruits and 
vegetables, and breads and 
other grain products. As 
you plan to meet the family’s 
needs, consider their age, 
sex, height, weight, and ac- 
tivities. 

For children 6 to 11 years 
old, milk is one of the important foods. If 
you have a child who tends to be a'little over- 
weight, skim milk or buttermilk may supply 
part of the three or four glasses needed daily. 
These may also be used to reduce the milk 
budget. because they furnish the same food 
value as fresh whole milk with the excep- 
tion of ‘vitamin A. 

Children this age are always hungry after 
school. Discourage their stopping at the 
store to buy candy or other sweets. Instead, 
provide a snack for them at home. This may 
include a glass of milk, ice cream, a peanut 
butter sandwich, raw carrots, fresh fruits, 
or ready-to-eat cereal. Let them eat as soon

as they reach home; then after playing or 
running errands, they will have a keen ap- 
petite for supper. 

Remember that the teen-age boy or girl 
in your family is growing rapidly. Girls usual- 
ly grow more rapidly at about 12 years of 
age, boys from about 14 to 15. 

Don’t be surprised if your teen-ager al- 
ways seem to he hungry. A teen-age boy of- 
ten eats more than his father and a girl 
more than her mother. Their energy need is 
greater because of activity and growth. Do 
not restrict the amount they eat, but be sure 
they get plenty of the foods needed for good 
health. Cut down on their starches, sweets, 
and fats if they are overweight. 

Milk is important to this age person, too, 
because of their rapid growth. All teen-agers 
need four or more glasses every day. In fact, 
their need for protein, calcium, iron, thia- 
mine, and vitamin C is greater during this 
period than any other time in life. The only 
time women need more of these nutrients is 
during pregnancy or lactation. 

Actually, teen-agers need a between meal 
snack to supply the energy they need. ‘Im- 
press upon them that these snacks should be 
foods that will supply them of the needed 
nutrients, not just ‘empty calorie foods” such 
as candy, soda pop, and chips which provide 
energy but no food value. Provide whole- 
some snacks for them at home along with the 
younger children. 

Help your teen-agers to understand that 
many of their skin problems, their disposition, 
their attitude, the amount of energy they 
have, and even the grades they make in 
school are all influenced by the food they eat. 


Are You On A Sodium Restricted Diet? 


“nN A ARY, I am going to put you on a sodium 

restricted diet.” The words~of your 
physician still ring in your ears, and you are 
@onfused. But maybe a little explanation 
and a few simple rules will help you to un- 
derstand. 

A sodium restricted diet is just what the 
name says. The amount of sodium you can 
have in your diet is limited. Ordinarily, you 
get more sodium from the food you eat than 
you need, but this is not a problem when you 
are well. The kidneys will excrete the sodium 
not needed by the body. 

In certain types of illnesses where the body 
retains water, the extra sodium not only stays 


in the body but holds the water there. Sodium | 


is kept down to prevent this accumulation. 

Sodium is an important mineral essential 
to life. Illness can result if the body gets 
more than it can handle or less than it needs. 
Some sodium is necessary and a certain 
amount is required every day for good health. 

Sodium and salt are not the same thing. 
Salt is a combination of sodium and chloride. 

There are three sources of sodium—food, 
water, and some medicines. Food containing 
various amounts of sodium is the body’s main 
source. Mg 
» Here are a few pointers which may be 
helpful in selecting and preparing food when 
following a sodium restricted diet. 

1. When selecting foods, read the label 
carefully to make sure sodium was not com- 
bined with other chemicals during the pro- 
cessing or preparation. Look for the word 
sodium, soda, or the chemist’s symbol, NA.° 

2. Do not use table salt. 

8. Since amount of salt you can have in 
foods depends on how restricted your: diet 
is, ask your physician for a list of foods you 
may eat. 
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_ 4. Check with your physician before us- 
ing soda in baking. 

5. Never use soda as a remedy for indi- 
gestion. 

6. Do not use monosodium glutamate 
when cooking. 


Water is another source of sodium. And 
the amount in. drinking water varies in dif- 
ferent areas. Water that has been softened 
usually has sodium added. If this is the case, 


‘consult your physician to see if you should 


use distilled water. 

A third source of sodium is medicine. Check 
with your doctor before you use any unpre- 
scribed medicine—even for a headache. Sod- 
ium is found in such medicines as alkalizers 
for indigestion, antibiotics, cough medicines, 
laxatives, pain relievers, and sedatives. Al- 
so some toothpaste, tooth powder, and mouth 
wash contain sodium. 

In following your diet, remember you must 
not only count milligrams of sodium, you must 
select a diet which provides al] the foods your 
body needs. Plan as much variety as pos- 
sible because different foods provide differ- 
ent nutrients. Nutrients supply heat and 
energy, nourish body tissues, and supply ma- 
terial for body growth. They also regulate 
such functions of the body as breathing, blood 
circulation, and digestion. 

Plan and foliow your sodium restricted 
diet carefully. Face your condition honestly, 
and change your food habits so that you 
might be a healthier, happier person.

They must supply their body with the cor- 
rect food if it functions at its best. 

When you plan the meals for your family, 
you will need to know the type of food eaten 
by the children at school and the foods eaten 


between meals. Plan your family meals to 
supply their other food needs. 

If you want this to be a successful school 
year for your children, it is up to you to 
provide the proper foods for a healthy, hap- 
py, and efficient body. But you must do 
more than that. You must also have a regu- 
lar meal time with the whole family eating 
together. Set an example of good food habits 
by eating the proper foods yourself.

(Editor's note: This is the fifth in a series of articles 
dealing with our land-grant colleges and universities. 
It is concerned particularly with Auburn University, 
Alabama's land-grand institution.) 


AST Alabama Male College was establish- 
ed as Alabama’s land-grant institution in 
1872. At that time it became known as Ala- 
bama Agricultural and Mechanical College of 
Auburn. The institution was renamed and 
became Alabama Polytechnic Institute in 
1899. In 1959, as a result of a bill introduced , 
ee into the state legislature, the 
institution became Auburn 
University. Jesse Harvey, a 
resident of Sumter County 
and an alumnus of Auburn, 
introduced the bill. 

Like other land-grant col- 
leges throughout the United 
States, Auburn University 
was developed to provide 
practical training and educa- 
tion and to make education 
available to the masses. It 
included the applications of the arts and 
sciences as a part of this practical training. 

As the 1872 name implied, the teaching of 
agriculture, mechanic arts, and military 
science was required in Auburn’s initial cur- 
riculum. However, neither the arts and 
sciences or any other field of knowledge was 
ever discounted at Auburn. As a matter of 
fact, quite the opposite is true. Almost from 
the very beginning all land-grant colleges in 
the United States taught a wide range of sub- 
ject matter. Auburn was no exception. 
Historically, Auburn has encouraged its stu- 
dents to select their course work in such a 
way that they might gain a broad, liberal edu- 
cation. 

Those who attend this modern university 
today have a wide choice from which to se-

the lime and fertilizer to use; and the time 
and method of planting. 

Figure on about three-fourths of an acre 
per steer. This may not furnish all the graz- 
ing needed during the winter months. If 
grazing is not adequate, graze cattle only 
part of the day. . 

Use the right crops or mixtures. Rye, rye 
grass, and crimson clover; oats, barley, or 
wheat alone or in combination with crimson 
clover or vetch or oats, barley, or crimson 
clover are good crops to use. Most likely it is 
best not to depend on one crop alone. Abruzzi 
rye will furnish the earliest grazing in the 
fall and rye grass and crimson clover or 
vetch the latest in the spring. 

Lime and fertilize according to soil test 
and top-dress with nitrogen as soon as the 
crop is up to a stand. ; 

Get land ready early by breaking, disking, 
and harrowing to provide a firm, smooth seed 
bed. This will control weeds and conserve 
moisture. 

Use plenty of good seed to get a stand. 
Plant on time if moisture conditions permit. 
ao be prepared to control insects in the 

- a . 

Stock the pastures with healthy, “good do- 
ing”’ beef-type steers when grazing is four to 
six inches high. Don’t overgraze. Overgraz- 
ed plants recover slowly. Be sure you have 
supplemental feed to keep steers gaining 
when crops cannot be grazed. ' 

In late spring, keep a close watch on the 
quality of the grazing. Be ready to move 
steers to feed lot or to market when grazing 
is not profitable. Use surplus grazing as hay 
or silage.

lect their subject matter. They are also as- 
sured of excellent training in an institution 
where there is fairly close contact between 
professor and student, where there are mod- 
ern up-to-date laboratory instructional facili- 
ties, and where accreditation and academic 
standing rank very high. 

Serving a resident student body of about 
9,000, Auburn is large enough to enjoy all 
the advantages of a large university in a small 
town atmosphere, and yet’small enough to 
consider and provide for the needs of the in- 
dividual student. With its research and Ex- 
tension arms reaching out to serve the peo- 
ple of the state, its benefits, strengths, and 
advantages come into immediate focus. 

In addition to 420 acres and 60 buildings 
and laboratories on the regular campus, the 
University owns 15,558 acres of land with 
buildings at 10 sub-experimeént stations, five 
experiment fields, five forestry units, and the 
main experiment station at Auburn. 

Auburn is made up of nine different under- 
graduate schools. In addition the college has 
a graduate school where those meeting en- 
trance’requirements may study in many dif- 
ferent departments. Students may choose 
their course work from more than 1900 grad- 
uate and undergraduate courses as listed in 
the catalogue. 

Auburn maintains a high academic stand- 
ard, but at the same time, keeps both feet on 
the ground. Like other land-grant college 
systems established by the Morrill Act of 
1862, Auburn holds to the idea that knowl- 
edge should be useful and that it should help 
people find a better way of life. 

This fact is kept in mind when the curricu- 
lum is planned’in order to meet the needs of 
the individual students. Those who study at 
Auburn do so in an atmosphere of democratic 
principles, where there is a maximum of op- 
portunity for individual learning, experience, 
and growth. 

A student at Auburn can take part in a 
number of extra-curricular. activities. These 
help broaden his over-all educational experi- 
ence and improve his ability to cope with 
actual life situations. 

In the school year 1960-1961, Auburn Uni- 
versity sponsored 12 compus-wide lectures, 
24 musicals, and five major dramatic produc- 
tions. Also on campus were numerous inter- 
school forensic meets, athletic contests, inter- 
fraternity and sorority activities, student body 
functions, and a wide variety of other activi- 
ties designed to meet the physical, social, 
spiritual, and intellectual needs-.of growing 
numbers of young men and_women who at- 
tend Auburn. 


COTTON ; HARVESTING (from 4) 


Regardless of how much drying equip- 
ment a gin may have, cotton can still get too 
wet to gin properly. It can be ginned prop- 
erly with glint moisture of six per cent. A 
dryer at recommended temperatures of 210 
degrees or less will remove up to three per 
cent lint moisture. If cotton contains 10 per 
cent or more moisture, more than one dryer 


‘will be needed to bring it down to the point 


where quality is best preserved in ginning. 

The thermometer location greatly affects 
the temperatures a ginner may use without 
overheating the cotton. When the ther- 
mometer is located just behind the point 
where the hot air and seed cotton come to- 
gether, it should never read over 210 degrees. 
The-temperature should be much less if the 
thermometer is located at the outlet end of 
the dryer or else the cotton would have gotten 
much too hot when it first met the hot air. 

Use only enough cleaning equipment to 
keep trash to a minimum without damage to 
the fiber.

FEEDING GREEN-CHOPS—Two summers 
of research on feeding dairy cows green-chop 
compared with grazing Starr millet at the 
Gulf Coast Substation showed no significant 
difference in milk production of the two 
groups on test.- Green-chopping for a small 
herd proved to be expensive because of added 
labor, machinery, and equipment costs. 


FISH KILLER—Low oxygen in farm fish 
ponds may upset the population balance and 
good fishing. When fish in a pond die from 
this cause, a fishery biologist of the State 
Department of Conservation should be con- 
tacted to determine the effect on the popu- 
lation and to recommend corrective measures. 


PLASTIC GREENHOUSES — Inexpensive 
greenhouses made from plastic film are more 
convenient than heated frames. Factors af- 
fecting cost include area covered, type film, 
and type structure. However, the cost is much 
less than that of glasshouses. The type ma- 
terials and film used will determine the life 
of the greenhouse. 


LARGE ONION SETS—Using larger sets 
will increase yields of green onions with the 
amount of increase dependent on other prac- 
tices used. When sets three-fourths inch in 
size were used instead of one-fourth inch, 
the yield increased 2,766 pounds on plots with 
wide spacing (four inches) and no irrigation. 
Increases were 5,458 pounds with close spac- 
ing (one inch) and no irrigation and 8,589 
pounds with close spacing and irrigation: 


MOISTURE PRODUCES COTTON— 
Yields in excess of 5,000 pounds of seed cot- 
ton per acre have been produced in Alabama 
when adequate moisture through irrigation 
and fertilization were combined with other 
good management practices. Cotton has 
shown yield responses to nitrogen rates as 
high as 360 pounds of nitrogen per acre. 
However, with present varieties and insect 
control, about 120 pounds of nitrogen is a 
more practical rate for irrigated cotton. Al- 
though this shows the potential for cotton 
vields, such production is not necessarily prac- 
tical at present. 


OLD HOUS) Ten per cent of 3,570 
houses in a survey on rural housing were 
found vacant. Two out of every five of these 
vacant houses were classified as unsuited for 
occupancy. More than one-third of the houses 
in the sample were built before 1930, and 
57 per cent of the rural] residents owned the 
houses they occupied.

PRODUCTIVE CROP—Pensacola bahia- 
grass has given a forage yield comparable 
to coastal bermuda in both southern and cen- 
tral Alabama. On wet soils it has been more 
productive than coastal. ‘ In northern -Ala- 
bama bahia has been cold hardy and given 
high annual yields but produced for a shorter 
time than in southern Alabama. Pensacola 
bahia has been more successful than coastal 
bermuda on soils of low fertility but less pro- 
ductive on droughty soils. e

County; granting to the county 
governing body the power to zone 
and regulate the use of cer- 
tain land within the county, and 
making a violation of any ordinance 
or resolution adopted pursuant to 
the Act a misdemeanor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (A) The court of 
county commissioners, board of 
revenue or other like governing 
body of Shelby County may divide 
the territory described herein 
which lies within the boundaries 
of the county into business, indusl 
trial, and residential zones and 
districts and prescribe the kind, 
character, and use of structures 
and improvements that may be 
erected within such zones or dis- 
tricts. The governing body of the 
county shall have authority also 
'to establish reasonable set-back 
controls and to prohibit the erec- 
tion of any billboard, structure, 
or permanent improvement beyond 
the building lines established by 
it along public highways. 


(B) No land-use restriction laid 
pursuant to this section shall ap- 
ply in relation to any building or 
structure which is, or is to be, 
used mainly or exclusively for the 
purposes of agriculture or as a 
dwelling house occupied together 
with land used mainly or exclu- 
sively for the purposes of agricul- 
ture. 


(C) The county governing body 
may by ordinance or resolution es- 
tablish a county zoning authority 
or board and delegate to such au- 
thority any powers the county 
governing body has under this 
Act; provided, that no person shall 
be eligible for appointment as a 
member of any such authority or 
board unless he resides within the 
territory to be zoned or owns real 
estate situated therein.

las follows: All that part of Shelby | 


County lying north of the top of 
| Double Oak Mountain, east of a 
Iline running parallel to and 400 
feet west of center line of U. S.

Short Route Highway. 


Section 2, It shall be the duty of 
the governing body of the county 
to deposit in the office of the 
judge of probate sufficient plans 
showing all areas and territory 
which are subject to restrictions 
in force under any ordinance or 
resolution adopted pursuant to this 
Act, the nature of the restrictions, 
and the area of the land to which 
the restrictions apply. Plans so 
deposited shall be available for 
inspection by the public free of 
charge at all. reasonable times.

100 Years Ago 


Problems of war finance held 
the public eye in the Confederate 
States of America 100 years ago 
this’ week. 


A “war tax” on real estate, 
slaves, livestock, gold watches, 
silver plate and other property 


was passed by the Confederacy’s 
central government August 19, 
1861. 


This property tax was of the 
kind levied by loeal and state gov- 
ernments today, rather than by 
the Federal government. Money 
from the tax was to pay interest 
on the $100,000,000 bond issue also 
passed by the Confederate govern- 
ment August 19, 1861. 


By merely pledging proceeds 
from future sales of their cotton 
and other produce planters could 
subscribe to bonds issued under 
this law of August 19 and under 
a similar law passed the previous 
May. 

In farsighted editorials August 
12-18, the Montgomery Daily Post 
predicted planters would not be 
able to sell their cotton and might 
therefore never redeem their 
pledges to buy bonds. The Post 
sketched a different plan for fi- 
nancing the war -- x plan that 
would have meant the government 
should, in effect, 
cotton crop. 


The Confederate 
should buy up cotton outright and 
use its monopoly, or near-monop- 


monopolize the

oly, to bargain for credit abroad, 
the Montgomery newspaper sug- 
gested. Such cotton purchases by 
the government would benefit the 
Confederate economy. Also, with 
the treasury notes the government 
paid them for their cotton, plant- 


ers could actually buy Confeder- 


ate bonds, rather than merely 
pledging to buy them. The war 
effort would thus be bolstered

Silas, Biblical follower of Christ, 
could be called trusiworthy He 
was trustworthy to first, his Mas- 
ter; second, his co-workers for 
Christ, Paul and Peter and others;

son County into four geographical 
areas and those areas being at- 
tached to the surrolunding four 
congressional districts. As you will 
recal] the House sime six weeks 
ago passed the Ferguson-Givhan 
Bill for redistricting which virtu- 
ally eliminated, in effect, Kenneth 
Robert’s Fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict. After passage of the Fergu- 
son plan in the House by a vote 
of 60-30 the Senate began its de- 
liberations on this Ferguson plan. 
The North and North-East Ala- 


bama Senators opposed this idea 
tremendously. The opponents of 
this plan gained enough strength 
through fillibuster to prevent any 
Congressicnal Redistricting plan 
from passage. Therefore, when it 
was apparent that the Ferguson 
plan would not pass, an alternate 
plan had to be compromised to set 
the state up into new Congression 
al Districts. 


rs. 


The next move was suggested to 
split Jefferson into four parts and 
this plan “caught fire.” The rea- 
son of this was because. (1) it 
pleased the North and North-east 
Alabama Senators (2) it was ac- 
ceptable to South Alabama (3) and 
it would create. a Redistricting 
plan rather than election from 
State-at-large. Three Senators held 
opposition as long as they were 
physically able to fillibuster. It 
finally passed the Senate by a 29- 
6 vote. 

Now with the original Ferguson 
plan being substituted by the Sen- 
ate for the Split Jefferson plan, 
the House had to go along with 
this plan-or not accept it because 
the original bill was changed. It 
was felt that this was short notice 
for consideration along with the 
Legislative session coming to an 
end. The Senate which gave ap- 
proval to this plan asserted this 
was the only plan acceptable un- 
der any circumstances. 


These measures, I believe, 
the ones of which House members 
had to make a grave decision; (1) 
if not acceptable by the House, 
Congressmen would have to run 
State-at-large (2) accept the split 
plan of Jefferson this plan

I first opposed the split Jeffer- 
son plan but due to the time run- 
ning out to the close of the Legis- 
lative Session and with no other 
plan ever being presented, I be- 
lieve that the election in the dis- 
trict outweighted the 
Large plan. There was talk of some 
compromise before the House be- 
gan debate and I had hoped for an 
acceptable compromise on both 
sides. The House stayed in sessi n 
26 hours which is the longest con- 
tinuous session on record. by the 
House of Representatives and pass- 
ed the Senate version by 56-39 vote 
At no time during that long de-| 
bate was a compromise plan ever | 
offered for consideration through 
test votes with no chances to even 
consider any other except that be 
fore the House. Therefore, I felt 
that it was to the best interest of 
he people of Shelby County who 
I represent to create Districts in 
preference to a State-at-Large 
race. ;

I can see in effect where Jeffer- 
son will now have four Congress- 
men because the Congressman that 
Represents this large center of 
population will certainly open Con- 
gressional offices in Jefferson 
County, as they already do in our 
nresent districts. I believe four

School Building 
Program In Full Swing 


Alabama’s huge $100 million 
school-building program, now in 
full swing, will provide scores of 
new schools and school additions 
in time for use during the fall 
term. 

By Sept. 1, a total of 775 new 
classrooms will be ready for clas- 
ses in elementary and high schools. 

“This construction program is a 
great credit to Alabama’s educa- 
tion system and all citizens can 
take pride in the modern houses 
we are building all over the state,” 
Gov. John Patterson said this 
week. “Within the next year and 
a half, this program will add a to- 
tal of almost 4,000 new elementary 
and high school classrooms.” 

Colleges and trade schools will 
jalso place dozens. of new buildings 
in use during this period. 

Schvol projects authorized under 
the construction program are com- 
pleted almost daily, Gov Patterson 
pointed out. Already some 125 pro- 
jects haVe been finished with ap- 
proximately 235 others under con- 
struction. A total of 603 projects 
has been approved. 

The school-building program was 
authoriaed by the 1959 Special Ses- 
sion for Education, which Gov. 
John Patterson called in the mid- 
dle of the regular session. It was 
the first special session of the 
State Legislature ever called to 
deal exclusively with the state’s 
education problems.

One hundred years ago the Con- 
federacy started building its gen- 
era] hospitals to care for the sick 
and wounded soldiers. 

They were being planned and 
constructed by the Medical De- 
partment which was organized 
February 26, 1861. Immediately af- 
ter it was organized several med- 
ical officers resigned from the 
United States Army to serve the 
South. At first there were only 24 
such officers in the medical group. 

Dr. Samuel Preston Moore, Mo- 
bile, was the first Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Confederacy and held 
the office throughout the Civili 
War. 

In the beginning hospitals were 
converted homes, barns, stores. 
churches or warehouses. Later gen 

ral hospital buildings replaced 
these and met with such success 
that the style was used as late as 
World War II. The new hospital- 
were of a pavilion type, one stor) 
structure, built in such a way as 
to prevent fire and the spread of 
disease. These units, each to ac- 
comodate 30 to 50 patients, wer: 
placed in rows with streets or al- 
leys between the rows. Any ad 
ditional units could be added a: 
needed. 

By this time in 1861 the Chim- 
borazo hospital in Richmond was 
being built. It was being construc.

AN OLD NEWSPAPER

If you want your children rear- 
ed in the midst of refined, law 
abiding and God-fearing people, 
come to Columbiana. :

‘of life, Columbiana is the place. 

If you want to educate your 
children, come to Columbiana where 
there is one of the best public 
schools in all the South -- abso- 
lutely free to any white child liv- 
ing in Shelby County.

Events of recent weeks hay. 
about culiminated in a lease be- 
tween the Defense Department and 
a fertilizer manufacturing concern 
to utilize a portion of the facilities 
of the Alabama Ordinance Works 
at Childersburg for- the manufac- 
ture of fertilizer. The new plant is 
expected to employ about 50 peo- 
ple initially and at a later date 
and after a new mill has been e- 
rected the total employed is ex- 
pected to reach 300. 

A committee composed of repre- 
sentatives from Coosa, Shelby, Tal 
ladega and St. Clair has been at 
work on this project for weeks. 
The new company has completed 
arrangements to lease an ordin- 
ance plant at Chattanooga and 
Congressman Selden has advised 
that details in connection with the 
lease of the Childersburg plant are 
practically identical and that the 
successful conclusi:n of the effort 
to lease the Tennessee plant in- 
sures that the arrangements for 
the Childersburg plant will be com- 
pleted in the near future. Con- 
gressman Selden has worked close- 
ly with members of the committee 
on these negotiations in Washing- 
ton. 

Employment opportunities at the 
plant will be beneficial to all four 
counties.

Some half-million Americans 
who own Series H Savings Bonds 
bought between 1952 and January 
1957 are in for a nice surprise -- 
one that will bring extra money 
into their pockets.

Under new regula- 
tions, these particular bonds, the 
first of which matures in Febru- 
ary 1952, will return in semi-an- 
nual interest checks a straight 34% 
per cent interest during the ex- 
tension. period. 

“Holders of these Series H Sav- 
ings Bonds will be notified by the 
Treasury of the extension privi- 
lege granted them when they re- 
ceive their next to last interest 
check. Owners will not have to do 
anything about extending their H 
Bonds. This is automatic. As long 
es the H Bond is not redeemed, 
the owner will continue to draw 
semi-annual interest checks at the 
new, higher rate of 3% per cent 
interest for a full ten years.” 

The Series H Bond when intro- 
duced in June 1952, was custom- 
made to satisfy the needs of Amer- 
icans who wanted a current-in- 
come | bond whieh would be free 
from the market fluctuations and 
would possess the same safety fea- 
tures and guaranteed interest rate 
at the popular Series E Bond. There 
aré now close to one and one-half 
million H Bond accounts with an 
investment of some six billion dol- 
lars.

Johnston and President Davis 
had been West Pointers t>-gether. 
Some have thought that friction 
between them. during the war 
might have been due in part to a 
fist fight they had while ‘students 
at West Point. 

In his letter of protest to Pres- 
ident Davis, Johnston said, in part, 
“Il STILL hold FIRST General in 
the Confederacy.”

The 
man was Timothy and he became 
one of Paul’s most trusted “com- 
rades of the faith” and certainly 
his breach with the new genera- 
tion of his time. 

In reality, Timithy was proba- 
bly not more than 15 years young- 
er than Paul and possible not even 
that much. But Paul considered 
him to be the gateway to a new 
generation of Jews and Greeks 
who were in need of the teachings 
©f Jesus Christ. 

By the time that Timothy be- 
came so active in Paul’s preaching | 
plans the Jewish customs were 
not completely essential. Besides, 


of Jesus Christ. Willing to serve- 
willing to sacrifice - willing to 
die! This is a lot to ask unless the 
task is the most esential before 
man: to make the world free in 
the sight of God! 

Secondly, Paul speaks of Timo- 
thy’s skill when he tells of the ath- 
jlete who competes according to 
rules and regulations. Often times 
'a young lad is lacking in discip- 
line at home, at school, in his 


idaily habits of eating and sleep- 


ing. These are changed when he 
linds that to make a “team” he 
inust discipline and condition him- 
self to be physically, morally and 
mentally competent for the job: 
So, likewise, one must be spirit- 
ually alert to the task that is be- 
fore him. He must compete ac- 


|pr.bably could e 


cording to rules, and even in Tim- 
othy’s profession there were rules 
t be followed, commitments to be 
met. 

Finally, in encouraging Timothy 
io show the means by whi h the 
teachings of Christ might be 
spread, we hear Paul tell him that 
“it is the hardworking farmer who 
‘should have the first crops.” This 
is to say to Timothy that if his 
task, is done well; if he has work- 
ed hard at spreading the Gospel; 
if he has followed the advice of 
his Apostle friend, then his life 
will be rewarded with a growing

Timothy was a man who aimed

I must also aim high in our own 
lives. We must be willing to sac- 


Timothy came from a mixed-mar- 
riage relationship: a Jewish mo- 
ther and a Greek father. To please 
the Jews, Paul encouraged Tim- 
othy to be circumcised because he 
knew that it would make no dif- 
ference to the Gentiles. 

On one hand Paul is encourag- 
ed by Timothy’s usefulness with 
the generation of his own day, and 
on the other hand he is concerned 
that the youthfulness will only 
squander the real need for a Gos- 
pel of Christ to be shared with ali 
peoples. 

It is not like Paul to complain 
about the interests of others, but 
in this instance he seems to do it. 
Looking into the situation, we dis- 
cover that Paul is comparing Tim- 
othy “as a son with a father who 
has served with him ip the Gos- 
pel.” 

Had Pau! not felt that Timothy 
was of extreme value personal let- 
ters w.uld have probably never 
been penned to this fellow worker. 

In his second epistle we find

It is not 
a “fattening - calf” type of exist- 
erce but instead it must be a con- 
tinual effort to overcome the walls 
of resistence.

he would be an “enlisted soldier” 


rifice to gain; stoop to rise; strug- 
gle to be free! 

We must find our lives discip- 
lined as was Timothy’s: disciplin- 
ed with faithfulness and courage; 
disciplined with the act of learn- 
ing; disciplined with the sincereity 
of compassion for human souls;

These words of the World Health 
OrganiZation adequately state the 
ultimate goal of the Rural Health 
Council. Certainly we would have 
an utopian civilization if this goal 
could be attained, and it s not com- 
pletely unattainable, for over the 
past few generations many dis- 
eases and infirmities have been 
conquered, and within the next 
few generation it is reasonable to 
assume that many others will be 
conquered, or rendered so impotent 
as to be of small consequence. One 
of the most dramatic experiences 
of this type, and one which we 
have been able to observe, has oc- 
cured in recent years with the con- 
trol of poliomyelitis through im- 
munization. The Shelby County 
Rural Health Council played a ma- 
jor role ip this endeavor in Shelby 
County.

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At the present time there are 
several organizations at work in 
the County with a common object- 
ive -- promoting good health. 
There are the physicians, the den- 
tists, the Health Department, the 
veterinarians, other professional 


|groups and many lay organizations 


including the Home Demonstration 
Clubs, the 4-H Clubs, the P.T.A.s, 
the Farm Bureau among others. 
There is a great and obvious need, 
however, for a coordination of ef- 
forts since good health is not only 
of paramount importance to each 
person, but each person’s health is 
of paramount importance to his 
neighbor, his community, his coun- 
ty, and only through cooperative 
efforts will health programs at- 
tain maximum effectiveness. 


It might be said then that the 


purpose of the Rural Health Coun- 
cil is the promotion of the best 
possible health for all, through the 
prevention of. illness, disease 
injury, and the more effective use 
f existing health and medical care, 


lservices and facilities; the estab- 


lishment of additional services and 
facilities needed for health care, 
and encouragement of desirable 
health habits and practices.

New Law Benefits 
Disabled Veterans 


Paul H. Tubb, Chief of Alabama 
VA Regional Office, today remind- 
ed veterans that a recent law ap- 
proved by Congress, Public Law 
86-721, provides that several cat- 
egories of disabled Veterans for- 
merly ineligible for further train- 
ing may now have additional eligi- 
bility. Any disabled World War II 
veteran interested in such training 
should apply to the nearest VA 
office. 

Tubb pointed out also that there 
are many eligible disebled-Koreen 
veterans in Alabama who have 
never applied for training. These 
veterans, if interested, should make 
application immediately, so that 
they can complete their course of 
training within the remaining time 
allowed’ by law. For most veterans 
this delimiting date is August 20, 
1963..There are a few types of 
cases Wherdy this time “Ci? ve -ox- 
tended to January 1964, 


Tubb emphasized that many non- 
disabled Korean veterans who have 
interrupted their training may be 
eligible to resume training. The 
VA is very liberal in considering 
justification submitted by veterans 
for being out of training more 
than one year. These veterans also, 
if interested in further training, 
should make prompt application to 
the nearest VA office.

CAPITOL HILL -- There are 
|many ways to describe the last 
|four days of Legislative action 
|here, but unless you witnessed the 
show yourself, no single column 
could completely cover the many 
political facets involved. 

Glancing back briefly over the 
grueling 96-hour talkathon and re- 
lalizing there is no redistricting 
bill that congressmen will have to 
run state-at-large next year 
along with the fact that for the 
first time in the State’s history, 
no general appropriation bill was 
passed, maybe the following ana- 
logy will shed a little light on per- 
haps why these two important 
matters were not resolved during 
the Session. 

As the Senate entered the wan- 
ing hours of the protracted debate 
over the Pare-Jeffco bill, the sit- 
uation paralleled that of a ship 
inexorably drawn along with its 
passengers to the brink of a great 
waterfall. The majority and minor- 
ity blocs of the Senate, along with 
the Lt, Gov., had boarded the good 
legislative ship ‘“Fillibuster” in 
hopes of a smooth voyage to their 
respective political promised land. 
In its early stages, the voyage pro- 
ceeded over smooth waters and its 
first step appeared to be a safe 
haven. 

This first stop occurred at the 
time of legislative passage of the 
Divide-Jeffco bill, at which time 
a few of the hardy voyagers in the 
minority enjoyed the plaudits of 


the Jefferson multitide for thei}: 


lengthly oratorica] efforts directed 
against the proposed Chop-Up. It 
should be pointed out that one or 
two of these intrepid sailors would 
have probably boarded any craft 
available so long as it went to 
sea against congressional redis- 
tricting, no matter how leaky the 
sroaeel_ might have been. 

A majority of the political sail- 
ors aboard felt that, perhaps these 
men, along with the governor, who 
later boarded the ship also, had 
hoped to have their political cake 
and eat it too, by hoping that Jef- 
fersonians would never forget 
their assistance in defeat and that 
the other congressional districts 
would ignore their opposition in 
the flush of redistricting victory.

As the “Filibuster” re- 
entered the waters of the stream, 
lslight fears reigned as the ship

Somewhat slower, but nonethe- 
\less unmistakingly, these political 
|seamen once more assumed their 
places at the helm of a vessel car- 
rying the all-important congres- 
sional redistricting and, now, the 
$43.5 million appropriation bills, 
It became clear as the “Filibuster” 
progressed ever more rapidly down 
the stream that shore must be 
made before the political death of 
the falls were reached. By way 
of explanation, this would mean 
re-passage of the Chop-Up bill over 
the governor's veto. 

Defeat for Jeffco meant re- 
doubled gratitude for a few of the 
sailors; victory for the outlying 
districts or eight of the congress- 
men involved little, if any, punish- 
ment.

Siluria Organizes 


With Our Boys 


CD Reserve Police [In U. S. Service. 


Mayor Paul Posey of Siluria cal- 
led a meeting Saturday morning 
August 19 of some 38 Siluria Men 
for the purpose of hearing the 
Shelby County Civil Defense Pro- 
gram explained and to consider 
the formation of Siluria Reserve 
Police Units as an integral part 
of the County Civil Defense Or- 
ganization. The men of Siluria re- 
sponded very well to Mayor Po- 
sey’s call. 

The. County Civil Defense Di- 
rector explained the many aspects 
of the County Civil Defense Pro- 
gram and the planning that has 
taken place. The County Organiza- 
tion consists of a County-wide 
Staff who serve as Chiefs of the 
19 Servies of which the program 
is comprised. The Reserve Police 
is one of the 19 Services which 
make up an efficient organization 
and of course one of the key Ser- 
vices. 

Other aspects of Civil Defense 
were outlined particularly the dan- 
ger involved from radio-active fall- 
out which is the main hazard to 
the rural population. It was ex- 
plained to the Siluria Men how 
these Gamma Rays from fallout 
would effect living tissue and the 
need for adequate shelter to suield 
the human body from the Gamma 
Rays. Radiation from fallout would 
in all probability be a problem for 
Shelby County people since there 
are some 9 principal targets in 
the State of Alabama and the pre- 
vailing winds would surely drift 
some fallout into our County re- 
gardless of when the attack should 
o¢cur; however the Birmingham 
Area would cause the most severe 
intensity of Radiation should the 
prevailing high-altitude at the time 
be to the south. 

After the discussions terminated 
the Men of Siluria unanimously 
favored--the formation of Three 
Police Squads in Siluria. Buster 
Draper was chosen to head the 
Siluria Unit. Mr. Draper is a man 
of much experience in the Army 
and this type of work. Walt Dav- 
enport Jr. was appointed as Mr. 
Draper’s assistant and second in 
line of command. Three Squads of 
some 12 men each were designated 
having George Coggins and Charl- 
es Ray as leaders of Squad 1; Ho- 
sie Smith and Otis Davis leaders 
of Squad 2; Joe Lovett and Thur- 
man Blankenship leaders of Squad 
3; John C.,Cramer was selec ted as 
Supply erseant Each Squad 
works, together in the Siluria Mill. 

Mr. Henry Jchnson, Mayor Po- 
sey and the Siluria Council have 
been most cooperative in develop- 
ing the Siluria Unit.

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Plan Activities | 
Make Your Home

HAT makes a home attractive? 
Someone has answered that question 
this way: The outward appearance of a home 
reflects the character of the people who live 
A home must be happy and well-kept 
to be attractive. 
A planned maintenance program for the 
oe hotse and grounds is the 
first step toward a well-kept 
home.

The cool days of September 
give an opportunity to build these essential 
elements. Trends today indicate a need for 
more surfaced areas. This is due to the ten- 
dency toward two-car families. Ample park- 
ing can help keep a yard attractive and neat. 
Asphalt or concrete, the more permanent 
materials, are excellent. Less expénsive gravel 
and crushed stone are also very good. 


Three Cents Will Get Details 


Once the drives and walks have been lo- 
cated, establish a good turf or lawn grass. 
Several grasses are available for permanent 
turfs. Tiflawn, Tifgreen, Tiftine bermuda, 
and centipede grow well in sunny areas. 
Zoysia grasses will grow in shade or sun. 
Any of the grasses planted during early Sep- 
tember will make a fair cover before win- 
ter. The bermudas, particularly if water is 
applied as needed, will grow and spread 
quickly. Frequent waterings and proper fer- 
tilization will determine how quick the cover 
will be. Your county agent can supply you 
with more detailed information on selecting, 
planting and keeping grass. 


Next add shrubs and trees if you don’t 
already have them. If old overgrown plants 
surround your home, a complete replanting 
may be the most logical approach. Land- 
scaring can be done over a period of years 
if it is properly planned. But have a plan on 
paper before you start. This way the ad- 
dition of shrubs from year to year will be

Men Can Now Get Social Security At 62 With Reduced Benefits 


ECENT changes in the federal Social Se- 
curity law now make it possible for 
men to get early retirement benefits similar 
to those women have had for a number of 
years. \ 
Changes in the law, according to Douglass 
Richard, Montgomery district Social Security 
manager, apply to men between the ages of 
62 and 65. The new law is designed to help 
men who are unable to find employment be- 
cause of age or poor health. 

Basically, the law provides that men may 
now retire at 62 instead of 65—the former 
minimum retirement age, However, the work- 
er who retires at 62 or at any time before 65, 
Will recbive Feder’ Vendifts, Even After’ re 


has reached 65. 


For men retiring before 65, the reduction 
is based on the number of months of retire-. 
ment. 

For example, a worker who retires and 
claims his Social Security as soon as he be- 
comes 62 will qualify for 80 per cent of the 
amount that He would have been paid at 65. 
If the worker waits until he is 63, he will get 
8624 per cent of his full benefit. If he waits 
until he is 64, the amount w#i be 9314 per 
cent. 

Members of the immediate family of a re- 
tired worker can also get dependents’ bene- 
fits if the worker retires at 62. Eligible de- 
pendents include a wife—62 or older—or a 
wife at any aye if sne Was children in her care 
who are eligible.

The child of a retired worker is eligible 
for benefits if he is under 18. And the totally 
disabled dependent adult child of a retired 
worker may receive payments if the disability 
occurred before he reached 18. 

Widows’ benefits will also be increased 
about 10 per cent beginning in September, 
and the minimum benefits will be raised from 
$33 to $40. Richard said tlrat the raises will 
be made automatically, and a persoa will not 
need to make an application for the increase. 
Generally speaking, the only people who will 
get less than $40 will be those entitled to 
minimum benefits who take payments before 


reaching 65.

Food—Feast or Famine 


HE problem in most of the world today is the 
T hunger-food supply. Thousands, and some- 
times millions, die from starvation each year. 

When the Master of all mgn suggested the prayer 
which includes, “give us this day our daily bread,” 
He was suggesting something that was uppermost 
in the minds of nearly everyone every hour of the 
day. 

Today in the United States 182 million people 
sit down to breakfast, lunch, and dinner—a total 
of 546 million meals daily—with never a thought 
that of the three billion people on the face of the 
earth, we are among the few who do not know 
what the word hunger means. 


Nonfood Items 


Today’s homemaker pushes her cart through the 
supermarket with a choice of perhaps 8,000 articles. 
In addition, she may fill the cart with paper towels, 
buckets, toothpaste, brooms, phonograph records, 
cigarettes, housewares, dog food, magazines, flow- 
ers, shirts, and other things that people need, but 
don’t eat; then she wonders why food is so ex- 
pensive. Some studies indicate that as much as 20 
per cent of the money spent in food stores goes 
for nonfood items. 


Turkeys Plentiful 


When the Spanish explorer. Hernando Cortez 
landed in Mexico in 1519, he found turkeys so 
plentiful that they were being fed to Emperor 
Montezuma’s eagles. Although the aH-American 
bird is not being fed to pet eagles today, USDA says 
that plenty of turkeys are available at foodstores. 
The number of turkeys going,to markets in May 
is expected to top the number a year ago by about 
50 per cent. 

This native American bird made a trip to Europe 
and back before it became a favorite food on New 
World tables. The name turkey arose from the 
misconception in England that the bird originated 
in Turkey. 

Last year, turkey growers in this country raised 
nearly 85 million birds. Because of this greatly 
increased production in recent years, turkey is now 
a year around favorite food. 


Poultry Exports 


The average U. S. broiler producer who has three 
10,000 chick -capacity houses and who grows four 
broods per year, sold 3600 birds from his year’s 
production for export in 1960. 

Just five years ago, two uniquely American foods 
—turkey and broiler-fryer—were little known out- 
side this hemisphere. Today people around the 
globe enjoy these high quality American poultry 
meat products, and the amounts exported are giv- 
ing a significant boost to our poultry industry. 

In those five years, exports of U. S. poultry meat

—including stewing hens and canned chicken— 
leaped from 28 million pounds to more than 175 
million pounds a year. Last year, our exports of 
all poultry products were valued at about $80 mil- 
lion—a signal contribution in helping the U. 8. main- 
tain a favorable balance of merchandise trade. 
This represents about three per cent of our na- 
tional production of poultry meat. This is not a 
large percentage, but had this amount been thrown 
on the domestic market instead of being sold over- 
seas, it could have created much more serious price 
problems here. . 


More Jobs Needed 


This year, more than 1,873,000 boys and girls 
graduated from high school. These youngsters— 
the hope of our future—form the leadership and 
defense of our way of life which is now threatened 
over much of the world. A 

If they are to take their rightful places, they 
must have jobs. Finding work for them is a stag- 
gering problem. We must find jobs for 25,000 of 
these graduates every week, or 1,300,000 by the 
end of this year. Only a fraction of them will go 
to college immediately after high school. The prob- 
lem of finding more jobs for our youth will grow 
each year as the wartime crop of babies reaches 
adulthood. ; 

The only way we can furnish more jobs for our 
expanding population is to enlarge our economy. 
Developing and increasing business and payrolls is 
impossible without making full use of our natural 
resources, 

Every state soon will be in furious competition 
trying to attract new industries. State legislatures, 
now winding up their annual business, are author- 
izing the spending of millions for publicity and, 
to get more business and jobs, they are giving lib- 
eral tax benefits to industrial newcomers. 


Chick Production 


Declining U. S. egg-type chick production looks 
more encouraging than earlier this year for the 
egg supply and price outlook for the coming pro- 
duction year beginning later this summer. 

Egg-type chicks hatched in May totaled 85,- 
079,000—down 15 per cent from May 1960. The 
number of eggs in incubators on June 1 indicates 
that the egg-type hatch in June will be considerably 
smaller than a year earlier. 

Chicks hatched for egg production during the 
first five months of 1961 totaled 360,152,000— 
up nine per cent from these months in 1960, but 
16 per cent below the production of these months 
in 1959. ‘ 

Broiler-type chick production in May was up 
nine per cent from last year and was a record level 
for the month. Eggs in incubators on June 1 in- 
dicate that the June hatch of broiler-type chicks 
will be slightly larger than June last year.

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T’S an old saying that when a 4-H’er sets 
his head on something, it’s hard to stop him. 
And reports from over the state show that 
a good many 4-H’ers are set on raising. their 
part of the 4-H Foundation’s $3 million goal. 

“It’s great to watch the terrific accomplish- 
ments 4-H boys and girls have made recently 
in their fund-raising cam- 
paigns,’’ Extension 4-H Spe- 
cialist Cecil Mayfield told 
me the other day. 

During the month of May 
alone, clubsters raised $20,- 
000. Wonder how they did 
it? .Cecil said that 4-H lead- 
ers reported ‘that clubsters 
over the state were using at 
least 40 money-making 
ideas. The methods included 
everything from individual 
contributions to collecting scrap iron and soft 
drink bottles. 

And these clubsters are not stopping un- 
til they have raised at least $1 per member— 
or about $132,000. Some of the other proj- 
ects the youngsters are planning are wash- 
ing cars, selling needles, Christmas cards, and 
home name plates, picking cotton, pulling 
corn, and painting fire plugs and signs for 
cities. 

“By the first of the year,” Cecil believes, 
“these 4-H’ers will have raised over $100,- 
000. And aeolian be surprised one bit 
if they had’$ ,000 at the end of the five- 
year period,” he said. 


The money will be used to build 4-H camps, 
to add additional educational materials, to 
give more awards for junior and senior 4- 
H’ers, and to create scholarships and leader- 
ship programs for the clubsters in Alabama.

Lime Pays in Many Ways 


_ Walter Sowell, Extension soil management 
specialist, tells me that there are many ad- 
vantages in applying lime to soil when it’s 


*needed. And researchers at the Sand Moun- 


tain Experiment Station in Crossville recent- 
ly emphasized that lime is needed in the pro- 
duction of crops. 

During this year’s wet, cold weather, lots 
of cotton died. At the station, they had two 
cotton plots side by side. One received lime, 
and the other didn’t. The area which had 
been limed survived the rough weather much 
better than the nonlimed area.

RODUCING pork on concrete offers many 
Alabama growers a good way to raise 
large numbers of hogs efficiently, but whether 
or not you change to this method will prob- 
ably depend on you and your program. 

You must be a conscientious hog raiser to 
take full advantage of all the benefits of con- 
finement. While a hog some- 
times gets by under poor 
management on good pas- 
ture, he can’t in confinement. 

Generally, confinement 
feeding can be best adapted 
by large operators with at 
least 20 or 25 sows. 

It reduces fencing costs, 
permits faster ‘gains in sum- 
mer months, requires grow- 
ers to do better feeding, man- 
agement, and sanitation jobs, 
reduces parasite damage, allows pasture land 
to be used for other livestock, and permits 
a multiple farrowing system. 


But there are definite disadvantages, also. 


Manure disposal, along with flies and odor, 
often presents serious problems. It becomes 
harder to establish a satisfactory source of 
feeder pigs. An adequate supply of water 
under pressure becomes necessary. And in 
times of low hog prices and high feed costs, 
the margin of profit may be too narrow. With 
a pasture the producer might take more time 
and sell at a later date. 

Now: let’s see how authorities answer some 
of the questions that growers most common- 
ly ask. 
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Do you get faster gains and better feed ef- 
ficiency in confinement? 


A summary of 69 tests showed that con- 
. finement hogs gained faster—1.48 pounds 
per day—compared to 1.40 pounds per day 
for pigs on pasture. But pasture pigs made 
cheaper gains. In the tests, pasture pigs re- 
quired only 3.15 pounds of feed per 100 
pounds of gain, compared to 3.24 pounds re- 
quired by pigs in confinement. 


What about rations in confinement? 


There is no good short cut to feeding hogs 
in confinement. Hogs on concrete get only 
what you give them. There is no soil or clov- 


er to eat if they need to supplement their 
rations. Confinement hogs will do the best 
and return the most profit when given well- 
balanced rations. 


Is more feed wasted in confinement? 

There’s probably little difference ‘in the 
two methods. But producers simply notice 
the waste more because the hogs are on con- 
crete. More waste seems to occur when the 
pigs have too much feeder space rather than 
' too “Sof 
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County Agent Dewitt Estes reports that 10 farmers in Washington County are already_using pig parlors, 


and several others are in the process of building them. 
is the sanitary conditions under which the pigs are fed. 


The agent adds that one advantage of this new method 


It does away with feeding the animals in mud. Estes 


says that for a farmer to go to the expense of building a parlor, he should have about a 25-sow herd or a 
good source of feeder pigs to get the parlor filled. Shown is Earl Johnson, left, telling Agent Estes that his 
200 capacity parlor is almost ready to fill with feeder pigs. 


What about the cost of building for con- 
finement ? 

Most figures show that you will need from 
$10 to $24 per head capacity in building cost. 
An expensive building is not needed, but a 
sloping concrete slab is necessary. The 
building can be very simple and still give 
good results if a good management program 
is followed. 


Is manure a problem in confinement? 

Yes, if you don’t have a good system for 
handling it. So far, no method works the 
best for all operations. The lagoon idea seems 
to offer possibilities for many growers. 


What about disease control in confine 
ment? 


Higher hog concentrations make it more 


important to have a good disease control pro-* 


gram. Since there is better control over hogs 
in confinement, a good disease and parasite 
program can be equal to or more effective 
than a similar program on pasture. 


What about tail biting in confinement 
herds? 


It’s a problem, and there are many ideas 
on the subject, but no definite answer. Some 
think the hogs are just bored, others think 
it’s due to overcrowding. Still others think 
it’s caused by parasites or a lack of proper 
minerals. One remedy is to find the pig do- 
ing the biting and remove him from the pen. 
Another is to remove the pigs’ tails at a very 
early age. The individual operator should 
choose a system that will best fit his situation. 


How much floor space per animal is need- 
ed for pigs on concrete? 


One experiment station has recently releas- 
ed data indicating that as little as eight 
square feet per animal is enough for a con- 


crete feeding floor. 

But Auburn researchers and Extension 
workers agree that this is not good for Ala- 
bama conditions. Provide eight square feet 
each for 8- to 10-week-old pigs and gradual- 
ly go up to about 15 feet for pigs from 150 
pounds to market weight. The best arrange- 
ment, particularly with larger pigs, is to con- 
fine not more than 25 to 30 in each section, 
with a maximum of 50 per section. 


Farmer’s Output Has Increased 


NE hour of farm labor now produces four 
times as much food and other crops as it 
did 40 years ago. 

Auburn Extension Service Economist Foy 
Helms says that crop production is up 58 per 
cent per acre since 1920 and that the output 
per farmer is 81 per cent greater. 

In the last 10 years, the economist says, 
farm production went up an average of nine 
per cent annually. This compares with an 
inerease of 2.5 per.cent for each man-hour in 
nonfarm industries. 
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While the farmer has been increasing his 
efficiency, consumer buying power has also 
been on the rise, he notes. 

_ For example, he says, one hour’s work in 
a factory 20 years ago would buy only 1.8 
pounds of round steak, two pounds of ba- 
con, or 10.4 pints of milk. Today, one hour 
provides wages to buy either 2.5 pounds of 
round steak, 3.3 pounds of bacon, or 17.6 _ 


pints of milk.

OR the past few months this column has 

been aimed at showing the need’ for a 

more intensified effort to encourage rapid 
economic growth in Alabama. 

It has been pointed out that we all have a 
deep responsibility in agricultural adjustment 
from the standpoint of improving the quality 
of human and physical resources in rural 
areas of Alabama and that we urgently need 
a vigorous program of rural resource devel- 
opment. 

Thus it is highly gratifying to see five 
counties in the state—Autauga, Bibb, Chil- 
ton, Coosa, and Elmore—take the first steps 
in applying for federal asistance under the 
Areas Redevelopment Act which has made 
loans and grants available for enterprises 
that create permanent job opportunities. 

The action of this five county area—and 
I hope to see others follow—is further evi- 
dence of the fact that our sights are set high 
in terms of employment and the general well- 
being of our people and that we cannot be 
satisfied to allow areas of underemployment 
and low productivity to remain for long peri- 
ods of time without attempting to do some- 
thing about it. 

This is true in both rural] and urban areas. 
Only under conditions of high employment 
can people who are willing and able to work 
provide their own health, happiness, and 
livelihood. 

I believe a program such as these counties 
are undertaking is especially important: be- 
cause it begins with a survey of human and 
physical resources and includes agreement 
by local citizens and their leaders on common 
over-all objectives to improve their area. 

This is the heart of a vigorous program of 
rural resource development. 

It is a program that requires close coopera- 
tion among everyone working at the county 
and state level. It is a program of looking 
at: what we have in the way of physical and 
human resources and of working together 
in finding the most productive use of these 
resources in agriculture, industry and busi- 
ness,

nation great has been the fact that we have 
had the knowledge and will to use our physi- 
cal and human resources,

Take Steps To Control Alfalfa Weevil

LABAMA’S $2 million a year alfalfa crop 
may have a better chance of survivVal 
if farmers take another approach in attack- 
ing the destructive alfalfa weevil. 
. -Ashift from spring to fall contro] programs 
seems to be the answer. 

Research has shown that insecticides ap- 
plied in the fall—when the 
adult weevils become active 
for egg laying+~is more ef- 
fective for weevil control. 

One application of 214 per 
cent heptachlor—the recom- 
mended insecticide for fall 
control programs — at the 
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pe rate of 30 to 40 pounds per 
acre will give effective con- 

4 trol, This is equal to three- 
GRIMES fourths to one pound of tech- 


nical héptachlor per acre. 

The insecticide should be applied between 
October 1 and October 15, and certainly no 
later than October 15 because of the toxic 
residues which will remain on the alfalfa if 
it is applied later. And livestock cannot be 
grazed on.alfalfa until after the first cutting 
in the spring. 

Equipment recommended for applying the 
heptachlor granules includes a cyclone seed- 
er, a fertilizer spreader or other equipment 
that can be accurately calibrated. Effective 
control has not been obtained by applying 
the insecticide mixed with fertilizer; but 
limited research in some states indicates that 
this method of application shows consider- 
able promise. Dust or spray applied in the 
fall has not been as effective as granular ap- 
plications. all 

The adult alfalfa weevil is a small brown- 
ish snout beetle. This pest, which was found 
for the first time in Alabama in Houston 
County in 1959, has since spread to all, sec- 
tions of the state where alfalfa is grown. 

Adult alfalfa weevils damage stands by 
feeding on foliage and new shoots. But they 
are actually much more destructive in the 
larval or grub stage. The larvae are greenish- 
white with a black head and have a light 
white stripe down the center of the back. 
They feed on the plant tips, in the buds and 
later on the larger leaves of the plants. 

This damage to the foliage causes the 


Act Now 
Prepare Grain Storage For Later Use

HETHER Alabama farmers make max- 
imum use of this fall’s grain crop will 
depend on good storage. 

If we plan now to store grain in the proper 
building, we can make the most of it later. 

This year’s crop can be handled in several 
ways; the grain can be sold at harvest time, 
it can be stored in the shuck 
or shell and put under gov- 
ernment loan, or it can be 
stored on the farm for im- 
mediate use or for fature 
use. 

If the grain is sold from 
the field at harvest time, lit- 
tle will be réalized for it, 
compared with what it 
would bring later. Many 
farmers are planning to do 
this, however, because 
they do not have storage space available. 
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plants to lose most of their nutritional value. 
Therefore, the crop becomes almost worth- 
less. Plants attacked by the weevils often 
turn yellowish or dry up, giving the entire 
field a grayish or whitish cast. 

Alfalfa weevils overwinter either as eggs 
in the stems of stubble or as adults under 
debris on the ground. When the weather 
turns warm, in the spring, they become ac- 
tive, and soon the larvae are feeding in the 
buds. These newly hatched larvae are yel- 
lowish and feed down in the buds of the 
plants. Close examination for their presence 
must be made. 

The larvae feed for three to four weeks, 
then spin a cocoon about themselves which 
they attach to the plant or to litter on the 
ground. Adult weevils emerge from the co- 
coons one to two weeks later and feed for 
a short time before they either lay eggs for 
a new generation or go into an inactive stage 
under debris in the alfalfa field or along 
fence rows. 

In the fall, when the weather again be- 
comes cool, the weevils become active and 
most of them lay eggs from which the larvae 
will emerge the next spring, 


If he wants to store his grain on the farm 
under government loan, the farmer should 
consider the storage he has available. If his 
storage space is inadequate and additional 
Space must be provided, the Agricultural 
Stabilization Conservation office recommends 
metal bins. Satisfactory cribs can be construct- 
ed, but, generally, the metal bins are better. 
Storage space already available on the farm 
can be improved to meet the ASC specifica- 
tions if it is made rat proof and tight enough 
to be fumigated. 

Grain stored for more than just a few 
months should go into storage at a moisture 
content of 12 per cent or less. If it is.to be 


stored for a longer period than one year, the, 


moisture content should be less than 11 per 
cent. Almost every county has a seed clean- 
ing plant with a moisture tester available for 
use.

Sod Seed Grain On Established Grazing

LABAMA farmers can get their cattle on 

high quality grazing six to eight weeks 

earlier this spring if they sod seed their es- 
tablished pastures. 

Rye, oats, wheat, vetch, crimson clover, 
caley peas or a combination of small grain 
and a legume will produce late winter and 

te early spring grazing if seed- 
ed on pasture sod in the fall. 

This forage production 
system is well adapted to 
many commercial beef cow 
and calf enterprises and 
steer grazing and feeding 
programs in the state. 

At the Piedmont Substa- 
tion, fall dropped calves and 
their dams grazed sod wen 
ed vetch and crimson clover 

AMREWS and coastal bermuda from 
early April to October. This combination 
yielded nearly 400 pounds of calf gain per 
acre, The legume not only furnished high 
quality grazing in. the early spring, but fur- 
nished nitrogen for the coastal bermuda, 

At the Lower Coastal Plain Substation, 
Camden, abruzzi rye and crimson clover sod 
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seeded on coastal bermuda made 237 pounds 
of yearling steer gain per acre. And the 
coastal produced an additional 261 pounds 
of steer gain per acre from early summer 
to fall, or a total of 498 pounds of steer gain 
per acre within a year. 

In this same test, a white clover and dallis 
grass pasture sod which was seeded with 
abruzzi rye produced nearly 400 pounds beef 
gain per acre. 

At the Black Belt Substation, Marion Junc- 
tion, a three-year test showed oats sod seeded 
on dallis grass sod furnished grazing 45 days 
a year and made an average of 109 pounds 
of calf gain per acre. It returned about $16 
per head above pasture and feed cost. 

Sod seeding has several advantages, It 
Saves money and time in land preparation. 
Crops ‘can be seeded rapidly. It permits 
grazing in wet weather. And sod seeders 
put out fertilizer and seed in one operation; 
thus disturbing the sod very little. 

The two most common errors in seeding 
on sod are planting too early—before the es- 
tablished plants stop growing or competing 
with the young seedlings—and grazing too 
early.

practice is to delay sod seeding until near the 
first killing frost, usually in October. Another 
important practice is to graze closely or mow 
to remove the surplus growth of grass before 
seeding. 

Lime and fertilizer should be applied ac- 
cording to soil test, Otherwise, for small 
grains use 400 pounds of 4-12-12 per acre 
and top-dress with 50 pounds of nitrogen 
in February. For legumes alone, use 300 
pounds of 0-14-14 per acre or equivalent nu- 
trients from other sources, 

Seed about 100 pounds of certified abruzzi 
rye, oats or wheat per acre. Use 25 pounds 
of crimson clover, 20 pounds of hairy vetch, 
80 pounds of Williamette or 40 pounds of 
caley peas per acre. Rye grass is not recom- 
mended on established sods. 

Rows should be spaced 16 to 20 inches 
apart. Use a small seed attachment for crim- 
son clover and other small seeded legumes, 

Farmers who do not have sod seeders may 
seed legumes by disking lightly, seeding and 
covering with a cultipacker. 

Many farmers may find it best to sod seed 
half of their straight grass pastures for earlier 
spring grazing, and top-dress the rest with 
a complete fertilizer in early spring to pro- 
vide earlier summer. grass. pasture yo

ON’T let the nylon hose and the lipstick 

that you buy at the grocery store fool 
you.

It almost takes a map to find your way 
through the modern supermarket. And part 
of the reason for this tremendous growth can 
be contributed to the sale of many nonfood 
items.” These items are charged-against the 
family grocery bill; thus your “food” budget 
may be covering purchases of lipstick, nylon 
hose, kitchen utensils, and even an encyclo- 
pedia. 

Compared with the 1947-49 average, the 
consumer spent $75 more per person for food 
in 1960. However, the 1960 expenditure rep- 
resented only 20 per cent of the total income 
available to consumers, compared. with 26 
per cent of the total income used for food 
in 1947-49. This shows that the food bill 
did not rise as much as the available income, 
although consumers were shifting to more ex- 
pensive foods and were buying more mar- 
keting services, 

Because of many advances in farming, food 
processing, and distribution, American con- 
sumers today have the greatest variety of 
foods in human history. And there is much 
less work involved in preparing these foods. 

Seasonality is no longer a limiting factor. 
The variety of foods is available in many dif- 
ferent package sizes to meet varying con- 
sumer needs. Many products today are ready 
for immediate cooking when the homemaker 
gets them into her kitchen; so the number 
of hours of food preparation in the home is 
reduced.

Food Storage Area

ON’T tell me you have just stuck your 
canned food anywhere there was a va- 
cant spot. Think of all the time and trouble 
you and your family have spent gathering, 
preparing, and processing it. 
You might have been‘‘oh, so careful,’’ but 
storage can make a difference. Check your- 
self on the following points: 


Is the storage place dark? 


Food can change color if it is stored in a 
light room. Who wants to eat pale snap 
beans, faintly pink tomatoes, or apples that: 
have turned dark? We all judge food by its 
looks. If it has the color which is character- 
istic of that food, then we will take a serving. 
But those which look “off color,” we’ll leave 
on the plate, 


Is the storage place cool? 

The temperature should not be above 80, 
and a cooler temperature is even better. Of 
course, you don’t. want.your food to freeze 
either. All spoilage bacteria may not have 
been killed during processing. The spores 
could find higher temperatures ideal for com- 
ing out of their shells to cause spoilage. Keep 
your food cool. 

Is the storage place dry? 


A dry place is necessary to prevent the lids 
and bands from rusting. A damp area can 
cause the lids to rust; thus letting in spoilage 
organisms, 

So make sure your storage room is dark, 
cool, and dry. 

To protect the jar lids, leave the bands on 
the jars. You might want to loosen them just 
—"° after they have thoroughly cool- 
ed. 

Two rows of jars to a shelf is best. The 
jars are heavy and could cause the shelf 
to break unless it is well-supported. 

Make a list cf what you have canned. You 
might like to keep a chart which gives the 
list of vegetables down one side with the 
amount you have on hand and the amount 
you have used across the top. 

You will want to keep the same type chart 
for fruits, preserves, jams, jellies, and pickles. 
Keep this chart in a notebook, tie a string 
around it, and hang it in your pantry. 

Arrange all vegetables in one section. And 
be sure to put the same kind of vegetables 
together. This will make them easier to 
find. 

It won’t take long to arrange canned food 
properly, and you’ll be glad you spent that 
extra few minutes. 


SEWING IS POPULAR 


EWING is one of America’s most popular 
—and profitable—hobbies. 

Auburn Extension Service Clothing Special- 
ist Jeanne Priester cites figures released by a 
popular women’s magazine, which show that 
40 million U. 8S. women and girls spend $1 
million yearly for sewing goods and services. 

The teenage group is especially important, 
says the specialist. Each year about 50,000 
home economics instructors teach clothing 
courses to three million girls. More than 750,- 
000 4-H Club girls, including at least 25,000 
in Alabama, enroll annually in clothing proj- 
ects. When a leading zipper making firm 
last surveyed the teen market, it found that 
56.1 per cent of all teenage girls sew, and 
that more than half of them begin sewing 
before they are 13. years old.

Broilers Produced At Lower Price

Wl Rex's promise of two chickens in every pot 
indicated a status or well-being at one 
time. But this is certainly not the case to- 
day. 

Because of a tremendous increase in the ef- 
ficiency of production, broilers are now an 

re _ everyday item on the dinner 
table. They are one of the 
lowest priced meats in the 
retail market. 

The broiler industry has 
given consumers the quick- 
growing, tender, plump, 
compact chickens they want- 
ed. And nutritionists and 
feed people have done their 
part, #60. They discovered 
new /growth-promoting in- 
gredents and combined 
them to get high qdality broilers faster and 
at less cost. ; 

As a result, we now get a three-pound bird 
in eight weeks, whereas 20 years ago, it took 
14 weeks. Feed'costs have been cut, also. 
In 1940 it took 414 pounds of feed per pound 
of broiler. Now it takes only 214 pounds of 
feed. 

During the same time, farmers, engineers, 
and pathologists have added their efforts. By 
improved housing, mechanical feeding, and 
disease prevention, we can raise broilers in 
larger flocks. One family can°now grow 
30,000 to 50,000 broilers at one time and 
can handle five broods a year.

GRAIN STORAGE 


If grain is to be stored on the farm for im- 
mediate feeding to livestock, the type of stor- 
age facility is not as critical as if it is to be 
stored for a year. For only a three- or four- 
month feeding period, almost any type build- 
ing will keep the grain in good condition. The 
important factor is to keep rain off the grain. 
Insect and rodent damage will be small dur- 
ing this short time. 

For grain that is to be stored for a long 
period on the farm for feeding, and is not 
under government loan, the metal bin is the 
recommended first choice for new construc- 
tion with a well built wood frame crib sec- 
ond. "Remodeled structures may also be used. 
Metal bins can be obtained commercially, 
and plans for frame cribs are available from 
the Auburn University Extension Service. If 
old structures are remodeled, they should be 
reinforced for strength, made rat proof and 
tight enough to be fumigated,

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can get chicken cut up, packaged ready-to- 
cook, and even ready-cooked. Chicken has 
become as convenient and as quick to prepare 
as most any meal. 

Chicken is more than good eating. The 
modern broiler contains an amazing wealth 
of essential nutrients. | 

An average person can get practically all 
his daily protein needs from a one-pound serv- 
ing of broiler meat. The same portion also 
contains generous quantities of other essential 
nutrients and vitamins. 

Government grading and inspection assures 
the consumer of high quality and wholesome- 
ness. Processed with modern equipment and 
under strictest sanitary conditions, broilers 
meet every specification demanded by the 
consumer. ’ 

What does this mean to consumers? Chick- 
en is a healthy, convenient-to-serve food. Yet, 
chicken prices have gone down an average 
of one cent per pound per year since World 
War II. ‘ 

Out-of-season broilers right after World 
War I were selling for about $1 per pound. 
During World War II, broilers sold for less 
than half that amount. In 1960 the price to 
growers averaged about 17 cents per pound 
live weight. This resulted in weekend sales 
of ready-to-cook chickens at 29 cents per 
pound to consumers. 

Statistics from the U. S. Department of 
Labor show how the poultryman has been 
working for consumers. ~ In 1950 it took 24 
minutes of factory labor to buy a pound of 
chicken; in 1956 it took 15 minutes; and in 
1960 it took only about 12 minutes. 

We have never been so well-fed for so lit- 
tle cost even though we have more people 
and fewer farmers.

PEANUT GROWERS WARNED 
ON USE OF INSECTICIDES 


EANUT growers are warned not to feed 

peanut vine hay to animals without check- 
ing on the kind of insecticide they used in 
the spray program earlier. The use of the 
wrong kind of insecticides can result in con- 
demnation of milk and meat from cattle 
which are fed from the vine hay. 

Auburn Extension Service Peanut Special- 
ist Dean Bond says that two insecticides— 
DDT and toxaphene—which are used widely 
for control of leaf feeding insects—are not 
ease i if the vines are to be used for 

ay. 

He explains that some of these materials 
may remain in or on the vine, and when the 
vines are eaten later by animals, the mater- 
ials can be detected in butterfat or in meat. 

“The Pure Food and Drug Administration 
has a zero tolerance on DDT and toxaphene 
residue in milk and meat,” says the special- 
ist, ‘‘When milk and meat are found to con- 
tain any quantity of these materials, they are 
condemned, and they are not allowed to be 
used for food.” 

Bond pointed out that peanut vines can be 
baled for hay if two other recommended in- 
secticides—cryolite or methoxychlor—were 
used in the regular dusting program, 


RESEARCH 
RESULTS: 
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BORON NEEDED FOR ALFALFA. Field 
tests at several Alabama locations have prov- 
ed that boron is needed for high yields, good 
quality, and maintenance of alfalfa stands. 
Twenty-five pounds per acre of borax each 
year is the recommended rate. If alfalfa does 
not get enough boron, the result is a yellow, 
poor grade alfalfa that is low in protdin and 
Vitamin A. This condition is especially no- 
ticeable in dry weather after the first cutting. 


CHOICE EXPENDITURES. Rural resi- 
dents in the Southeast apparently consider 
nonhousing needs more urgent than housing 
improvement. This was disclosed in inter- 
views with 665 rural residents in four south- 
eastern states. Forty-one per cent reported 
nonhousing, nonbusiness items, such as auto- 
mobiles, boats, and appliances, as most urg- 
ently needed. In addition to personal pref- 
erence, financing of the nonhousing items is 
easier to obtain than are housing funds. 


KALE YIELDS—Kale gives large yield re- 
sponse to fertilizer, lime, and organic matter. 
The three-year average yield on a Cecil clay 
soil of pH 4.7 was 14,951 pounds per acre 
from application of 2,000 pounds of 8-8-8. 
Addition of 12 tons of manure increased yield 
to 18,740 pounds, and 24 tons pushed yield 
to 22,654 pounds. Liming to bring soil pH 
to 6.4 further upped yields to 28,028 pounds 
per acre, 


BEEF PASTURE VALUABLE. Fall drop- 
ped calves benefit materially from winter 
grazing. Performance of calves from cows 
grazed on sod seeded vetch-clover-rye pas- 
ture was superior to calves on cows fed hay 
and cottonseed meal. This was true despite 
the little difference in brood cow milk pro- 
duction between the two feeding systems. If 
grazing is limited, best results are obtained 


‘by making pasture available to calves and 


not to their dams. 


FRESHWATER JELLYFISH. Freshwater 
jellyfish occurred in several places near Au- 
burn in the late summer of 1960. During the 
first week in September they were seen in 
the pool in Auburn University’s Memorial 
Garden. Many ‘questions were asked about 
whether they sting, how large they grow, 
whether fish eat them, and especially where 
they came from. 

Answers from zoologists reveal that they 
will not hurt humans; they are about three- 
fourths of an inch in diameter when fully 
grown; fish do not eat them; and no one 
knows where they came from. 

These jellyfish were found in London in 
1880 in a pond planted with water lilies from 
the Amazon River. They are now in the 
United States where they are scattered in un- 
expected places and usually go unnoticed. 
Some of the Jellyfish in Auburn’s Memorial 
Garden were kept in an aquarium and lived 
about two weeks after cold weather killed 
those in the pool about November 8. 


OAT PLANTING TIME.. Planting oats on 
time is necessary for top production. Studies 
at seven Alabama locations reveal that oat 
yields are increased by planting earlier than 
farmers usually plant. Time of planting is 
especially important for oats that will be 
grazed. Recommended planting dates for 
oats grown for both forage and grain produc- 
tion for three regions of Alabama are north- 
ern Alabama, September 1 to September 20; 
central Alabama, September 1 to September 
30; and southern Alabama, September 20 to 
October 20.

It had it’s beginning in the 
evaluation of statistical informa- 
tion relative to imports of our 
product from foreign sources. In 
January, it was foreseeable that 
before the end of 1961, about 35 
per cent of our product would be 
imported, at values only slightly 
in excess of the cost of our cotton. 
The 35 per cent level was indeed 
reached in the government report 
of June 30, 1961. 

Intense new market examina- 
tions were conducted through last 
April. These examinations included 
the product of our Starkville, Mis- 
sissippi mill as well as Valley. 

An early conclusion was that 
cotton itself was a serious prob- 
lem because the Ameriean Govern- 
ment pays foreign users an 8e per 
pound subsidy which is not avail- 
able to domestic users. In explor- 
ing this problem it was discovered 
that rayon, nylon and other new 
synthetic fibers were presently 
produced and soid cheaper ip this 
country than anywhere in the 
world. At the same time we real- 
ized our lack of experience in these 
fibers, plus the fact that our equip- 
ment had little adaptability to 
their processing. 

Our Starkville associate had de- 
veloped a small but reliable mar- 
ket in the tufted carpet industry, 
largely centered in Dalton, Georgia. 
A concentrated effort to analyze 
that market, covering hundreds of 
hours of interviews led to several 
conclusions. First, the market po- 
tential was large enough to absorb 
the full capacity of our Mississippi 
operation. Second, a joint selling 
effort including carpet yarns and 
cloth would be a natural procedure.

The final decision to change the 
product line at Valley Mills was 
made in June. The product selected 
was synthetic yarn for both small 


jand room size carpets. By late Ju- 


ly, selection of equipment for the 
first unit was completed and or- 
ders placed. With the exception of 
the spinning, none of the existing 
equipment at the plant will be util- 
ized. Automatic weighing and 
blending equipment will be used 
first. Next, the stock is fed into 
massive 60” cards, each producing 
sliver at the rate of 150# per hour 
into two coiler heads per card. 
From the cards, the stock is fed 
into dual-head pin-drafting ma- 
chines, thence into quadruple coil- 
er head pin Aratfters. Finally, the 
stock is spun, then wound.

Proportions 


A plague of illiteracy has reach- 
ed epidemic proportions in Ala- 
bama. Adults in Alabama who 
have had no schooling total 69,050; 
adults with less than 5 years of 
schooling total 283,040. The effects 
of the illiteracy of these 352,090 
non-readers is felt in every phase 
of our society; economically (po- 
litically and even to the health 
and security of the nation. 

These and other surprising sta- 
tistics were highlighted at the Sep- 
tember 26th meeting of the Mon- 
tevallo Branch A.A.U.W. by Miss 
Nell Peerson who spoke to mem- 
bers and visitors on the Literacy 
Program in Alabama. 

Migs Peerson was the director 
of the literacy project in Alabama 
and is newly appointed director of 
the Foundation for World Literacy 
with headquarters in Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

The Governor’sConference on 
Literacy held in July of this year 
has instigated a state-wide cam- 
|paign against Alabama’s high rate 
of illiteracy. Spearheaded by the 
Alabama Federation of Womens 
Clubs, the campaign will consist 
of centers in communities where 
adult non-readers can view the 
reading and writing lessons tele- 
vised by Education TV. Each cen- 
ter will need supervisors to supple- 
ment the television teaching. In 
lareas where ETV is not available, 
direct teaching classes will be 
sponsored, 

Training for these supervisors 
has been given over ETV this 
month, September 11, 12, 14, I9 
and 21 from 6:30 to 7:00 p.m. 

Televised lessons for students 
began September 25 and will con- 
tinue each Monday, Tuesday and 
Thursday nights from 6:30 to 7:30 
p.m.

Feed Grain Payments 
Gel-Under Way 


Final payments to farmers who 
earned them by taking part in the 
1961 feed grain program for corn 
and grain sorghum are now being 
made throughout the county, H 
C. MecDanal, Chairman, County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Committee, announced t 
day. 

Advance payments were made to 
many producers at the time they 
signified their intention of partici- 
pating in the program as @ means 
of helping meet production expens- 
es and maintaining farmer’s in- 
come. 

Shelby County farmers are eli- 
gible to receive a total of $24,000.00 
for diverting corn and grain sor- 
ghum acreage into soil-conserving 
uses, as provided under the pro- 
gram. Inearning these payments, 
farmers in Shelby County diverted 
2,288 acres from corn and grain 
sorghum production to conserva- 
tion. 

The 1961 feed grain program 
was designed to reduce production 
of feed grains eligible for price 
support and to end the constant 
buildup of stocks on which the 
Government must pay storage.

DAVIS VISITS TROOPS 

Believing victory to- be near, 
three generals invited President 
Jefferson Davis to visit Confeder- 
ate troops and Army Headquar- 
ters, one hindred years ago this 
week. The generals were: Joseph 
E. Johnston, P. G. T. Beauregard 
and Gustavus W. Smith. 

They invited President Davis to 
Army Headquarters so that he 
c.uld review and approve plans 
for a major combined attack of 
three armies against Union forces 
in the Washington area. 

At the meeting a request was 
made for a total of 60,000 trained 
soldiers to use in a concentrated 

ttack. This, they believed, would 
result in victory for the South and 
gain Maryland to the Confederacy. 
The request was denied by Presi- 
lent Davis. He felt that such a 
iarge re-enforcement of trained 
men would weaken other Confed- 
erate positions. 

But in an attempt to build up 
the morale of the Confederate 


soldiers. President Davis issued an - 


order to General Johnston to group

POLITICS

CAPITOL HILL — Watching 
prospective political candidates for 
so-called secondary officés go 
about their pre-campaign ways 
can be quite interesting, especially 
if the candidate appears to be 
creating controversy in his efforts 
to make new friends. 

Such, the word goes, applies to 
Gov. John Patterson’s head of the 
state Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board, Ed Azar. That Azar has 
been actively campaigning for at- 
torney general for the past few 
months, while also holding down 
his duties as top administrator of 
the ABC Board, is an understate- 
ment in Capitol Hill circles. 

The politicos here and a few 
newspaper editors have pointed out 
Patterson’s appointee has been do- 
ing a pretty good job as ABC 
chief. Yet some of these same po- 
litical followers: are wondering if 
Azar has been traveling the right 
political path in his quest. 

Yes, Azar is Gov. John’s choice 
for head of the ABC’ Board, but 
talk has it now the administrator 
should perhaps review the ABC’s 
of Politics. Here’s the word why, 
putting it bluntly. 

Any worshipper of the fine art 
of politics appreciates the skill a 
prospective candidate displays in 
aspiring for his goal, especially if 
it is noticeable to his opposition 
to the point that headway begins 
to show. 


And for a short while Azar was | 


apparently making headway be- 
cause his possible candidacy and 
political “toughness” was begin- 
ning to be talked a bit. 

However, presently, from the 
talk by a few informed politicians. 
Azar could be getting into politi- 
cal hot water. Sources claim when 
Azar and 
without the help of that particular 
county’s sheriff as recently report- 
ed from Tuscaloosa, Houston and 
Shelby counties, all he presumably 
does is make the sheriff and many 
of the local folks mad. 

Because, the claim continued, 
such activities from the state leyel 
in the eyes of that county’s people 
is just about the same as when 
federal authorities dabble in a 
state’s affairs without proper no- 
tification, and, too, it could make 
the sheriff look bad to his local 
ele<torate. 

Of course, any sheriff in the 
state will tell you anyone’s help 
is welcomed in maintaining the

law of his county. And sinee these 
recent raids, much conversation 
here is being centered around the 
apparent fact that while Gov. John 
has been pleased with stills being 
destroyed, gambling joints raided, 
et al, he apparently has not been 
particularly pleased with Azar, if 
that is his plan, using this method 
to get his name in the papers in 
hopes of future political gains, 

Informed persons further say 
Gov. John doesn’t want his top 
ABC man to run, but that per- 
suasion along this line has been 
futile, that Azar has the “bug” to 
run and plans to do, at this mo- 
ment at least, just that. 

A lot of these same people are 
confident Azar will continue to do 
everything in his power to keep 
his name in print for the next few 
months, that he probably thinks 
“Sheriffs or anyone else who knows 
anything about politics” won’t get 
mad with him for trying to be- 
come known in the public’s eye. 

But the word is Gov. John would 
prefer that Azar, if he is to be a 
candidate, gain recognition by in- 
forming local authorities and shar 
ing this “limelight,” for this would 
presumably keep the local author- 
ities from getting sore with Gov. 
John himself. 

Thus, it locks like Azar will be 
lin there pitching against such like- 
ly attorney general canddates as 
Richmond Flowers, Willard Liv- 
ingston, Jerry Coe and Walter 
Perry, Jr., next January. The only 
question many of the Hill’s obser- 
vers are asking these days is: 

Will Azar quit his ABC job, if 
he runs? Or will he stump for the 
states’s top legal post at the ex- 
pense of Alabama taxpayers?

Alabama unemployed will be eli- 
gible next week to have a $4 week 
ly increase in payments and may 
be qualified to extend their dur- 
ation of eligibility from twenty to 
twenty-six weeks, Ralph R. Wil- 
lims, Director of the Alabama De- 
partment of Industrial Relations, 
announced this week.

For plucky Stevie Vardol, 10, life much of the time is 
just an unhappy succession of giving samples of his body 


to science. 

But Stevie, who would rather 
be swimming and roller skat- 
ing in Minneapolis (if he only 
could) than spending endless 
hours in the Children’s Rheu- 
matic Clinic of the Universit 
of Minnesota Medical School, 
doesn’t feel sorry for himself. 
He knows he is doing a job that 
must be done: that the doctors’ 
appraisal of the tissue samples 
from his swollen knees, speci- 
mens of knee-joint fluid, and of 
his blood may in time prevent 
in other children the affliction 
that befell him three painful 
years ago. 

Stevie has juvenile rheuma- 
toid arthritis in the knees, 
hands, wrists. 

Throughout the nation, an- 
other 30,000 Stevies — or their 
small sisters—also suffer each 
year from this excruciating dis- 
ease. With March of Dimes 
funds, The National Founda- 
tion (which made possible de- 
velopment of the Salk polio 
vaccine) is today supporting 
the University of Minnesota's 
Children’s Rheumatism Clinic 
with a research grant. Other 
arthritis research projects are 
under way at the Rockefeller 
Institute, at New York Univer- 
sity, the University of Buffalo 
and at other famed scientific 
institutions, all financed by the 
March of Dimes. 

Additionally, The National 
Foundation has established 
arthritis study centers at Co- 
lumbia University, the Univer- 
sity of Rochester (N. Y.), the 
University of Texas at Dallas 
and the University of Cali- 
fornia at San Francisco.

Labor was partly professional, 
partly do-it-yourself, A contrac- 
tor was needed to erect a roof 
supported by 4x4 posts, and to 
install a plywood floor and ceil- 


ing. 
Low Labor Costs 

The home owner, not a skilled 
carpenter, also engaged the con- 
tractor to erect the combination 
doors, A semi-skilled handyman 
however, could have handle 
this part of the job easily. It re- 
quired merely fitting the 36-inch 
wide doors between the 4x4 
supporting posts and covering 
the joints with molding. 
_ The home owner did all paint- 
ing inside and out. He also put 
down a cork floor and installed 
ceiling tiles. 

A unique finishing touch that 
adds beauty to the interior of 
the new room is a wainscoting

Report from Washington 


ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


Congress was working at a fev- 
erish pitch as the past week ended, 
in an effort to dispose of pending 
business and adjourn until next) 
January. But adjournment was de- 
layed until early this week, as the 
House and Senate were having dif- 
iculty in agreeing upon compro- 
mise versions of several bills that 
the two chambers had passed in 
differing forms. 


Several other compromise ver- 
sions were agreed upon, however, 
and sent to the President for his 
signature. These included a bill 
making the Peace Corps a perma- 
nent agency authorizing $40 mil- 
lion for its first year’s operation. 
Under the terms of the bill, none- 
of the 2700 volunteers which the 
Peace Corps expects to have by 
next June can be sent to Iron Cur- 
tain countries except on a specific 
finding by the President that it 
is in the national interest to do 
so. The measure also puts a ceiling 
of 275 on the number of paid em- 
ployees the Peace Corps may have 
in the United States. 


- Arms Control Voted - 


Another of the bills acted on 
last week: sets up a permanent 
U. S. Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency with authority to 
work as a semi-autonomous organi- 
zation under the general direction 
of the Secretary of State. The pur- 
pose of this agency is to provide 
our arms control negotiators with 


jin providing public health 


a thorough knowledge of the tech- 
niques and scientific language that 
accompany the problems of arms 
control so that they will not be 
operating at a disadvantage in this 
field. 

Also approved by both the House 
and Senate last week was a bill 
which advances the effective date 
of an agreement between the Uni- 
ted States and France for the ex- 
change of classified information 
on atomic weapons in order to im- 
prove the readiness of France’s 
NATO forces. 


- Health Aid Extended - 


In addition, both chambers agre- 
ed to a conference report on a bill 
which expands community health 
services through increased federal 
aid. The bill extends the matching 
grant program for health research 
facilities through June 30, 1963, 
increases funds for assisting states 
pro- 
gvams for out-of-hospital services 
to the aged and chronically ill, and 
increases federal grants-in-aid for 
the construction of nursing homes. 
It also liberalizes other health pro- 
grams that are operated on a fed- 
eral-state basis.

Medical Data May Be 
Sent By Telephone 


Instant transmission of medical 
data by telephone -- directly from 
the human body to remote record- 
ing instruments anywhere in the 
country -- will soon be possible 
through use of special DATA- 
PHONE data sets now being de- 
| veloped. 

The system of transmitting 
“live” electrocardiographs is now 
under development by the Bell 
Laboratories and will be available 
to doctors and hospitals some time 
next year, says Mr. J. L. Switzer, 
Manager for Southern Bell Tele- 
Phone Company. 


Tests on transmission of X-rays 
by telephone are also being con- 
ducted in the current investigation 
of the most efficient and economi- 
cal means for sending other types 
of electronic medical data over 
telephone facilities. 

These future services were pre- 
viewed for the medical profession 
during the American Association’s 
recent convention in New York. 
During the demonstration, “live” 
electrocardiographs were transmit- 
ted by telephone from the heart 
of “patients” to a Honeywell 906c 


Visicorder which produced graphs 
instantly. 

Termed a major advance in med- 
ical communications, this system 
means that consulting specialists 
anywhere in the United States can 
receive instant data on heart per- 
|formance by telephone, even dur- 
|ing an actual operation. 

In practice, a medical attendant 
telephones the-number~of-the one 
or more locations to receive the 
electrocardiograph aftet attaching 
electrodes to the patient. Then, by 
pushing the data button on a com- 
pact DATA-PHONE data 
heart pulsations are transmitted 
over the telephone to a recorder 
at the receiving location. 

Transmitting data by phone di- 
jrectly from a human body to a 
remote recorder will be possible 
through the use of the Bell Sys- 
tem’s DATA-PHONE service, now 
being used to transmit business 
data from one machine to anther 
over the regular telephone net- 
work. 

For several years, the Bell Sys- 
tem has been transmitting x-rays 
over telephone lines on a test ba- 
sis, through use of DATA-PHONE 
service.

This fan wanted that park to 
have a platform in its center so 
that ministers of the Christian 
Gospel could tel] to all ¢ rners of 
its tiny plat the glory of a living 
Christ. 

It had taken many hard efforts 
to raise the necessary funds to 
purvhase the land and to build the 
things that a park needs to attract 
people, But this “old-timer”, both 
in age and Christian service, con- 
tinued to press on “toward the goal 
for the prize of the upward call of 
God in Christ Jesus.”

Is it necessary for Shelby Coun- 
ty voters to reregister in order to

Persons over sixty five may ob- 
tain a lifetime license to fish any- 
where in Alabama with rod and 
reel or hook and line for only 16 
cents but this has not been extend- 
ed to cover the right to hunt. Per- 
sons over 16 years of age must 
pay $1.00 for a county huntifig 
license or $3.00 for a state hunt- 
ing license.

Child Labor 
laws Changed 


Recent Alabama legislation gov- 
erning Alabama’s 
Laws means more job opportuni- 


ties for teenagers, Ralph R. Wil- | 


Director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions, announced today. Before 
September 15, Williams explained, 
14- and 15- year old minors could 
work only until 7 p.m., but the 
changes in the law now permit' 
them to work until 8 p.m. Since 
many retail stores remain open 
until the later hours, it should be 
easier for them to hire teenagers 
for after-school jobs. 

Williams announced that the al- 
tered law allows 14- and 15-year 
old boys and girls to work at con- 
cession stands in theaters, but not 
after 8 p. m. 

Eighteen-year-old minors nay 
now work in pool or billiard rooms. 
Previously, the minimum age for 
employment in such establishments 
was 21. 

In certain cases; compulsory 
school attendance is waived by 
Superintendents of Education. A 
provision has been made for min- 
ors 14 and 15 years of age to re- 


liams,

Your Health 


WELL WATER 


All is not well with all well wa- 
ter. In rural communities, a part 
of the population is dependent on 
private wells for water supply. 
Well water, even from deep wells, 
may become contaminated. The 
first essential for~drinking~ water 
is that it be pure and free from 
bacteria. 


Most municipal supplies can be 
relied upon, but private wells and 
springs are not so dependable. In 
the absence of definite knowledge 
that a private well or spring is 
safe, it is better not to drink from 
it, even though the person in need 
of water has been inoculated 
against typhoid fever. Question- 
able water can be made safe by 
boiling or by the addition of chem- 


ceive a certificate for employment 
if such a recommendation is made 
by the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion in the area and the Chief 
Child Labor Inspector. This will 
allow the minors to work in non- 
hazardous jobs but does not allow 
their employers to waive the hours 
restrictions which apply to all mi- 
ners, students, and non-students.

The source of all well water is 
rain, snow, or hail. Rain seeps 
down through the soil and then 
flows horizontally. Polluted mat- 
ter often finds its way into well 
water. Wells should be sunk in 
high, well-drained ground. Wells 
should not be located clsser than 
fifty feet from outside toilets, 
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|septic tanks, highways, cesspools, 
‘or sewers. 

The walls of a new well should 
be watertight to a depth of from 
fifteen to twenty feet. Wells should 
be so constructed that surface wa- 
ter cannot draw into them. Tests 
of well water can be obtained by 
consulting the county health of- 
ficer.

Using leaves 
in this manner was. continued in 
India until recent times. 

American Indians experimented 
with Tree Bark. 

Wood itself was used as “paper” 
long before the ninth century B.C. 

Clay tablets carried the thoughts 
of the Persians in Mesopotamia 
Asia. 

Parchment and Vellum then 
came into the market. Parchment, 


known in Asia and Europe since | 


the second century A. D. was made 
by splitting: an animal’s skin into 


layers. The inside or flesh-layer be- | 


came the writing surface, while 
the grain or wool side was made 
into leather, called skiver:. From 
this came chamois or suede. 

Vellum came from the skin of 
young calves; 

Rice paper was another “before 
paper” prodtict.. The raw materia 
of it comes from. the pith of the 
“kung-shu” tree. Rice paper is 
used in the Orient as a painting 
surface and for making artificial 
flowers. 


The idea of using wood in | 
papermaking came about in 1719 | 
when a Frenchman, de Reaumur, 
saw- wasps.making paper by chew- 
ing wood particles into pulp. Wood 
however, did not become the pri-

for sale for human consumption, 
including sandwiches. 

Concerns selling pre-made sand- 
wiches to retail outlets for resale 
are required to keep temperatures 
of sandwiches below 50 degrees 


during delivery. In addition, these! 


concerns may sell sandWishes énly 
to retail outlets which have ther- 
mostatically controlled refrigera- 
tion facilities on the premises. 

After receipt of sandwiches by 
the retail outlet, it then becomes 
|the responsibility of the retail out- 
\let management to keep sandwich- 
es refrigerated until sold to the 
consumer. 

Any un-refrigerated sandwiches 
will be subject to confiscation, con- 
demnation and summary destruc- 
tion by the Health Department.

Korean Vets To Train 
Under G. |. Bill 


Some 5,000 Alabama veterans 
are expected to be in training this 
fall under the Korea GI Bill, more 
than six years following the close 
of the Korea—Conflict; the Veter=- 
ans Administration predicted to- 


day. 
This is more than half of the 
6,000 enrolled last fall. At the 


peak of the GI education and train- 
ing program, October 1946, more 
than 67,500 World War II Veter- 
ans were in training under the GI 
Bill in Alabama. 

An additional 225 disabled Ko- 
rea veterans, are expected to be 
taking vocational rehabilitation 
training under a special act for 
the seriously disabled. The peak 
of this program was in October 
1946, when 6,500 disabled World 
War II veterans were in training. 

A smaller and newer educational 
assistance program for orphans of 
deceased servicemen and veterans 
whose deaths were the result of 
their military service, is gaining 
momentum. The VA predicted that 
about 300 orphans would be en- 
rolled this fall under this program 
compared to 240 last fall. 

Less than half of the veterans 
in training this fall will be in the 
nation’s colleges and universities, 
and another three-fifths will be in 
schools below the college level. The 
rest will. be taking on-the-job or 
institutional on-farm training.

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POLITICS

The “real story” behind former 
Finance Director Charles Merri- 
wether’s apparent decision to re- 
turn here has been the center of 
much and interesting political 
speculation during the past week. 

While the two most discussed 
reasons appear somewhat illogical 
and far fetched, they can’t be dis- 
pelled lightly, for one is contin- 
ually reminded that these political 
facets have ofttimes “paid off” in 
politics. That Merriwether, pres- 
ently an Import-Import Bank di- 
rector in Washington at a salary 
of $20,000 per year, has been term- 
ed by some Alabama politicos as 
a “political genius,” injects into 
this “behind-the-scenes conjecture” 
an even more interesting and poli- 
tically fascinating twist. 

There seems to be three schools 
of thought behind the motive of 
Merriwether’s return. First, some 
opinion is he will run ABC Ad- 
ministrator Ed Azar’s campaign 
for attorney general; secondly, 
others think he plans to be High- 
way Director Sam Engelhardt’s 
manager; and last, you hear he’s 
just unhappy in Washington and 
wants to come home. : | 

Those persons who go along | 
with the first theory talk confi- 
dently that the Kennedy Admin- 
istration allegedly through U. S. 
Attornéy General Bobby Kennedy, 
is apparently interested in seeing 
Azar holding the state’s highest 
legal post, so that possibly a lit- 
tle better working agreement be- 
tween Alabama and Washington | 
could be had. For no doubt, past 
records indicate most Alabama at- 
torney generals, even though they 
haven’t had the best of success in 
Federal courts recently, have been 
a thorn in Washington’s SEEN 
especially in the civil rights field. | 

Sources even claim Merriwether 
and other key persons hold “Sun- 
day meetings” in Birmingham, pre 
sumably to. discuss this and other 
important matters. Although none 
of these men have been contacted 
for comment, it would be probably 
safe to assume they would-say the 
allegations are false. 

While this speculation, to some 
persons, borders on the unbelieva- 
ble a few politicians accept it by 
saying, “Such is the: way of Big 
League politics.” To those accept-

100 Years Ago 


BIGGEST FIGHTING FAMIILY 


The family of Enoch Hooper 

Cook, Sr., Camden, Wilcox Coun- 
ty, Alabama, may hold a world 
| record. 
One hundred ago next 
|Sunday, October 1861, Mr. 
|Cook enlisted himself and his 
horse in the Confederate Army. 

Before the end of the Civil War 
he had 10 s ns and two grandsons 
who enlisted: This made a total 
of 13 in one family who served in | 
the Confederate Army. 

While the men fought, many of | 
ithe wives and children lived at the 
Cook plantation home. They work- | 
led in the fields during the day and | 
| knitted and sewed at night. 
| Three cf the sons and the two | 
grandsons were killed in battles. 

Another son spent two years as | 
a prisoner of war. After his re- | 
lease, he walked over 1,000 miles 
from Fort Delaware to his home 
in Camden. 

While practicing fol- 
lowing the war, one son died of 
pneumonia after his boat capsized 
in the Alabama River. 

Still another son was robbed and 
killed on a_ business trip from 
Prairie Bluff to Mobile. 
| Since the Civil War there have 
|been at least eight descendents by 
the name of Enoch Hooper Cook. 
One was honored by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
within recent years for outstand- 
ing conservation work in Texas. 

In 1877 Enoch Cook, Sr., died 
and was burried in Camden, Ala- 
bama cemetery. Although he is 
burried in an unknown and un-| 
marked grave, the State Legisla- 
ture, the Governor and the Ala- 
bama Civil War Centennial Com- 
mission have honored him by nam- 
ing October 22 as Enoch Hooper 
Cook Day.

100 Years Ago 


HIGH PRICES BEGIN 


One hundred years ago a steady 
rise in prices of goods purchased 
began. It was believed by many 
that such a rise in prices was “the 
root of almost all evil” for the 
Confederacy. An oversupply of 
products, a shortage of money 
and the blockade of*-Southern 
ports affected prices. 

Among the first product to 
show an increase in price was 
salt. In January 1861 salt sold for 
8@ cents a bushel but by fall it 
reached $3.75 per bushel. 

Meat prices began to rise the 
latter part of 1861. In only a few 
months bacon prcies advanced 
from 12 cents to 30 cents per 
pound. 

Chestnuts, in Atlanta in 1861, 
rose in price from 50 cents per 
bushel to 25 cents per peck. When 
asked about the double in price 
a mountaineer said, “Yes -- but 
there wasn’t that ---- block cade 
on ‘em then.” 

An old timey fiddler changed 
his prices for fiddling from $1.00 
to $1.50 and explained, “de price 
of rosum has riz.” 

Farmers blamed merchants and 
merchants blamed farmers for 
rapid rise in prices. Each blamed 
all speculators. A soldier, with a 
monthly pay check of $11.00 wrote 
home that he planned “to specu- 
late a little in a safe way.” 

Both farmers and merchants 
began the use of barter for mon- 
ey. Employees were paid in. food 
and clothing. Farm produce was 
used in paying the doctor, editor, 
storekeeper and in buying railroad 
tickets, 

When buiness became slow 
both farmers and merchants used 
Auctioneers to move products. 
Such a method only scared people 
into paying even from 1/3 to 1/2 
more in prices for goods. 


Cotton was the last product to | 


show any price increase and stay- 
ed at seven to ten cents per pound 
until the close of 1861. By that 
time people demanded loudly that 
the Confederacy work out plans 
to fix prices. 

The record leaves no doubt that 
steelworkers spend many of their 
working years with the same com- 
pany for 10 years or more con- 
stituted 63 per cent of the wage 
employees in the industry. A _re- 
cord of 25 years or more with the 
Same company was held by 15 per 
cent.

MONTEVALLO, Ala. -- Ken- 
neth Phillips, vocational agricul- 
ture student at the school here, 
is hoping to slice himself a piece 
of the peach pie that long has 
been a money maker for this area.

Thornton, Kenneth planted seven 
varieties. This will allow him to 
reach any part of the peach mar- 
ket, whether it be canning or eat- 
ing. 

Although the peach orchard is 
occupying the greater portion of 
his out-of-school time at the pres- 
ent, Kenneth still has to hold up 
his share of the farm chores. This 
includes gathering eggs from 500 
laying hens and tending to eight 
brood cows. 

However, Kenneth’s plans are 
wrapped around the success of his 
peach trees. Money from the sale 
of the peaches will be used to 
purchase cattle, help in the con- 
struction of a new house for the 
family and expansion of the chic- 
ken house. 

In preparation for the day he 
|will start expanding the cattle 
herd, Kenneth is fencing in slight- 
ly more than 100 acres for pas- 
ture. s

Church Fallout - 
Shelter Publicized 


The construction of Church 
Fallout Shelters has been consid- 
ered through Alabama for a long 
time, because of the threat of a 
nuclear war, according to Bobby 
J. Blalock, Director, Civil Defense 
Department of Alabama, who sta- 
ted’ that quite a number of church- 
es had planned to make some ar- 
rangements with their church fa- 
cilities for fallout protection. 

“The First Christian Church in 
Decatur, Alabama, already has a 
basement well prepared as a fall- 
out shelter”, Director Blalock an- 
nounced here today, “and it was 
my privilege to give this arrange- 
ment a personal inspection only a 
few days ago. The ‘church has 
windows in the basement, the 
sunken type, underground, but 
sand bags already have been pre- 
pared for covering these windows. 
Food is being assembled and 
stored in the shelter in order to 
be able to care for the capacity of 
the shelter, which is planned to 
accomodate 334 people, allowing 
each 10 square feet of floor space. 
The cost is not expected to exceed 
$1,000.00.” 

Insofar as the Civil Defense De- 
partment of Alabama knows this 
is the first church fallout shelter 
so developed and stocked and 
made ready to accommodate, safe- 
ly from fallout radiation, so many 
people, Director Blalock announc- 
ed. 


Old Age Pensions 
Hit New Record 


Many thousands of old age pen- 
sioners will receive an increase of 
several dollars a month beginning 
with their November checks. 

Gov. John Patterson, in announ- 
cing the pension increase this 
week, said the over-all average 
old age pension payment in No- 
vember would probably top the 
$60-mark, an all-time record. Dur- 
ing the last few months, pensions 
have averaged between $56 and 
$57 monthly. 

Another $3 or $4 monthly raise 
is expected in the pension checks 
shortly after the first of the year, 
the governor said. 

“We are delighted that funds 
are now sufficient to provide more 
adequately for our old people,” 
Gov. Patterson said. During this 
fiscal year, Alabama will spend 
more than $105 million for its old 
age pension and other public as- 
sistance pr: grams.

Auto Tag Deadline 
Is November 15 


Many Shelby County citizens 
will spend long hours in the Court 
house next Tuesday and Wedhes- 
day, the last two days for purchas- 
ing motor vehicle tags without 
penalty. Courthouse employees will 
work hard and efficiently but be- 
cause many put off until the last 
to purchase these tags it is in- 
evitable that long lines will form. 
This can be avoided by going this 
week to the Courthouse, Offices 
will be open all day Saturday to 
accomodate those who cannot come 
during the week. 

Probate office officials state 
that one of the problems not easi- 
ly understood by the pick up fruck 
owner is the difference between 
the H tag and the H1 tag. In the 
Persons administration the price 
of auto tags was reduced. The 
legislature said it would be fair 
to the pick up truck owner who 
doesn’t have an automobile in his 
household to permit him to buy 
the reduced price tag for his pick- 
up truck also, Thus the law is that 
if one buys a tag for a pick-up 
truck and has no other means of 
transportation available for use 
in his household he may buy the 
“H” tag for $4.25. If other means 
of transportation is available in 
the household then the law re- 
quires an “H1” tag; cost is $15.75. 

A change this year is one that 
requires the owner of a house 
trailer to purchase a “TL” tag be- 
fore pulling the trailer on a pub- 
lie road. Formerly the tag was 
required only if the trailer was 
pulled by a truck.

Debbie Sue’s birth defect of 
an open spine was not immedi- 
ately apparent. But a few days 
after birth her grandmother, 
Mrs. Fred Bening, a registered 
nurse of nearby Orofino, Idaho, 


recognized that a serious dis- 
order was present; and the 
parents then drove 400 miles 
at headlong pace to Seattle's 
Children’s Orthopedic Hospi- 
tal. (The mother collapsed on 
arrival and was herself hos- 
pitalized.) 

At the hospital the parents 
were told that Debbie Sue’s 
spinal defect was of such se- 
verity that the infant probably 
could not live beyond three 
months, If she were alive at

At eight months, 
we returned to Seattle. where 
her spine was mended. When 
she came out of surgery, she 
was so mischievous that she 
succeeded in wrenching free 
from the blood-transfusion tube 
and the needle used for intra- 
venous feeding. Doctors told us 
she must lie face down on the 
night train riding home. In- 
stead, she-insisted on sitting up, 
jabbering without end and 
‘keeping all the passengers 
awake.” 

The Asotin County Chapter 
of The National Foundation- 
March of Dimes promptly of- 
fered assistance and, since 1958, 
it has financed much of the cost 


of Debbie Sue’s treatment, 4 
braces, medicines and _ the 
check-up trips to Seattle, the 
breadth of the state away.

At least 250,000 infants are 
born yearly in the United 
States with birth defects—some 
even more severe than Debbie 
Sue’s. The National Founda- 
tion, with March of Dimes fi- 
nancial support, is seeking the 
answers to this largest unmet 
childhood medical problem in 
the nation today.

Scholarships Aid 
Outstanding Youth 


One 4-H Club member in 14 
will qualify for a county medal 
this year, predicts the National 
4H Service Committee, while 
the ratio for national scholar- 
ship winners will be one in ap- 
proximately 10,000 members. 

The coveted medals shown 
here represent 12 different 4-H 
award projects. More than 
50,000 boys and girls in virtual- 
ly every county in the U.S. who 
have done outstanding work in 
one of these areas will earn a 
medal, according to the com- 
mittee. 

Altogether, there are nearly 
60 national 4H projects and 
scholarship programs partici- 
pated in by 2.3 million club 
members. Last year a total of 
166,000 medals were won. 

Only members over 15 years 
of age who have been in 4-H at 
least three years can compete 
for scholarships and other 
awards. Younger 4-H’ers are 
eligible for medals only, one of 
the first badges of county recog- 
nition. 

At the national level, around 
$115,000 in scholarships will be 
presented to qualified 4-H youth 
and young adults who were for-

All 4H award winners are 
named by the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. Funds for 
awards come from private busi- 
ness firms and educational foun- 
dations, and are administered 
by the National 4H Service 
Committee.

Teams Organized 


Very Recently, the Shelby Coun- 
ty Civil Defense Organization 
took another step forward in be- 
coming more operable in the event 
of Natoinal Emergency. Several 
schools have been held recently in 
AtomicPhysics and the proper use 
of "Radiolégical Instruments”. 
Subsequent to. this training nine 
squads of monitors have been or- 
ganized to carry on this most vi- 
tal work. Three squads are organ- 
ized in each of the three towns of 
Montevallo, Columbiana and Vin- 
cent. The total number of men in- 
volved in. the County’s monitor 
setup being 41. Having operable 
squads in these communities will 
effect good county coverage from 
southwest to northeast. The func- 
tion of “Radiological Monitoring 
Squads is to make certain read- 
ings on three principal instru- 
ments, CD 700, CD 710, and CD 
720 which measure “Radiation” in 
Roetgens per hour so that the im- 
mediate problem of “Gamma Ra- 
diation” can be reported to the 
County CD Headquarters for an- 
alysis and then the dissemination 
of the danger to the public with 
advice as to proper protective 
need. The monitors record the lo- 
cation, time or reading, identifi- 
cation of instrument used in the 
reading and then make the report 
to headquarters via the county’s 
radio system. Three rubberized 
suits plus other data have been 
issued to each of the three town 
units. 

Billy H. Pendleton of Monte- 
vallo is Chief of the Radiological 
Monitoring Service for Shelby 
County. He is aided in this im- 
portant phase of Civil Defense by 
Area Chiefs Hilry King Jr., Co- 
lumbiana, and Ted Lansford, Vin- 
cent, Squad Leaders are Dudley 
Pendleton, Phillip Lacey and Joe

When a political fight gets 
rough and the chips are down, pol- 
iticians oftimes take chances they 
wouldn’t normally take. Such was 
the action taken by Conecuh Sen. 
Bob Kendall in the recent Alabama 
|Farm Bureau Federation power 
struggle for Presidency between 
he and J. D. Hays of Huntsville.

Yes, when Kendall’s 
Committee Report involving a 
Houston and Mobile County seat- 
jing controversy to the floor of 
the convention, appealing to seat 
their delegates instead Af the pro- 
Hays ones and their efforts ex- 
| ploded in their faces, there was 
no question that a calculated risk 
had failed. The final vote showed 
249 for Hays and 171 for Kendall. 

Had Kendall’s move paid off, 
and the floor had voted to seat 
the delegates favoring him in- 
|stead of Hays, the contention of 
Kendall’s people was that the 
final vote would have been so 
close they would have picked up 
some “band-wagon” support and 
finally won the fight. The seating 
controversy arose upon the chal- 
lenge of the Mobile and Houston 
delegations that they had been 
hand-picked by the local president 
without confirmation of the local 
directors. 


Board Of Revenue

The political explosion against 
Kendall’s group came during the 
floor argument when Bureau lead- 
er M. C. Stallworth of Vinegar 
Bend charged that Auburn "put 
pressure” on Mobile County Agent 
Charlie Brockway to get Mobile 
in line for Kendall, and that the 
Auburn Extension Service was 
working against the Farm Bureau. 
He then shouted: “Is the Exten- 
sion Service or Orville Freeman 
(U. S. Secretary of Agriculture) 
going to run this Farm Bureau, 
or are we?” 


Another political risk that fail- 
ed to materialize, or better, which 
Kendall’s forces had hoped to use, 
but worked against them instead, 
was the argument that the Farm 
Bureau was being influenced by 
outside-Alabama interests. This 
point had been used during the 
six-week campaign by Kendall; 
yet, during the heated charges by 
|Stallworth on the convention 
floor, it was brought out by him: 
“This is a fight from outsiders 
and politicians,” 


After analyzing the outcome of 
the election, Kendall‘s supporters 
felt this and the other statements 
by Stallworth irreparably damag- 
ed their cause. They felt the race 
was decided when the election 
turned from one of the “issues” 
to a “personality fight.” 

There’s no question that Ken- 
dall’s folks thought they were 
slightly ahead during the entire 
campaign, and all during the con- 
vention there was a general feel- 
ing the race would be extremely 
close, if Kendall won, but that if 
Hays emerged victorious he would 
do so by a sizeable tally -- and 
that’s exactly what happened. 

To Hays’ followers, (he victory 
appeared to be one that “finally 
smashed the opposition.” ‘Most of 
the leaders in this group felt if 
Kendall, who was considered the 
most formidable opponent of the 
Farm Bureau machine in the last 
20 years, was soundly beaten it 
would prboably mean many a year 
would pass before the machine 


this time. 

Even some of Kendall’s staunch- 
est supporters opined also it prob- 
jably would be a long time before 
|the present Bureau leaders would 
be replaced by people other than 
those “hand-picked” by the Bu- 
reau’s powerful political machine, 
while others voiced confidently, 
“We'll get them next year.”

Absentee Ballots May 
Be Cast November 15 


Absentee ballots may be cast 
in the state-wide amendment elec- 
tion beginning Wednesday Novem- 
ber 15. The absentee vote former- 
ly was a thing to be reckoned with 
in any election, but no longer. 
Only 13 people have their names 
on the absentee voters list for 
Shelby County. 

In 1959 the Legislature, folluw- 
ing evidence of election irregu- 
larities, enacted laws that require 
one who wishes to vote an absen- 
tee ballot to register with the 
Board of Registrars prior to 
March 1 of any given year. To 
qualify to so register, the voter 
must show that he is regularly 
employed out of the County and 
that by reason of his employment 
he will be away from the County 
on election day. Once being placed 
on the list of absentee voters he 
can only vote an absentee ballot 
so long as his name remains on 
the list. Absentee ballots are vo- 
ted at the office of the Register 
during a fifteen day period ending 
five days before the election. 

Servicemen and their wives and 
disabled veterans confined in, a 
V. A. Hospital may vote absentee 
ballots. Also persons disabled and 
confined to a nursing home, a 
hospital or their home may make 
application for an absentee ballot 
upon furnishing proper showing 
of their confinement and inability 
to come to the polls. 

The County Board of Registrars 
is in session at the Courthouse 
each first and third Monday. Per- 
sons who wish to register to vote 
an absentee ballot may apply at 
any one of these sessions of the

“The big event of our age is not 
the atomic bomb, the space race, 
the Cold War, or any of those 
things that have been featured 
in the press or over the air. It 
is not the rate of economic growth. 
It is something that lies deeper 
than all this a new kind of 
growth that should be and is tak-

“Section 1. The court of county 
commissioners, board of revenue, of 
like governing body of Jackson County 
Shall have the power to levy and col- 
lect a special property tax, in addition 
fo all other taxes now or hereafter 
authorized by the Constitution and 
laws of Alabama, of two mills on 
each one dollar's worth of taxable 
Property in the county, the proceeds 
of which shall be used for the ac- 
quiring, constructing, enlarging, re- 
pairing, improving, equipping. fur- 
nishing, operating, or maintaining of 
a vocational trade school in the coun- 
ty and for the rural and industrial 
development of the county, provided 
that the tax has been approved by s 
majority of the qualified electors of 
the county voting thereon. The coun- 
ty governing body may also pledge 
the proceeds of the tax to the pay- 
ment of the principal of and interest 
on oonds, warrants, or other evi- 
denees of indebtedness issued for such 
purposes, 

“Section 2. In event this amend- 
ment is approved the court of county 
commissioners, board of revenue. oF 
like governing body of Jackson Coun- 
ty shall have the authority to call an 
election at any time. In the call for 
said election, there shail be sub. 
mittea io the qualified electors of 
Jackson County a statemem of the 
rate of she tax, the time that it shall 
continue, and whether or net it shall 
be levied; and such tax shall be lev- 
ied if a majority of the qualified elce- 
tors voting at the seid e’ection should 
vote in favor thereof, If in said elec- 
tion the majority of the qualified 
electors cf the county who vote there- 
on vote against its approval, the tax 
may not be levied unicss the rate of 
the tax. the time it is to continuc, 
and the purpose thereof shall be ayain 
submitted to a vote of the qualified 
electors of the county and voted for 
by a majority of thore voting at the 
election, Subsequent elections may be 
he'd at intervals of not less than one 
year and shall oe held and conducted 
in the same menner as county school 
Tex cections, except that mo petition 
of electors shall be necessary to initi- 
ate the same. 

“Section 3 The power to levy 
pranted by this amendment will not 
be exhausted by one election but 
shafi remain a continuing grant un- 

Jess and until it is repealed by sub- 

sequent constitutional action. 

“Section 4, This amendment shall 
be sef-executing and shall require no 
enabling legislation.”

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Keguiar Session 1961 ordefed an 
elecuuon to o¢ hela by tne qualined ciectors 
of the State ot Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, which said amenament is 
herein set oul, and ordered toa Wwe said 
election be beid on the first Tuesday after 
the expiration of three months from final 
adjournment of the 1961 Kegular Session 
of the Legislature, and 

WHEREAS, the bret Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from final ad- 
journment of the 1961 Regular Session of 
the Legislature will be and occur on Tues- 
day, December 5, 1961; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 


sive weeks pext preceding the day ap- 
pointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, | John Patterson, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and prociuim 
that on iuesday the Sth day of December 
1961, an election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the diate of Ala- 
bama in the manner and form provided by 
law upon the following proposed aimend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State of 
Alabaina of 191: 


“A. Lhe folowing terms, wherever 
used in this amenument shail be yivea 
the respective MeamOgs verciwuler 
set forin. ‘ihe board’ means mvoue 
County Public Hospital Board, a puo- 
lic corporation exisung under Act NO. 
46 adopted at the iy4¥ Kegular Ses 
sion ul ine Legislature of A.avusuia, 
as amended, ‘Ihe 1955 board niaas 
Mooue County Hospital Bourg cre- 
aied and provided ior in Aci No, 
10> adopted at the 1955 Reguiar Ses- 
sion of the Said Legisiuiuic, as 
amended ‘Public bospum taciities’ 
means public hospitas of all types, 
public clinics, pudic heath centers, 
related puolic health taciities such 
as laboratories, out-patient depart- 
ments, nurses’ homes, and ourses’ 
traiming facilities, and other facuiies 
operaicd in connection with puduc 
hospitals. “Pubic hospital purposes’ 
means the acquisition, by purchase, 
lease, donation or otherwise, and the 
comsuuction, equipment, operation 
and ouintenance of public hospital 
facilities, including the treatment and 
care of indigent patients; ‘Participat- 
ing municipality’ means each munici- 
pality in Mobile County having a 
population in excess of one thousand, 
according to the last federal census 
or any subsequent federal or other 
official census. ‘Loca? subdivision’ 
means Mobile County and each par- 
ticipating municipality. 

“B, The board is hereby authorized 
and directed to prepare a budget for 
each of its fiscal years setting forth 
(a) the estimated amount of all ex- 
penditures that the board anticipates 
making during such fiscal year for 
payment of administering, Operating 
and maintaining any public hospital 
facilities owned of managed by the 
board, inctuding expenses for treat- 
ment and care of indigent patients, 
payment of rentis with respect to 
any such public hospital facilities, 
payment of costs of the acquisition 
and equipmem of pud.ic hospital fa- 
cilities, and payricat of installments 
of principal and iicrest, or either, 
maturing during tiat fiscal year on 
Obligations incurred of securities is- 
sued by the board for any of the 
aforesaid purposes; and (b) the esti- 
mated amount of ull moneys that the 
board anticipaies ieceiving during the 
same fiscal yeur and that the board 
has the right lawlully to apply for 
payment of the estimated expendi- 
tures set forth in the same budget, 
including revenucs of the board from 
the operation of any public hospital 
faciliues owned of operated by it, 
and any donations, taxes, appropria- 
tions, contributions by the United 
States and any income or receipts 
from any other source that the board 
has the right lawfully to use for pay- 
ment of the said expenditures. When- 
ever the board shall determine that 
the estimated amount of the said ex- 
penditures during any fiscal year will 
exceed the estimated amount of the 
said receipts during any fiscal rm 
as shown by the budget for that incal 
year, then the board shall have the 
power to allocate the said deficit 
among Mobile County and each par- 
ticipating municipality, the amount 
allocated to each local subdivision 
being # sum constituting the same 
proportion of the total of the said 
deficit, that the _popufation _of_ that 
local subdivision bears to a figure 
ogee to the population of the entire 
of Mobile County plus the |a- 
tion of each participating municipali- 
ty, all such tion figures to be 
based on the last federal census or 
any subsequent federal or other of- 
ficiat census, and shall have the — 
er to assess, levy and collect 


Mobile County and each participating 
municipality a sum equal to the por- 
tion of the deficit allocated by the 
board to each local subdivision, which 
sum shall be payable to the board by 
each loca? subdivision in twelve (12) 
equal monthly installments on the 
first day of each month in the fiscal 
year with respect to which the said 
budget was made provided, however, 
that if special annual ad valorem 
county tax for public hospital pur- 
poses shall be voted in Mobile Coun- 
ty, then the power of the board to 
allocate any deficit among the local 
subdivisions and to assess, levy, and 
collect the amounts so allocated shall 
terminate after payment of the month- 
ly installment falling due on the Jan- 
uary 1 next succeeding the October 1 
on which any such ad valorem tax so 
voted shal? first be payable. The 
assessments and levies that the board 
is herein authorized to make, shall con- 
stitute binding obligations and debts 
of the local subdivisions collectible 
by suit or action brought by the board 
in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion; but such obligations on the part 
of the aforesaid local subdivision 
within the meaning of cither Section 
224 or Section 225 of the constitu- 
tion, The Legislature shail have the 
continuing power by local or specia! 
legislation adopted at any time ana 
from time to time, and without com- 
pliance with the provisions of Section 
106 of the constitution, to specify 
the character and the maximum ca- 
mcity or size of the pubiic hospital 
acilities with respect to which items 
of expenditure may be inciuded in any 
budget prepared by the board here- 
under. Any such legislation adopted 
prior to the effective date of this 
amendment is hereby validated. The 
requirements of this amendment, and 
of any such RXgislation at any time 
adopted, as to the character and ca- 
pacity or size of the public hospital 
facilities with respect to which items 
of expenditures may be included in 
any budget prepared by the board 
hereunder shall cease to be effective 
upon the termination, under the pro- 
visions hereof, of the power of the 
board to make allocation of the afore- 
said deficit among the local sub- 
divisions. 

“C. The 1955 board is hereby av- 
thorized to transfer to the board, and 
the board is hereby authorized to as- 
sume, all assets, contracts, properti 
obligations and liabifities of the 1988 
board. The corporate existence of the 
1955 board and all of its acts in ac- 
quiring property, making contracts 
and incurring obligations and liabili- 
tics arc hereby validated; and the 
transfer by the 1955 board to the 
board of a!! of the said assets, con- 
tracts, properties, Obligations and lia- 
bilities and the assumption of al?

for, the proceeds of any contract be-

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Good Pastures 
More Beef 
More Dollars

O you ever stop to think what goes into 

the making of good beef when you sit 
down to eat a good steak or roast or ham- 
burger? 

A combination of several things is. neces- 
sary for a tender, juicy beef. Most consumers 
take these for granted—but not the cattle- 
man, who’s trying to do a 
good job of pleasing the con- 
sumer. If a farmer is to make 
a success of his beef cattle 
operation, he must produce 
quality beef that will please 
the housewife—at a price 
she can afford to pay—and 
at the same time make 
money for himself. 

Top quality steaks come 
from grain fed animals but 
over 90 per cent of the beef 
you eat is produced on pasture and roughage. 

Any good cattleman knows that a good 
clover-grass permanent pasture is a must in 
a good feed production program, Brood herds 
and calves depend on pasture eight to ten 
months per year. But on many Alabama live- 
stock farms, the pasture season is too short, 
the grass is too short, and when calves go to 
market the check is too small. 

Pastures, like livestock, can be good or poor 
—depending largely on how you treat them. 
And lean pastures don’t do much for your 
cattle or your bank account. 

A lot of things go into establishing and 
keeping a productive, high quality pasture. 
You need the right mixture of grasses and 
legumes planted on land best suited for their 
growth. We do not have any magic pasture 
plants that will supply all your grazing needs. 
Too much time and money have been lost by 
farmers on these new “cure all” pasture 
plants. 

Fortunately, we do have good pasture 
plants—grasses and legumes—that are adapt- 
ed to most of our soils and pasture sites. Let’s 
consider some of the grass and legume com- 
binations. We'll start with white clover and 
dallis grass. This combination is best suited 
to moist, well-drained bottom lands of med- 
ium texture and to the heavy clay soils of the 
Black Belt. In northern Alabama, orchard 
grass may be added to the mixture. 

On the productive upland soils in North 
Alabama, and particularly where heavy rates 
of poultry manure have been applied, white 
clover and orchard grass give excellent cool 
season grazing. 

Coastal bermuda grass and crimson clover 
will do good on most of the droughty upland 
soils in the state. Properly fertilized and 
managed, this combination will furnish more 
grazing on well-drained upland acid soils 
than any other. Where the coastal is fertiliz- 
ed and limed according to soil test, and is

grazed or mowed close just prior to the first 
killing frost, reseeding crimson or ball clover 
will reseed. Many farmers over-seed or sod 
seed with hairy or Warrior vetch or crimson 
clover. The surplus growth of Coastal is an 
excellent source of hay. 


Fescue and white clover are adapted to 
moist bottom land in central and northern 
Alabama. Fescue will grow on land too wet 
for other grasses. It is very difficult to keep 
a stand of white clover with it. Fescue has a

Protect Your Family From A Nuclear Attack 


HAT would you do if an H-bomb hit 
your area?

The best protection from fallout is an un 
derground shelter with at least three feet of 
earth or sand above it. Two feet of concrete 
will give the same protection. If the shelter 
has an adequate door and an air filter, it 
will give almost complete protection. 


The more dense material you can put be- 
tween yourself and the fallout, the better pro- 
tected you will be. This can be earth, sand 
or other material. In a pinch, it can be stacka 
of books, magazines, newspapers, or filing 
cabinets, 

If you are caught. in the house, the fallout 
will sift in like dust. Stop up the doors and 
windows tightly and stay in the center of 
the house, away from doors and windows. 
This will probably cut the radiation in half. 


Staying in a basement will reduce your fall- 
out exposure to about one-tenth of the out- 
side exposure. If basement windows are pro- 
tected with sandbags, exposure will be re- 
duced more. 


As a do-it-yourself project, you can build 
a basement shelter of solid concrete blocks in 
your home for $200.

Changes in Agricultural Marketing 


ORE teenagers and more people in the older 

age groups will affect domestic markets for 
agricultural products in the decades ahead, accord- 
ing to USDA forecasts. 

There will be more youngsters with ravenous 
appetites. Older people will be doing less, thus eat- 
ing less. So, the two groups may offset each other 
on the average food eaten by each person. 

But market gains will depend mostly on popula- 
tion growth. It is believed that by 1965, the U. S. 
population will be about 10 per cent larger than 
it was in 1959. 

Other things alse effect the amount of farm 
products needed to feed the nation. Eating habits 
of the people have a big influence on the amount 
of food consumed. And eating habits are affected 
by a number of factors: amount of money the people 
have, desire for better diets, price changes, food 
fads, nutritional and medical developments and big 
changes ‘in the food supply. 


Life Span Increases 


A startling statement on how our life span has 
increased is that one-fourth of all the people who 
ever lived on this earth who passed age 65 are 
alive today. 


Farmers Reach New High in Production Efficiency 


American farmers reached a new high in labor 
efficiency and total farm production during 1960, 
USDA reports. In 1960 three per cent more prod- 
ucts were produced with three per cent less labor. 
During the year, one farm worker provided food, 
fiber and tobacco for more than 26 persons, in- 
cluding himself. This was two more than in 1959 
and a dozen more than in 1949. 


English Club Motto “Beef and Liberty” 


“Beef and Liberty” was the stirring motto of an 
unusual club flourishing in England during the 
18th and 19th centuries. The name of the club 
was “The Sublime Society of Beefsteaks.” Mem- 
bers of the club wore a special uniform to their 
meetings—a blue coat and buff waistcoat with brass 
buttons engraved with the motto. The menu, of 
course, always included beefsteak served ‘on hot 
pewter plates. Club rules strictly prohibited dis- 
plays of bad temper, and the society became noted 
for its good humor. 

It is still easy to stay in a good humor when a 
person sinks his teeth into a juicy steak, because 
there is nothing like a good steak dinner. Good 
news for today’s steak lovers is that more U. S. 
Choice grade beef is going to market and at rel- 
atively lower prices. USDA reports that increased 
marketing of fed cattle this spring caused larger 
supplies of Choice beef. It is these “fed” cattle 
—fattened on grain for several months in feed lots 
—that supply customers with high quality cuts they 
like best, such as club steaks, T-bones, sirloins and 
rib roasts. 

Foed Is A Bargain 


Food is more of a bargain today than ever before. 
The average family’s grocery bill is only about one-

fifth of the family’s take-home pay today, compar- 
ed with one-fourth shortly after World War II. 
Americans are now getting more marketing ser- 
vices, more processing, distribution, and transpor- 
tation services for their food dollar. These mar- 
keting activities give consumers the benefit of year 
around production in distant, specialized farming 
areas by keeping them supplied with fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 

Today’s food bill also buys more convenience, 
and more built-in maid service, such as pre-mixed 
foods and heat-and-serve dinners. Foodshoppers 
get more for their money even though food prices 
have gone up over the last decade. The price rise 
is due to higher costs for wages, freight rates, fuel, 
supplies, equipment, taxes, advertising and all the 
other items used in getting food from the farm to 
the market. All together, these marketing costs 
take 63 cents of today’s food dollar (April-June 
figure). The farmer gets less than 37 cents of the 
food dollar—or 12 cents less than he got 10 years 


ago. 


Taxes and Co-Ops 


“Tax favoritism, tax advantage, or tax discrimina- 
tion in favor of cooperatives does not exist,” stated 
the American Bar Association’s president-elect, John 
C. Satterfield of Jackson, Miss. 

“Every individual proprietor, every partnership, 
every corporation in the U. S. may enter into 
patronage contracts under which patronage refunds 
are deductible or excludable from taxable income 
of the business,” he explained. “It is a weak and 
fallacious argument to say that because there is 
‘double taxation’ of corporate income and corporate 
dividends there should be double taxation of patron- 
age refunds. 

“One of the most powerful tools which the farmer 
may use to free himself of the economic pressures 
now being brought to bear upon him is the proper 
use of his cooperatives,’’ he said. Mr. Satterfield, 
whose previous experience includes the legal aspects 
of cooperatives, took office as head of the 130,000- 
member Bar Association in August. 


Twenty-One Per Cent More Chickens in Alabama 


Alabama farms are expected to raise 9,627,000 
chickens in 1961, the Alabama Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service said. This is 21 percent more 
than the number raised in 1960 but only slightly 
larger than the number raised in 1959. Commercial 
broiler production is not included in these estimates. 
Pullets raised for hatching-egg supply flocks, how- 
ever, are included. 

The number of chickens raised in the entire coun- 
try is expected to total 346,026,000—four per cent 
more than the low number raised in 1960, but 10 
per cent below 1959. 


Food Torpedo 


Khruschchev was recently quoted in Pravda as 
saying, “If we catch up with the United States in 
per capita production of meat, butter and milk, we 
will fire a powerful torpedo under the foundations 
of capitalism.” 


FALL OUT SHELTERS

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and cooking, containers for garbage, human 
waste and clothing. 

If there are children in the family, books 
and games may be put in the shelter to keep 
them from getting restless and bored.

Overproduction is fairly smal] in relation 
to total farm production. Between 92 and 
95 per cent of our agricultural abundance 
moves through regular marketing channels 
each year. Although stocks of some products 
have become excessive, we should not forget 
that we must ca stocks as an insurance 
against emergencies at home. or abroad. 

Price support, crop storage, and conserva- 
tion programs cost each American less than 
$12 in taxes last year. Their benefits to con- 
sumers are hard to measure. 


Tax Dollar Bargains 

Agricultural research and education are 
other bargains we get for our tax dollar. 
Last year, USDA spent $200 million—just 
$1.10 per person. What did each person re- 
ceive in return? Let’s take an example. If 
farmers used the same production techniques 
as they did in 1940, it would cost them $13 
billion more each year just to produce the 
food and fiber that each of us use. That 
ae to $288 for each of the nation’s fam- 
ilies, 

Here’s another fact that most of us don’t 
realize. The $13 billion saved in production 
cost each year is more than twice the cost of 
all agricultural] research done in the last 100 
years. 

What else do you and I get from our agri- 
aidan tax dollar?

Is Still Ahead 
In Alabama

OTTON income still exceeds that of any 
other crop in spite of declining acreage 
since 1930. 

Last year cotton grossed $132 million as 
compared with $130 million in 1959. 

The farmer is not the only one who bene- 
fits from this money making crop. Fertilizer 
spss and insecticide dealers, 
equipment dealers, ginners 
and warehousemen, as well 
as those who are employed 
as a result of the crop, reap 
the benefits. 

Merchants gain, too, be- 
cause when farm people, like 
everybody else, have money 
they’re going to spend it, 

This, year Alabama farm- 
ers planted 900,000 acres of 
cotton. If yield predictions 
are correct—it is estimated at 363 pounds of 
lint per a¢re—the crop will gross farmers 
about $125 million in spite of some of the 
worst cotton growing weather in history. 
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Cotton has been on the come back in Ala- 
bama since the new acreage allotment trans- 
fer program began two years ago. 

Since 1959, a grower who does not want 
to plant his allotment can release it to the 
local county Agricultural Stabilization Con- 
servation Services Committee for reallocation 
to other farmers in the county and state want- 
ing additional acreage. 

This program has made it possible for many 
farmers to get enough acreage to give them 
economical size cotton farms. This acreage 
release transfer program tends to shift cot- 
ton to farms in areas of the counties and state 
wanting additional acreage. It has resulted 
in more enthusiasm among cotton farmers, 
and others interested in the important cotton 
industry in Alabama. 


But in spite of the new program, farmers 
underplanted the state’s allotment by a little 
more than 100,000 acres in 1961. This meant 
a loss of nearly $14 million to our potential 
cotton income. 


Farmers Benefit By Following A Crop

1ST YEAR—COTTON 


LABAMA farmers are doing everything 
possible to make the highest crop yields 
with the least expense. 

And peanut growers are 
no exception. The top pro- 
ducers in the state are grow- 
ing peanuts in rotation with 
other crops. 

What’s the advantage of 
this? The highest peanut 
yields are made on soils that 
follow well-fertilized crops, 
that is, crops that have re- 
ceived at least 700 pounds 
of 4-10-7 or 400 pounds of 
4-12-12. Soils receiving this much fertilizer 
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2ND YEAR—CORN 


each year usually don’t use all of the potash, 
so it’s left in the soil. This potash reserve 
produces good peanut yields. 

Where it is possible, peanuts should follow 
corn. Farmers growing cotton, corn, and pea- 
nuts find that they make the best yields by 
rotating cotton, winter legumes, corn and pea- 
nuts, in that order. 

In addition to supplying fertilizer, a good 
rotation system will prevent a buildup of dis- 
ease organisms and insects. And when crops 
are grown in rotation, it is easier to keep the 
proper balance between the different fertiliz- 
er elements because each crop uses a different 
amount of each element. A winter legume 
in the rotation serves a double duty. It will

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Enjoy Your House Plants 
Artificial Lights 
Will Make 
A Difference 


HE fact that plants need light to grow is 

‘ wellknown. But few people think about 
using artificial lighting. They depend on sun- 
light to take care of their plants. 

Even the best-lighted areas are sometimes 
too dark for house plants to flourish and 
do their best. This is especially true during 
the winter months. 

Artificial light can be used to supplement 
natural light, or can be the only light source. 
Light gives a dramatic effect as well as pro- 
moting best growth and plant shape. 

Some plants, such as geraniums, which 
grow best in full sunlight, won’t do well under 
artificial light. Coleus, caladiums and be- 
gonias, as well as African violets and glox- 
inias will thrive with artifical light alone. 

Incandescent lights give off too much heat 
to be used close to plants. They are fine, 
however, when used four to 10 feet away 
from such foliage as dieffenbachis, tall philo- 
dendron and fiddle-leaf fig. Use a 150-watt 
flood lamp or 200-watt bulb with a reflector. 

Fluorescent lights are most satisfactory for 
small flowering plants. Either white or day- 
light tubes, or better still, a combination of 
both, will give good plant growth. For direct 
light on plants, use areflector, A commercial 
two-tube reflector may be used, or for greater 
light intensity, mount tubes on white painted 
plywood. 

Consult an electrician befere installing sev- 
eral banks of light to be sure wiring is ad- 
equate for the increased load. 

Experiment to find the best plant-to-light 
distance. Too much light bleaches and wilts 
leaves; too little causes thin, spindly stems 
and small leaves. A height@f£ 12 inches gives 
good_results with many its and allows 
easier care. 
plant leaves to the light. Adjust the lights 
for the tallest plants and raise shorter plants 
on inverted pots or bricks. 


Hog Killing Time 


Measure the distance from the Y"family uses for other purposes. 


If plants don’t get any natural light, they 
will need 16 to 18 hours of artificial light 
each day. Reduce the artificial light accord- 
ing to the amount of natural light they get. 
A timer like those used for poultry house 
lights can be used to turn the lights on and 
off automatically. 

Plants can be grown under artificial light 
in the basement, family room, living room or 
almost any place where the temperature is 
60 to 75 degrees. Fluorescent lights don’t 
give off much heat, so don’t depend on them 
to keep the temperature at a comfortable 
level for the plants. 

Do you have more plants than windows to 
hold them? A light set up in the basement 
might be the answer. Build shelves or turn 
unused canned goods shelves into a place for 
indoor gardening. 

Inexpensive portable light units are ideal 
for getting plant cuttings off to a good start. 
They come in various sizes, assembled, or 
ready for you to “do it yourself.” 

Plants in a north side window may need a 
few hours of artificial light to supplement 
the natural light. Hide the lights behind cor- 
nices and under the shelves, 

Good care is just as important for plants 
under artificial light as natural light. Use 
a good potting soil and provide good drain- 
age. Setting pots on a layer of gravel, sand 
or vermiculite helps keep humidity high 
enough for good plant growth. Fertilize 
every two weeks and water when the soil 
surface is dry to the touch.

Use Proper Methods Jor Best Results

T’S hog killing time again and many folks 


are planning to put one in the home freezer. 
Here are some ideas to consider. Hogs 


that weigh from 200 to 225 pounds are best. 
One that is heavier will have lots of fat. 
Pen the hog up and don’t give it anything 
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to eat for 24 hours before killing time. But 
give it plenty of drinking water. 

After killing the hog, chill the carcus at 
about 32-34 degrees for 24 hours. This chill- 
ing process takes the heat out of the meat 
and gives it a better flavor. The meat will 
be firmer and can be cut more evenly. 

After packing the meat, freeze it quickly. 
Many people find it easier to take the hog to 
a freezer-locker plant to have it killed and 
processed so that the meat can be kept ata 
correct temperature. 

Not*more than 40 to 60 pounds of meat 
should be put into a 20-cubic foot home freez- 
er until the meat reaches zero degrees. 

Package the meat in a moisture-vaporproof 
freezer material and tape it with freezer tape. 
(String doesn’t hold the freezer material close 
enough to the meat and air will get in and 
dry it out.) 

Write out the contents, the amount and 
the date on the package so there won’t be 
any doubt about what has been taken out of 
the freezer to thaw for the next meal. 

The refrigerator is the best place to thaw 
frozen meat. Turn the meat several times 
during thawing so that the juices won’t seep 
out. Most homemakers like to cook the meat 
when it still has a few ice crystals in it. 


FOOD TIPS 


OR best results from frozen fruits put in 

the freezer last summer thaw the fruits 

in the refrigerator. Only thaw enough fruit 

for one meal and don’t open the container 

until you’re ready to eat the fruit. If you 

should have some left over, put it in the re- 
frigerator in an air tight container.

Now you are ready to go to work. After 
you get the material, take pieces (d) and 
saw them so that they will be 8 inches wide 
at-one end and 6 inches at the other end. 
Then fasten pieces (d), (c) and (e) together. 
That makes the frame for your desk. Then 
putin piece A. After this you’re ready to put 
on the back (g). Then put in the shelves (b). 
Fasten the desk top (f) on with the hinges. 
The two pieces of chain are used to support 
the desk. Place the eye bolts in piece (c). 
This is to use-in fastening it to the wall. 
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Good management simply means to use 
what you have in the best way you can to 
get what you need and want. 

How do you begin to manage time and 
energy? A desire to improve the use ef time 
and energy is the first requirement. This in- 
volves willingness to change habits and atti- 
tudes, if necessary. 

Then your first step is to observe and study, 
take a look at the way you now use your time 
and energy. List your activities for a week 
or more. Are some jobs taking too much 
time? Why not simplify them? 

Study one job at the time. Break it into 
three parts: get ready, do the job, clean up. 
Study how time, motion and equipment are 
now used in connection with the job and-ask 
yourself: What is the job? Why is it done? 
Who does it? Where is it done? When is 
it done? How is it done? 


Consider Changes or New Methods—There 
is no best way to do a job. A job may be 
done differently depending on the number 
and ages of family members, house location 
and arrangement, equipment, work habits, 
knowledge and skills for doing the job. These 
change from time to time. 

You will need to study all possible changes 
or new methods before deciding which 
method will be best for you. Possible changes 
include: 

Changes in posture and body motions, 

Changes in equipment or arrangement of 
work area, 

Changes in order of work, 

Changes in finished product, and 

Changes in raw materials or supplies. 
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Decide and Plan—Decide what changes to 
make in managing your time and energy. 
Make a plan for putting these decisions into 
effect. Include your family in this step. They 
will be more willing to cooperate in helping 
carry out the plan. 

Good home managers not only know the 
best way to do everyday jobs, they know how 
to fit them together. A plan is the most use- 
ful tool you have for managing time and 
energy. The plan, whether it is in your head 
or written, serves as a guide. It not only in- 
cludes what jobs will be done, but who will 
ne them, and when and where they will be 

one, 


Take Action—This new way of doing the 
job may take more time and energy at first. 
It requires practice to develop new skills and 
overcome old habits. Assume a willing at- 
titude, accept things you can’t change and 
become time-and-motion conscious. 

Work through one job until you reduce the 
time and energy required, and then take an- 
other. 

Accept Outcome, Check on Results, Recon- 
sider—Now that you have given this plan a 
fair trial, will the results be satisfactory? Ask 
yourself: 

Have planned changes been made? 

Have time and motions been reduced? 

Did the time plan work? If not, why? 

What can be done differently to improve 
results next time? 

You cannot add to or take from the 24 
hours in each day, Nor can you save pep 
and energy you have today for next week. 
Better management of these resources will 
help you and your family to accomplish the 
things that are important to you,

Questions Alabamians Are Asking About Social Security 


DITOR’S Note: Nearly everyone, sooner 
or later, has questions about Social Se- 
curity benefits. These questions, answered 
by Douglass Richard, district maanger of the 
Montgomery Social Security office, are among 
those commonly asked Social Security offi- 
cers. Of course, not all points are covered in 
this article. Contact your local Social Se- 
curity office on any other question which you 
have. 


Q. I began working as a farmhand last 
January. I am paid $200 a month, but my 
employer has not been taking Social Security 
taxes out of my pay. What can I do to get 
Social Security credit for my work? 


A. You should discuss this with your em- 
ployer. If he refuses to deduct Social Se- 
curity taxes and report your wages, then ask 
him to give you a written statement of your 
wages. He should give you this statement 
at least once a year. Keep an accurate record 
of your wages. After April 30 next year, 
get a ‘Request for Statement of Earnings” 
form from your Social Security office. Com- 
plete and return this form. You will receive 
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a record of earnings posted to your account 
from Social Security’s national recordkeep- 
ing headquarters. If your 1961 earnings as 
recorded on Social Security records disagree 
with your records, get in touch with your le- 
cal Social Security office again and they wil 
help you get your account corrected. 


Q. I hire a school boy to do some irriga- 
tion work during the hot months of June, 
July, and August each year. I pay him $30 
amonth. He is paid the same amount if the 
weather is hot and dry, requiring many hours 
of work, or if it is cool and damp, requiring 
very little work. I have never reported his 
wages for Social Security purposes. Am I in 
error? 


A. No. The boy’s wages are not credit- 
able under Social Security. Work in agricul- 
tural employment is covered by Social Se- 


curity only if: (1) the employee is paid $150 
or more in cash wages during the calendar 
year by one employer, or (2) he works for 
one employer on 20 or more days during the 
year and is paid on a time basis. 


Q. Iam age 59 and my wife is age 62. 
She never worked under Social Security. Can 
she receive wife’s benefits now or must she 
wait until my 62nd birthday? 


A. She must wait until you become 62. 
Dependents cannot receive benefits unless 
the worker is receiving benefits. 


Q. I am receiving old-age benefits. If 
I move to Florida, should I notify you or the 
post office. 


A. If you move, you should notify both the 
post office and the Social Security Admin- 
istration. 


Q. I have heard that every so often you 
should check your Social Security account. 
Why is this necessary for a farmer when he 
reports his own earnings for Social Security 
credit? 


A. It is just as important for a farmer to 
check his Social Security account at least once 
every three years as it is for a wage earner. 
Even though a farmer submits his own reports

son. And its sole purposé is to assure the 
public of a clean, wholesome meat supply. 

Eradication of brucellosis in livestock is an- 
other program designed primarily at public 
health protection. Federal costs for this pro- 
gram are just a little over 11 cents per per- 
son. Just think of all the sickness it prevents. 

The public also benefits from the school 
lunch and special milk program of USDA. 
Last year, the program cost the government 
about $305 million. This is only about $1.69 
per person. What did we get for this $1.69? 
We helped furnish noonday meals—by both 
cash and commodity assistance—to 3 out of 
every 10 school children with more than 2.4 
billion half-pints of milk. 

The whole nation receives the ultimate ben- 
efit from these programs through improved 
health and well-being of our children. 

What do our agricultural tax dollars buy? 
An abundant food supply at low cost, insur- 
ance against emergencies and better health 
are just a few of the many benefits received 
by all Americans. Yes, no matter how you 
look at it, food is a bargain. 
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Between 40 and 60 per cent of a dairyman’s 
labor is spent milking cows. The variation 
depends on how long it takes to milk each 
animal. Most cows can be trained to milk 
out in three or four minutes. By reducing 
milking time only one minute a cow, 10 hours 
can be saved annually for each cow.

of earnings for Social Security credits, errors 
may occur which will result in his not receiv- 
ing proper credit for his earnings. It is im- 
portant that you receive proper credit for all 
your earnings as your future Social Security 
benefits are determined by your average earn- 
ings under Social Security. 


Q. Iam a farmer and I expect to have a 
loss on my farm operation this year. Can I 
pay into Social Security anyway? I would 
like to get credit for all the years until I re- 
tire. 

A. You may, if you wish, use the optional 
method of reporting your farm income for So- 
cial Security purposes. If your farm gross 
is at least $600, you may report two-thirds 
of your gross up to a maximum of $1200. You 
should contact your Social Security office for 
a more detailed explanation of this provision 
of the law. 


Q. I own and operate my own farm. I 
will be 65 in December. How long must I 
have been paying into Social Security to get 
benefits? 


A. If you are 65 in December of this year, 
you will need to have 10 quarters (seven for 
a woman) of coverage under the law to get 
benefits. These quarters of coverage are 
earned, four for each year, beginning with 
1955 in which your net earnings were at 
least $400. There are also certain reporting 
options farmers may be eligible to use which 
may be advantageous to them. 


Q. Iam a self-employed farmer; how do 


I get Social Security credits and how many 
do I need? 


A. You get Social Security credits by re- 
porting your farm net income. You do this 
at the same time that you report your income 
tax to the Director of Internal Revenue for 
your district. How much credit you need to 
qualify for benefits is determined by your 


age. We have prepared a new leaflet that 
deals specifically with these questions. Get 
it at your local Social Security office. Ask 


for number 855.

Q. Ihave a long time to go before I'll be 
old enough to get old-age Social Security ben- 
efits, but I’m thinking about changing my 
farm operation. What are the different ways 
to qualify farm self-employment income for 
Social Security? 


A. (1) Operate your farm yourself and 
have at least $400 net profit by actual net or 
the optional net method. 

(2) Hire the work done by employees (still 
have to have the $400 net). 

(3) Rent the land to a tenant on a crop 
or livestock share basis and take a very ac- 
tive part in the management and operation 
of the farm. (Still need $400 for your share). 


Q. My father is afarmer. How long does 
he have to pay Social Security to get disability 
payments? How old does he have to be? 


A. Your father must have five years of 
work in the 10 years just before he becomes 
disabled. Disability payments are made at 
any age under 65. 


Q. My husband died 25 years ago. I 
am 68. Can I get a widow’s benefit? 


A. No. He died before 1937, the first 
year Social Security started. Therefore, he 
had no Social Security credits. 


Q. I just bought a small grocery store. 
My wife is helping me run it. Can I pay So- 
cial Security taxes on her salary? 

A. No. You can’t pay Social Security tax- 
es on wages paid to her. A wife can’t get 
Social Security credits for work done for her 
husband. Your work, however, is covered 
as a self-employed person if you make a profit 
of $400 or more during the year.

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Older Than Man 


The Pig Has Been Here Many Years

ET’S treat the pig with a little more re-- 


spect. He’s entitled to it because of his 
old age. 

You see, the pig is 39 million years older 

than man. (According to some scientists; 
we don’t verify this fact.) 
Maybe the dog is man’s best friend, but 
= : the pig is certainly the old- 
est. Sometime between 7,000 
and 3,000 B. C., primitive 
man began to adapt the 
wild pig to fit his needs, and 
the animal has been serving 
man and adjusting to his 
ways ever since. 

Long ago in Egypt, pigs 
were considered sacred and 
were kept for the sole pur- 
pose of sacrifice on certain 
feast days. In ancient 
Greece, he traveled in the best circles, being 
the constant companion of the goddess De- 
meter. 

The American Meat Institute, the national 
association of the meat industry, reports these 
facts and many more in a book (“The Story 
of Pork’’) about one of the world’s most un- 
derrated animals. 

In certain parts of the British Isles, a slice 
of bacon eaten by a bride and groom once 
was believed to insure happiness for a year. 

In Latvia, the planting of a pig’s tail insur- 
ed good.yields of barley ; in some parts of Ger- 
many, planting ribs did a similar magic on 
flax. 

As late as a century ago, pigs were consid- 
ered weather prophets. 

The pig is a pioneer, 

He arrived in America almost a century be- 
fore the Pilgrims—as part of Hernando de 
Soto’s expedition which landed at Charlotte 
Harbor, Fla., on May 25, 1539. De Soto 
brought with him 13 pigs. And that started 
his troubles. 

The Indians along his route learned just 
how good roast pork could be and de Soto’s 
records show that the whole Spanish en- 
campment was completely burned a couple of 
times because of the Indians’ craving for pork. 

And the pig has grown up with America. 
He was on the winning side during the trying 
days of Valley Forge when pork chunks in 
brine became a saving provision to the tatter- 
ed Continental Army. -And salt pork during 
the Civil War and canned K rations in World 
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War II were times of national crisis when his 
role was important. 

Down through the years the pig has con- 
tributed to the welfare of humanity by help- 
ing man know the joy of good eatings He 
has provided high quality proteins, plus iron 
and niacin. 

Pork is an especially important source ‘of 
thiamine, because there are fewer food 
sources of this vitamin than of other known 
B vitamins. 

Miracle drugs, leather and numerous other 
by-products are additional benefits to man- 
kind. 

Furthermore, the pig is: 

1. The most intelligent domestic animal 
in America, according to a study made by 
Cornell University (domestic animals include 
horses, cows, dogs, cats, etc.) 

2. Adaptable to the extent that he will 
accept any environment forced upon him 
through ignorance, although he prefers clean 
surroundings. 

3. A perfect conservationist; he will eat 
whatever his master provides. 

4. A prolific meat-making machine. A 
10-sow herd, properly handled, should pro- 
duce 35,200 pounds of meat annually. This 
is more meat produced annually than 70 head 
of cows will produce when each raises a 500- 
pound calf. 

Alabama’s stake in the pig is a big one. 
According to the 1960 census nearly 40,000 
state farmers sell market hogs—pretty good 
proof that “Hammus Alabamus” fits well on 
many thousands of these farms. 

First place Geneva County, with 59,012 
head marketed from 1,455 farms, sold more 
than the 17 lowest producing counties com- 
bined. 

Alabama, with just more than a million 
head sold from 39,902 farms, ranked 17th in 
the nation. The average was 25 hogs sold 
from each farm. 

Just as the pig changed to meet man’s 
needs, so have the methods to produce him. 

The trend today is toward a larger volume 
on the individual farms and greater special- 
ization. (County agents reported last year 
that 102,343 porkers were sold in Alabama 
from 591 specialized feeding units.) 

More and better farrowing facilities are be- 
ing built to help save and sell larger litters. 

This business of raising hogs is constantly 
getting more complicated. The producer must 
be three men in one: hog raiser, scientist, and 
bookkeeper. .

place on some farms to provide winter and 
spring pastures for mature beef cattle. 

Pensacola bahia grass is best suited for 
moist sandy lands or “carpetgrass bottoms” 
of central and southern Alabama. It yields 
just as well in North Alabama, but the graz- 
ing season is much shorter. Although bahia 
is suitable on droughty upland soils, it is not 
as productive as Coastal bermuda on such 
soils. It is also difficult to keep a perennial 
or reseeding legume with it. However, bahia 
has a place in many pasture programs in the 
state. 

Common bermuda is well established on 
many farms in the state. A common bermuda 
and reseeding crimson clover combination is 
the best to use in pecan orchards. Some farm- 
ers add rescue grass to the mixture. Although 
common bermuda is not as productive as 
coastal, when grown in combination with 
crimson clover or vetch it will go a long way 
toward furnishing the grazing needed on 
many livestock farms. 

Other legumes or grasses may be added to 
the mixture on some farms. However, it is 
usually best to stick with one grass and not 
over two legumes in a clover-grass pasture.

We haven’t mentioned annual and sericea 
lespedeza. Sericea lespedeza has a place on 
droughty unproductive land not adapted to 
the production of better quality forage. Many 
cattlemen use sericea as an insurance crop 
during extremely dry weather. It is a good 
crop to use for a few years for grazing and 
soil improvement. Sericea lespedeza may be 
followed with Coastal bermuda and crimson 
clover, a more productive and better quality 
pasture. 

Study your land, talk to your county agent, 
and use the grasses and legumes that are best 
suited to your farm. On many farms it is 
best not to depend on any one grass and clov- 
er combination. You may need several pas- 
tures planted to different mixtures. 

The right grazing combination on the cor- 
rect soil type is a step toward a good pasture 
program, but it is not the complete answer. 

You must keep the proper fertility. This 
calls for lime and fertilizer. A definite pro- 
gram should be worked out based on soil tests 
and recommendations of the Auburn Univer- 
sity Soil Testing Laboratory. You can’t grow 
fat cattle on starved pasture. Well-fed pas- 
ture and well-fed cattle go together. Then 
you must control weeds and avoid overgraz- 
ing.

DIGESTIBILITY CHANGES. Digestibility 
of oats, wheat, abruzzi rye, and Italian rye- 
grass-crimson clover pastures ranged from 
68.4 to 74.9 per cent (dry matter basis) from 
December through March. From March to 
mid-April, digestibility of the small grain pas- 
tures decreased rapidly (3.5 to 10.8 per cent). 
The ryegrass-crimson was 71 per cent digest- 
ible through April and then decreased to 58.8 
per cent on May 30. Digestibility of Starr mil- 
let was 68.2 per cent in June, but decreased 
to 54.5 per cent on October 15. 


ORGANIC AND ACIDITY. Auburn studies 
indicated that several common organic ma- 
terials can be used as mulching material with- 
out increasing soil acidity. Acidity was de- 
termined on soil that had received different 
organic materials for 10 years. The effects 
of materials low in nitrogen (pine straw, oat 
straw, and sawdust) on acidity ranged from 
none to slightly alkaline. Materials from leg- 
uminous plants (sericea clippings and pea- 
nut hulls) had no effect to a slight increase 
in soil acidity as compared with plots receiv- 
ing no organic material. 


HIGH-ROUGHAGE RATIONS. Feedlot 
rations containing as much as 30 per cent hay 
were equal to a more complex, high-grain 
mixture for fattening weaned beef calves to 
a Good slaughter finish. Feed efficiency fav- 
ored the high-grain ration, but not enough to 
offset its higher cost. 


DISTURBING PINE SOILS. Early growth 
of planted loblolly pine seedlings is strongly 
responsive to soil disturbances resulting from 
hardwood control treatments, At the Fayette 
Experiment Forest, two-year-old pines on soils 
up set by heavy equipment had shorter stems 
and needles and poorer color than pines on 
undisturbed soils. However, survival was bet- 
ter and stem diameters greater on disturbed 
than on undisturbed soils. 


HYBRIDS FERTILIZED BETTER. Farm- 
ers who planted hybrid varieties of corn side- 
dressed with twice as much nitrogen as did 
those who planted open-pollinated varieties. 
This was learned in a recent survey of 293 
northern Alabama farmers. Farmers who 
planted hybrids used an average of 57 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre, as compared with 35 
pounds for open-pollinated corn. 


QUAIL REPRODUCTION. Success of quail 
hunting may largely depend on the previous 
summer’s weather. Auburn research showed 
that quail reproduction is strongly connected 
with summer rainfall. Reproduction and fall 
populations were best when total rainfall dur- 
ing May through August was normal or high- 
er than average temperature was not above 
normal. Reproduction and population in ex- 
termely dry, hot summers were much lower. 


WOODY HEDGES. Although not normal- 
ly grown as hedges, many woody plants can 
be easily adapted for this u Plants in the 
Auburn University hedge c tion that have 
been outstanding include Cleopatra Sasanqua 
Camellia, Burford Chinese Holly, India Priv- 
et, Bronze Elaegnus, Pittosporum tobira, and 
Fortunes Capejasmine. Others that make 
satisfactory hedges are Pink Perfection, Com- 
mon Camellia, Loquat, Mentor Barberry, Big- 
leaf Hydrangea, Common Juniper, Ashford 
Common Juniper, Spiney Greek Juniper, and 
Japanese (Multiflora) Rose.

He informed the civ- 
itans that Alabama ranked near 
the bottom of the list nationally in 
the amount of money spent per 
child in public education. He also 
stated that proration for the past 
five years had caused many chil- 
dren to attend school under ad- 
verse and overcrowded conditions. 
It has been necsesary for many 
schools to make curriculum chang- 
es due to the proration, Many of 
their enrichment courses including 
art, music, some of the higher 
mathmatics, science, and manual 
training, have led to be elimina- 
ted because it was necessary to 
cut the number of teachers to the 
state minimum. 

Mr. Lecroy pointed. out that the 
State had issued over 3,000 emer- 
gency teacher's certificates in Ala- 
bama this year - yet, our State 
Law will not permit a veternarian 
emergency certificate, that is, by 
law a veternarian® can not doctor 
our cats and dogs with less than 
6 years of college.

AMERICAN AGRICULTURIST 
To reeall the circumstances of 
the. first day of thanksgiving may 
serve to remind. us of how much 
more we have to be thankful -for 
than had those “early Pilgrims. 
History tells us that of the one 
hundred and two:emigrants that 
landed on:the bleak and rocky 
coast of Cape Cod Bay in the win- 
ter of 1620, almost half died be- 
fore the following winter fairly 
set in. Today, in our comfortable 
country and city homes, we can- 
not even imagine the sufferings 
of the survivors, both from desti- 
tution and the inclement weather 
which they were not prepared, 
either as to clothes or habitations. 
to brave. The’most of the brave 
people were—not inured to hard- 
ships; among them were delicate-

staked and laid out two rows of 
huts for the nineteen families that

Passage of this 
amendment will reduce the cost to 
Shelby County of planned addi- 
tions to the County Helath center 
by approximately $5,000.00. Board 
officials express the hope that 
Shelby County citizens will give 
a good favorable vote for amend- 
ment # 3, 


from the seller indicating if the 
automobile has not been on the 
public highways of Alabama since 
October 1, 1961. Such a statement 
can save the tag purchaser the 
‘payment of the $1.50 penalty. 
State law fixes a penalty on the 
late purhase of motor vehicle li- 
censes of 15 per cent of the cost 
of the license plate but not less 
than $1.50. In the event the ve- 
hicle owner receives a citation 
from the license inspector prior -to 
the purchase of the tag a citation 
fee if $1.50 is also added. Both 
the penalty and the citation fee 
is paid by the Probate Office to 
the License Inspector. 

License charges for motor ve- 
hicles that have not been on the 
public highways in Alabama since 
Oct. 1 are the same as charges 
prior to November 15. A vehicle 
owner is required to sign a state- 
ment .on the assessment sheet to 
the effect that the vehicle has not 
been driven on the roads of Ala- 
bama since Oct. 1, 1961 in order 
to avoid paying the $1.50 penalty.

His remarks indicated that 
the Corps of Engineers consider 
this particular waterway one of 
the most important undeveloped 
river systems in the country.

Water And Sewer Revenue Bonds 


Liberty National Life Insurance 
Company announced that it will 
purchase the entire issué of $435, 
000 Montevallo, Alabama Water 
and Sewer Revenue Bonds which 
were recently authorized by the 
Water Works Board of the City 
of Montevallo.

Seller Badges are issued to boys 
ages 12 and over to sell or dis- 
tribute newspapers, “magazines, 
handbills, or circulars or at con- 
cession stands, but not later than 
8 p.m. Girls are not permitted to 
engage in this type of ativity un- 
til age 18. 

Carrier Badges are issued to 
boys only age 11 or over to deliv- 
er newspapers on a fixed route in 
a residential area. 

Regulations for Cunb Service 
and/or Car Hops at drive-in es- 
tablishments permit girls to work 
only if over 18 as curb waitresses 
or car hops. Boys must be 16 years 
é6r over to work as car hops or 
curb waiters if to work after 8 
p.m.

So work through one 
job until you reduce the time and 
energy required, then take ano- 
ther. 

Last, accept the outcome, check 
on results and re-examine your 
changes. 


ES Meats 
Should Be Stored 


For best flavor, store packaged 
cooked ham slices in the freezer 


rather than the refrigerator, Oelle | 


Downey of the Auburn University 
Extension Service, suggests to 
homemakers. This is true even if 
such meats are kept oly a few 
days, ‘ 

As new ready-prepared products 
increase on the markets homema- 
kers need to know how to keep 
them at their best. 

The food preservation specialist 
points out that studies have been 
made to discover why packaged, 
cooked, sliced ham and other 
luncheon meats frequently acquire 
a “butter milk odor” and a slight- 
ly “soured” flavor in home re- 
frigerators. 

A study of bacteria, kown to 
attack and multiply on _ fonds, 
showed that these bacteria thrive 
at cold temperatures above freez- 
ing, rather than at warm temper- 
atures. This affects flavor and 
odor of. foods but does not make 
the foods harmful to health. But 
at zero degrees such bacteria do 
rot multiply and thus the flavor 
of these pcakaged prepared meats 
is not affected.

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A historical lathe, located on the 
campus of Auburn University, was 
built at an arsenal at Selma, Ala- 
bama, 100 years go and spent part 
of its life buried in a deep pit near 
Birmingham during the Civil War. 

Having been manufactured 
along with other military supplies, 
it was specially constructed for 
boring cannon and turning tires 
for the driving wheels of locamo- 
tives. 

Toward the end of the war when 
the Federal troops were coming 
into the state from the west, the 
lathe was loaded on an improvised 
wagon pulled by a long line of 
ox-teams to a military supply 
plant at Columbus, Georgia. For 
safety an indirect route to Colum- 
bus was selected. However, the 
* Federal troops quickly sent a de- 
tachment to intercept the wagon, 
but they were not successful. The 
Confederate soldiers had heard of 
their coming and had completed 
a hasty burial of the lathe near 
Irondale, about 12 miles east o 
Birmingham. 

Later it was dug up and moved 
to Columbus, where it was used 
until the end of the war. After the 
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‘war, the lathe was used by the 
Birmingham Rolling Mills, which 
later became part of the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany. 

| In 1986 the vice-president of 
the Tennessee, Coal, Iron and Rail- 
|road Company presented the lathe 
to Auburn University, 
{has been permanently mounted as 
a historic landmark.

Inferior Cottonseed 
Reduce Farm Profits 


There is an old Southern pro- 
verb that says “you can’t make a 
silk purse out of a sow’s ear.” 
Neither can you expect an excell- 
ent cotton crop from poor seed. 

Why plant “gin run,” mixed 
seed of unknown origin or of in, 
ferior varieties, asks Jasper Jer- 
nigan of the Auburn University 
Extension Servie, when you can 
get seed direct from the origina- 
tor? 

Inferior seed may appear to be 
cheap, he says, but they really 


cost more when you consider the 
possibility of a poor crop and low 
profit. 


Actually, points out the cotton 
specialist, the cost of seed is one 
of the lowest items in cotton pro- 
duction. The per-acre cost of cot- 
tonseed is only about $3 compared 
to $15 for fertilizer.

To Korean Vets 


A total of $598,850 in special 
dividend checks are in the process 
of being mailed to 8,328 Alabama 
Korea Conflict veterans who hold 
“W” type Government insurance 
policies, John D. Chapman, Con- 
tact Officer at the VA Regional 
Office in Montgomery, said today. 

The mailing of these special div- 
idend checks is expected to be 
completed early in  Deceniber, 
Chapman said, adding that they 
were a portion of more than 400, 
000 dividend checks totaling over 
$29,500,000 going out to Korea 
Conflict veterans nationwide.

Training Program For 
Army Reserves and 
National Guard 


Secretary of the Army Elvsi J. 
Stahr, Jr. has. approved a two-year 
increase in the maximum age for 
enlistment in the six-month train- 
ing programs of the Army Re- 
serve and National Guard. 

A policy in effect since Septem- 
ber of this year has limited en- 
listments for six-month active du- 
ty training to men who were 
younger than 20. The new policy 
will enable men under 22 years of 
age to sign up for this program 

Secretary Stahr also reaffirmed 
that Army guardsmen and reservy- 
ists will once again be accepted 
for entry into six months of active 
duty training, beginning on Jan- 
uary 8, 1962, 

The Reserve Forces Act (1955) 
authorizes the enlistment of men 
between ages 17 and 26. It enables 
a man to fulfill his service obli- 
gation in such a way that only 
six months of his term will be 
spent on active duty, The balance 
of his obligation consists of re- 
serve service while in civilian lfie. 

Temporary restrictions to select 
oe nan shal ow- pene Raa 
freeze input into training were 
designed to aid the build up of 
the Active Army during the Ber- 
lin crisis. 

The new, expanded area of, eli- 
gibility to 22 years of age will 
give reserve components of the 
Army better recruiting opportuni- 
ties. However, it will not reduce 
the manpower immediately avail- 
able for the draft, since at this 
time Selective Service is not call- 
ing men under age 22.

tory medicine.” He feels that medical students 
should become much more knowledgeable about 
human embryology. ; , ; 

“More than a quarter of a million babies with 
significant birth defects are born every year in 
the United States—almost 700 daily. Until scien- 
tific research can develop means to prevent these 
tragedies, young people who are the mothers 
and fathers of future generations should under- 
stand how and why they happen,” he said. 

Such premarital tests as Dr. Cooke advocates 
are not practical today on a widespread basis 
because of a lack of appropriate laboratories. 

“But with increased research in birth defects, 
and with improvement in our medical technol- 
ogy and our laboratory facilities, genetic tests 
will soon becdme practical and feasible,” he pre- 
dicted. 

“Through them we may well come to the 
actual detection of future birth abnormalities 
and possibly prevent many by proper handling 
of the pregnancy.” 


He Defines ‘Birth Defects’ 


Dr. Cooke says there is a great confusion re- 
garding the term “birth defects.” Medically, 
these are congenital anomalies caused by genetic 
factors or by injury to the embryo during its life

Before most thoughtful young couples marry, 
they do a great deal of planning for the future. 
They ponder about jobs, homes of their own, 
saving money for their retirement years. 

All well and good, but— 

The pediatrician-in-chief at famed Johns 
Hopkins University Hospital, Baltimore, Md., 
wishes they would invest as much thought—be- 
fore marriage—in their planning for healthy 
children, 

Dr. Robert E. Cooke predicts the development 
of pre-marital tests which would forewarn of 
genetic deficiencies or flaws in either or both 
parties to a marriage that could cause their chil- 
dren to be born with 
serious defects due to 
heredity. 

Dr. Cooke speaks 
from extensive knowl- 
edge of the problem. 
In addition to his aca- 
demic position, he is 
responsible for the 
Birth Defects Special 
Treatment Center at 
Johns Hopkins, which 
is financed by March 
of Dimes contributions 
from the Baltimore 
City and County chap- 
ters of the National 
Foundation. 

The genetic tests 
which Dr. Cooke sees 
for the future would

takenly believes that birth defects are limite 
to those apparent at birth, such as missing ex- 
tremities, an enlarged head (hydrocephalus) or 
open spine (spina bifida). But many more subtle 
birth defects are not disclosed until maturity 
and even middle age.

order present at birth but unrecognizable at that 
time. Birth defects also account for many cases 
of diabetes, urological disorders and gout that 
do not become apparent until middle life. The 
list could be substantially lengthened, Dr. Cooke 
pointed out. 

The Birth Defects Special Treatment Center at 
Johns Hopkins is one of a rapidly growing num- 
ber of centers in various parts of the nation 
financed by National Foundation chapters using 
March of Dimes contributions. They provide 
comprehensive medical care for victims, with 
emphasis on early diagnosis, prevention of dis- 
ability, rehabilitation and expansion of knowl- 
edge concerning birth defects. 

In addition, the voluntary health organization 
has established university-affiliated birth de- 
fects clinical study and research centers in 
Columbus, Ohio, Oklahoma City, and Nashville, 
Tenn. A similar program of March of Dimes- 
supported treatment and research centers in 
arthritis is also in effect across the country. 

“Birth defects cause 21,000 deaths each year 
in the United States,” says Dr. Cooke. “That's 
twice the toll taken by tuberculosis and ten 
times the annual number of deaths from whoop- 
ing cough, measles, polio and infectious hepatitis 
combined.

Tests Are No Bar To Marriage 


“By no means,” Dr. Cooke said in a recent 
interview. “The tests should be voluntary. An 
unfavorable prognosis or prediction should not 
provide, in my view, either legal or moral 
grounds for advising against marriage. 

“The results of biochemical examination of 
their blood and cell enzymes should be made 
available to prospective parents and the outlook 
for their offspring made quite clear. But ulti- 
mate decision as to marriage should be left to 
the individuals themselves.” 

Dr. Cooke added that genetic defects in the 
husband and wife may also be the cause of 
childlessness.

' Urban expansion, population 
growth, and technical revolution 
in agriculture have changed the 
ccnservation concept, D.- A. Wil- 
liams, Administrator of the Fed- 
eral Soil Conservation Service, told 
delegates at the nineteenth an- 
nual meeting of the Alabama As- 
sociation of Soil ‘Conservation 
District Supervisors Monday. 

“The broadening conservatioy 
ecencept includes not only the far- 
mer and his tract of land,” Wi!

is imperative that we protect the 
sod, but we must also look beyond 
jour fields and pastures.” 

Speaking before nearly 300 per- 
sons at convention headquarters at 
the Admiral Semmes Hotel in Mo- 
bile, the SCS Administrator told 
district supervisors that roads and 
other community facilities and pri- 
vate property must be protected 
from floodwater and _ sediment 
damage. 


Also, an adequate water supply 
and recreational facilities must be 
available for rural communities if 
they are to expand and attract 
small industry. And fish and gamc 
|resources must be protected and 
| improved.

The -congressional fat is in the 
fire -- and before the flames sub- 
side some incumbent congressmen 
and the state’s Supreme Court 
might well get scorched! 

Because there seems to be no 
dcubt in most Goat Hill observers 
mind’s that Atabama’s_ present 
congressmen might ask the high 
court here to declare the so called 
Nine-Eight redistricting plan con- 
stitutional.

The Mobile contestants, however 
seemingly are so positive the bill 
is illegal there is presently a lot 
of U. S. Supreme Court talk for 
a final decision if the state’s top 
court reverses the Mobile decision. 
One of the explanations for going 
to the federal court, if the Mobile 
ruling is overturned, was that 
probably Alabama’s Republican 
leaders, alone, would not let the 
Democrats get by so easily if the 
state’s Supreme Court held the 
9-8 bill legal. 

It was pointed out the state’s 
GOP felt they had a much better 
chance to elect a Republican to 
Congress from Alabama if the 
congressman ran a_ wide-open 
state-at-large race next year. Re- 
portedly, some if the state’s top 
lawyers have indicated that, legal- 
ly, Hockfander‘s decision is based 
on sound premises. 

Hocklander ‘has said the 8-9 bill 
conflicts with the existing state 
election laws on several points. He 
termed the bill as “incomplete, 
vague and unworkable” and that 
the Mobile Probate Judge would 
be incapable of administering its 
provisions “without the use of un- 
bridled discretion and the arbi- 
trary promulgation of rules.”

And Myrrh? 


Gold has always been one of 
man’s most treasured posses- 
sions; but what about frankin- 
cense and myrrh, the other sub- 
stances which the Wise Men chose 
to offer as gifts to the infant 
Jesus?

Frankincense and myrrh are 
resins taken from trees and

What would you do if fire struck 
your home tonight? 


If you and every member of | 


your family can’t answer that 
question without hesitation, you’re 
taking an unwise gamble every 
time you go to sleep, warns Bill 
Cox, farm building specialist for 
the Auburn University Extension 
Service. 

“Planning ahead for home fire 
emergencies could prevent most of 
the deaths,” he says. “Plan what 
to do in case of fire, and then take 
a few minutes for an emergency 
training session with every mem- 
ber of the family.” 

Cox gives the following sug- 
gestions to prepare and rehearse 
for escape. 

Figure out at least two routes 
to the outside from every room

For upper floor escape, plan to 
use porch or garage roofs, ladders 
or trees as ways to safety, he 
stresses. 

Pick an outside assembly point 
where the family will meet and 
be sure that everyone understands 
the rule "once out --stay out.”

Re-Enlist, Or Not? 


To re-enlist or not to re-enlist 
was a decision Civil War soldiers 
had to make in December, 1961. 


|Service terms were nearing an 


end, soldiers were encouraged to 
lsign up for longer terms and yet 
\the men longed for their homes 


| 


and families. 


| As encouragement for longer 
service termg, on December 11, 
1861, the Confederate Congress 
passed the Furlough and Bounty 
Act. This promised a pay raise 
a 60-day furlough with transpor- 
tation and a gfit of $50.00 to pri- 
vates and non-commissioned sol- 
\diers. 


With the incentive of the Fur- 
lough and Bounty Act, governors 
of the Southern states felt they 
‘should personally help in securing 
reenlistments. Some governors de- 
hess commissions to enter the 
service themselves as commanders 
of units they helped to organize. 


| In order to keep check on pro- 
gress of each state in raising 
\troops, President Jefferson Davis 
requested that the Secretary of 
|War, Judah P. Benjamin, prepare 
a list by states. Benjamin insisted 
that longer service terms must be 
required and stated, “I propose 
not to give a musket to a man 
enlisted for less than the war.” 


|} But there was much opposition 
jamong soldiers as to re-enlisting. 
They felt that those who had not 
| been serving should now come for- 
ward and do their part. This with 
a desire to be at home with fam- 
ilies caused re-enlistments to be 
| slow. 


On December 12, 1861, a disast- 
rous fire hit Charleston, South 
\Carolina. From Fort Sumter, Con- 
federate Paul Hamilton Hayne 
wrote his wife in Charleston, “I 
jam surprised I am not grey over 
\night. We all thought an insur- 
lrection had broken out and that 
ithe whole city was doomed.”

OMES TO US 
AAAAAAAAAA 


Do we come again to the season of Christmas... or, does 
the Christmas come to us? 

Christmas comes to us, as always. All we need do is wait. 
Pretty strings of lights appear along Main Street. Store 
windows seem to come alive with thousands of toys and 
gifts and most desirable things. Up and down most any 
street in town, merry, many-colored windows reflect the 
spirit of warmth that is so much a part of the season. 

Soon we begin to receive cards in the mail, from folks 
around town, from relatives, and a few from once-dear 
friends we lost somewhere in the past. 

Begrudgingly at first, then with mounting enthusiasm, 
we undertake the obligations of meeting our own gift and 
Christmas card list. We begin to feel an inner glow, a sense 
of fellowship with the world—and by the time the holiday 
arrives, we are really glad it’s Christmas! 

Yes, Christmas comes to us, whether we like it or not. 
We cannot escape it. 

But, do we really come to the spirit of Christmas when 
Christmas comes to us? Not if our celebration of Christmas 
begins and ends with the program outlined above. 

Pretty lights that twinkle and glow; pretty cards from 
friends new and old; is this the purpose of Christmas? 

Gift giving—trying to remember everyone who is likely 
to remember us;.is this enough when Christmas comes? 

Christmas brings to each of us the opportunity to share 
in the most magnificent moment of all time—the birth of 
Jesus Christ, the Redeemer, the Savior of all mankind. 

Yes, Christmas comes once a year, with all the outward 
trappings we have come to know so well. Yet it is for 
nothing—unless each individual heart comes again to be 
filled with the true spirit of Christmas; the realization and 
appreciation of the fact that on this day God sent his only 
son to save the world. 
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Saint Nicholas, the beloved gift-giver, was born in the 
semi-tropical city of Patara, Turkey and lived a full and 
colorful life without traveling very far from home. 

It ts said that he was marked for holiness from the day 
of his birth, at which time, according to legend, he stood 
up in his mother’s arms to give thanks to God for being 
born. Even as an infant, he refused to nurse on Fridays, 
and he observed this fast day as long as he lived. 

The origin of the three golden balls which hang over the 
modern pawnshop is found in a typical story about Saint 
Nicholas. Three daughters of a poor nobleman, so poor 
they had no dowries, were trying to decide which one of 
the three should sell herself as a slave so the others could 
marry. Saint Nicholas heard their discussion and tossed 
a bag of gold through the open window and he repeated 
the act of generosity until all three girls were suitably 
married. This was the beginning of legend of Nicholas, the 
saintly donor of gifts. 

Later, as Bishop of Myra, he performed miracles which 
brought him widespread fame.

Increase In Tax Rates 
January 1 


U. S. Internal Revenue Serviee 
today reminded employers of the 
following increases in the rates 
of Federal Employment taxes re- 
lating to retirement, disability, 
and unemployment which become 
effective January 1, 1962. 

The employer tax and the em- 
ployee tax under the Federal In- 
surance Contributions Act will 
each increase from 3 percent to 
3% percent, These are the social 
security taxes which are due from 
employers of one or more employ- 
ees. Employers are required to 
withhold employee tax at the rate 
of 3% per cent, from wages paid 
after December 31, 1961, regard- 
less of when the wages are earned, 


The employer tax under the 
Federal Unemployment Tax Act 
will increase from 3.1 per cent to 
3.5 per cent. This is the Federal 
unemployment tax which is due 
from any employer who has 4 or 
more employees on at least 1 day 
of each 20 calendar weeks in the 
year, The increase applies to 
wages paid after December 31, 
1961, regardless of when the 
wages are earned. 

The Social Security tax due 
from self-employed individuals on 
their income from self-employ- 
ment will increase from 4.5 per- 
cent to 4.7 percent for taxable 
years beginning after December 
31, 1961,

A Safe Tree 


What kind of a tree is best for 
you this Christmas? 

A SAFE tree, of course. 

Whatever variety of tree you 
choose this year, be sure that it 
is freshly-cut, with firmly at- 
tached needles. When you select 
the tree, strike the ground with 
the thick end If a shower of 
meedles fall, the tree has been 
cut too long and wil) not last for 
long. 

Keep It Fresh 

Do not buy your tree until you 
are ready to decorate it; if you 
do buy it early, keep it outside. 
It will stay fresher and will re- 

_ main green longer after you have 
put it up. Keep it standing in 
water at all times. 

Select the setting for your tree 
with safety in mind. Locate it in 
the coolest part of the room, well 
away from radiators, heaters, and 
the fireplace. This not only re- 
duces the chances of fire, but as 
well assures longer life for the 
tree, as heat dries the tree 
quickly 

Use Tree Holder 

A tree holder is a good invest- 
ment if it has a bucket of water 
in which the trunk can rest. The 
ability of the tree to absorb water 
will surprise you, so be sure to 
check contents of the bucket often 

Do not use any kind of paper 
decorations on your tree. Use dec- 
orations made of glass, metal, or 
fire-resistant materials. 

Use only electric lights on your 
tree—and check them thoroughly, 
particularly if they have been 
stored since last Christmas. Sets 
with frayed wiring invite disaster. 

Provide Switch 

Provide a switch some distance 
from the tree for tufning the tree 
lights on or off. If connection is 
located behind the tree, you may 
not be able to reach it in an 
emergency. 

Inspect the tree frequently. If 
needles near lights start to turn 
brown, change position of the 
lights. When needles begin to fall 
freely, it’s time to discard the 
tree.

CIVIL WAR HARD TIMES 


By December, 1861, conditions 
had begun to appear that foretold 
the awful living conditions that 
developed as more and more men 
entered the military service and 
the blockade of Southern posts be- 
came effective. The heroic strug- 
gles and resourcefulness of the 
women against the cruel condi- 
tions that prevailed is certainly 
not surpassed, if etualed, in the 
history of warfare. 

Home grown, home spun and 
homemade clothing was necessary 
for the entire household and large- 
ly up to the womenfolk to provide 
such. Wool was sheared from the 
sheep, carded into bats, bats spun 
into thread and the thread -- died, 
or left the natural color -- woven 
into cloth. All this before the cloth 
became a handmade garment. 

Dyes for the garments were 
homemade from juices of berries 
or nut barks. Dress buttons were 
made from persimmon seed, driel 
and pierced. Dress pins were neat- 
ly trimmed thorns. Hats and bon- 
nets were created from corr 
chucks, palmetto leaves and grass. 

Stockings were knitted from 
yarns. When stocking feet became 
too worn to be darned new feet 
were knitted. But even the remov- 
ed worn thread was turned into 
gloves or mittons. 

Shoes were of leathers or wood 
with ‘canvan uppers.

Is your Christmas tree a haz- 
ard this year -- or have you taken 
jnecessary precautions to prevenc 
a fire which might end your 
Christmas holidays in disaster? 

“Each Christmas season we 
hear of many fires, often causing 
deaths, because of carelessness 
| with Christmas trees,” says Bil 
Cox of the Auburn University 
|Exteision Service. 

The farm building specialist 
points out that about 45. million 
trees are expected to be used this 
holiday season. Ten to twelve 
\million of these yule trees will 
jarrive from Canada while about 
'40 per cent will come from tree 
farms in our country. 

There are a few rules that 
should be followed in handling 
Christmas trees, Select a fresh 
green tree. If the needles are turn- 
ing brown, the tree has already 
dried out and will be a fire hazard. 
Before buying a tree, test the 
flexibility of the small branches 
and tne dropping of the needles. 

Next, saw otf the butt end ol 
the tree at least one inch avove 
the original cut. Place the fresuly 
cut trunk inwater and keep tne 
level olwater above the cul fo. 
lthe entire time the tree is indoors.

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Mothers-to-be Must Diet Properly, 
March of Dimes Research Shows 


No doubt many a healthy 
young mother-to-be has 
wondered why her doctor 
puts so much emphasis on 
proper diet during pregnan- 
cy—especially if she’s never 
been ill a day in her life, 
and she has a yen for whole- 


some foods. 

But there’s good reason for 
it. More and more it’s becoming 
evident that for the sake of her 
child a pregnant woman must 
have a diet adequate in vita- 
mins and minerals, particularly 
in the early stages of the baby’s 
development. 

The reason lies in the dread 
words: birth defects. 

Until about 20 years ago, 
scientists generally went along 
with the idea that birth defects 
in higher animals—and that in- 
cludes man—were due for the 
most part to heredity. So if a 
baby had pokes out the right 
ancestors, he had a better than 
good chance of coming into the 
world perfectly normal, and 
sound of mind and limb. 


Complex Factors Involved 

Today, however, doctors 
know the story is not that sim- 
ple. An increasing number of 
studies have shown that a wide 
variety of factors play a part 
in the birth picture. If a mother 
gets either too much or too 
little of such vital substances 
as hormones, oxygen, minerals 
or vitamins during certain 
stages of her pregnancy, the 
baby may fail to survive, or 
may be born malformed. 

Under a research grant from 
The National Foundation- 
March of Dimes, Dr. Marjorie 
Nelson at the University of 
California has been trying to 
determine just how the absence 
of a vitamin or mineral may in- 
terfere with normal prenatal 
development. 

She has found that in rats 
the absence of even a single 
one of certain important min- 
erals or vitamins during early 
pregnancy can produce drastic 
effects. 

Apparently nature has set up 
a delicate balance which a 
mother’s body must maintain. 
If this balance is upset even for 
a relatively short time, perma- 
nent damage may result to the 
offspring. 


Card Of Thanks 


We wish to express our heart- 


Dr. Marjorie Nelson, March of Dimes 
grantee of the University of California, 
inspects research specimens under the 
microscope. It’s part of her study to 
determine the influence of vitamin 
and mineral deficiencies as causes of 


birth defects. 


In her San Francisco labo- 
ratory Dr. Nelson has demon- 
strated that even a temporary 
deficiency of a vitamin such as 
folic acid during early preg- 
nancy can cause birth abnor- 
malities in these young labo- 
ratory animals. The defects 
may range from the relatively 
minor to the very severe which 
include brain damage, displace- 
ment of intestinal organs, cleft 
palate or serious malformations 
of the heart and eyes. 

Timing Is Critical 

When Dr. Nelson puts the 
normal pregnant animals on 
such a folic acid-deficient diet 
during the second week of their 
pregnancy, at least 80 per cent 
of the embryos die or are mal- 
formed. However, if she carries 
out the same experiment about 
a week earlier or a week later, 
the young appear to suffer no 
adverse effects, thus underlin- 
ing the importance of proper 
diet at the critical stages of 
pregnancy. In a woman, the 
comparable period of preg- 
nancy extends primarily from 


the second to the eighth week |

Radioactivity Used

The National Foundation, “Dr. 
Nelson’s project. has a direct 
bearing on the question of birth 
defects in humans. It is defi- 
nitely known, for example, that 
severe folic acid deficiency in 
a woman can lead to loss of a 
baby during early pregnancy.” 

And as Dr, Nelson has point- 
ed out, Rag significant, the 
congenital malformations in 
the young animals that survive 
are irreversible. No amount of 
vitamins given later in preg- 
nancy can undo the damage 
once a deficiency has occurred 
during the critical period of 
pregnancy. 


Clinics Are Established 


Because of the increasing 
problem of birth defects—it is 
now estimated that significant 
malformations occur in one in 
every 16 babies born in this 
country—each year—The Na- 
tional Foundation- March of 
Dimes has recently established 
a number of Special Treatment 
and Clinical Study Centers for 
coping with this crucial med- 
ical question. The Birth Defects 
Treatment Centers are in Jack- 
son, Miss.; Atlanta, Ga.; 
Seattle; Portland, Ore.; San 
Francisco; Littie Rock, Ark.; 
Indianapolis; Morgantown, Ww. 
Va.; New York City; Balti- 
more; and Washington, D. C. 
These are supported on the 
local level by The National 
Foundation’s chapters 

In addition, Birth Defects 
Clinical Study Centers are lo- 
cated in Oklahoma City: Nash- 
ville, Tenn.; and Cs!:imbus, 
Ohio.

Lloyd L. Burke, while serving as a first iieufenant 1952 
with Company C, Sth Cavalry Regiment, of the 
Army's 1st Cavalry Division, distinguished himself by conspicuous gol- 
lantry and outstanding courage above and beyond the call of duty in 
action against the enemy neor Chong-dong, Korea, October 28, 1951. 

When intense enemy fire had pinned down leading elements of his 
company during on attempt to secure commanding ground, Burke left the 
company's command post! to rally ond urge the men to follow him toword 

* three bunkers impeding the advance. 

Dashing to on exposed yontage point, he threw several grenades ot 
the bunkers, Then, returning for on MI rifle and rifle grenode adapter, 
he made a lone assault, wiping out the first position and killing the crew. 

Closing on the center bunker he lobbed grenades through the opening 
and, with his pistol, killed three of its occupants who offempted to sur- 
round him. 

§ Ordering his men forword, he charged the third emplocement, catch- 
ing several grenades in mid-cir ond hurling them back of the enemy. 
§ Inspired by his disploy of valor his men stormed forword, overran the 
hostile position, buf were again pinned down by increased fires 
Securing a light mochine gun and :hree boxes of ammunition, Burke 
dashed through the impact area to an open knoll, set up his gun ond 
poured a crippling fire into the ranks of the enemy, killing approxi- 
mately 75. 

Although wounded, he ordered more ammunition, reloaded and de- 

stroyed two mortar emplacements and a mochine gun position with his 
eccurate fire, Crodling the weopon in his arms, Ke then led his men 
forward, killing some 25 more of the retrecting enemy ond securing the 
objective. rae 

His Medal of Honor citation states, ‘Lievtenont Burke's hereic ection 
and daring exploits inspired his small force of 35 comrades to overcome 
on estimated defending enemy force of 300 troops. His unflinching cour- 
age ond outstanding leadership reflect the highest credit wpon himself, the 
Infontry and the United States Army.”

A small, yellow envelope 
serving as a harbinger of 
an expanding war on crip- 
pling disease arrives in the 
mailboxes of 40 million 
American families this week. 

It brings the “mailer” of the 
1962 March of Dimes, now ded- 
icated to seeking the answers 
to birth defects and arthritis 
while continuing its work in 
polio. Printed on each envelope 
is the confident propery; 
“Your Dimes Will Do It Again!” 

Addressed by tens of thou- 
sands of volunteers in the 
county chapters of The Na- 
tional Foundation-March of 
Dimes across the nation, this 
symbol] of scientific research 
and total medical care for the 
victims of these diseases prom- 
ises immedixte help and future 
hope through the generosity of 
the American people. 

The prediction on the mailer, 
“Your Dimes Will Do It Again!” 
is a reference, of course, to 
development of the Salk anti- 
polio vaccine and to the later 
Sabin oral vaccine, Both were 
made possible, as were the 
medical care and rehabilitation 
of many of those paralyzed by 
polio, by public contributions 
to the March of Dimes. Man 
millions of the dollars so well 
used to bring about these ac- 
complishments came to local 
chapters through similar mail- 
ers in years past. 

Recipients of these mailers, 
including those in distant Ha- 
waii and Alaska, were urged 
by March of Dimes leaders this 
weekto return the’mailers to 
local chapters as promptly as 
possible. 

As one chapter chairman 
said: “Aside from financial out- 
lays needed urgently for re- 
search and for total medical 
care of victims, The National 
Foundation - March of Dimes 
must expand its already exist- 
ing national network of chap- 
ter-supported clinics helping 
those stricken by birth defects 
or by arthritis.

When his mother recently 
took Johnny to the Birth De- 
fects Study Center at Vander- 
bilt University School of Medi- 
cine, Nashville, Tenn., for 
specialized treatment of this 
disease, known medically as 
hydrocephalus, their first ap- 
pointment was with a doctor 
who had a most unusual assist- 
ant—an inanimate electronic 
sorter. 

Dr. Robert E. MerPill, assist- 
ant director of the Birth De- 
fects Study Center, a research 
unit financed by The National 
Foundation-March of Dimes, 
explained: 

“This apparatus is something 
unique when applied to birth 
defects. It can be a lifesaver. 
It’s an IBM machine, and its 
memory is many thousand 
times more retentive than the 
proverbial elephant’s. In effect, 
our mechanical robot here is 
going to interview Johnny and, 
although I’m Johnny’s doctor, 
I’m really acting only as a sort 
of glorified office boy to the 
machine.” 

Using a device somewhat re- 
sembling atypewriter keyboard, 
Dr. Merrill began punching a 
rectangular Seay | green card, 
measuring about 7” x 3”. Each

swers covered such data as 
Johnny’s age ‘and birthdate, 
mother’s age at delivery, ill- 
nesses of mother during preg- 
Rancy, any. stillbirths, any 
physical defects in husband or 
wife, Johnny’s weight, his age 
when his head started to en- 
large and head circumference. 

Scores of other vital facts 
are fed into the machine that 
never forgets. 

When the sorter finishes “in- 
terviewing” Johnny, the green 
card has recorded for all time 
and in capsule form the in- 
fant’s past and present life, and 
his family background. 

More significantly, the elec- 
tronic device also faithfully 
remembers the case histories 
of hundreds of other Johnnys 
whose brain fluid is blocked as 
it is with this boy. 

Dr. Merrill has only to run 
these cards through the high- 
speed sorter to compare these 
life histories with Johnny’s, 

Most important of all, for 
this youngster and his appre- 
hensive parents, is that the 
sorter can help the doctor form 
a reasonably accurate idea of 
Johnny’s immediate future; 
help him decide on the advisa- 
bility of surgical insertion of 
a “shunt” or plastic tube to 
draw off the excess fluid into 
the blood stream; and indeed, 


assist the physician in predict- 
ing the future course of the 
disease. 

This is done by a study of 
past performances of other hy- 
drocephalic infants whose med- 
ical circumstances closely re- 
semble those of this baby. That 
data is available almost in- 
stantly—“in a minute fraction 
of the time,” as Dr, Merrill 
says, “required to " through 
the records by hand.” 

This comparative diagnosis 
“can save. a child's life,” he 
adds. “At least one thing we 
now can have up-to-date to 
guide us, and guide us instan- 
taneously, is our experience. 
In five minutes, usually, the 
sorter can give us informatior: 
that helps us decide precisely -: 
what to do in Johnny’s case 
—and what not to do.” 

Aside from the Birth Defects 
Study Center at Vanderbilt, 
The National Foundation-March 
of Dimes has financed similar 
centers at Children’s Hospital, 
Columbus, Ohio, and at the 
University of Oklahoma Med- 
ical Center at Oklahoma City. 

Eventually, when the experi- 
ment Dr. Merrill is conducting 
is completed, the study centers 
are expected to pool their rec- 
ords of hundreds of victims of 
significant birth defects for the 
benefit of all.

One hundred years ago Civil 
| War soldiers had longed to return 
jhome. As Christmas approached; 
jmany had re-enlisted for longer 
service time to receive a pay raise 
|a 60-day furlough with transporta- 
tion, plus the bounty gift of $50 
each, But still many others were 
at army camps during the holiday 
season, 

Those who remained at camp 
improvised Christmas decorations 
and planned camp activities to 
thelp pass the timé, Near Wash- 
lington, D. C. Union soldiers hang- 
ed. President Jefferson Davis in 
effigy as part of their celebration 
on December 25, 1861. Who knows 
but that President Lincoln too re- 
ceived like treatment from Sou- 
thern soldiers? ‘ 

Among recreational activities 
were: Catching the greased pig, 
contests of climbing greased poles, 
ecard playing and “bull sessions” 
to hear news from home. And still 
some chose to read the Bible 
and religious newspapers they 
| cherished 
| One soldier wrote home about a 
friend who gained a furlough to 
get married, an daddde, “I’ve a 
great mind to plan to get married 
myself so I can come home.” 

Many soldiers had relatives as 
| Visitors during the holidays which 
often made the camp vicinity take 
on a tinge of the street carnival 
‘look. Hawkers of giftware invaded 
| the sites to sell while visitors with 
ready money were present. 

A southern soldier wrote home, 
|““Sometimes we are granted a pass 
to visit tht City. If not, we run 
the blockade, visit the Theaters, 
maybe get on a big Whope ani| 
Paint the thing red.”

Cream butter or margarine and sugar together well. Sift together 
the flour, baking powder, and salt. Combine milk, egg, and vanilla 
Add flour mixture and liquids alternately to creamed butter or 
margarine and sugar, Mix well, Stir in corn flakes. Roll 4 of the 
dough at a time to 4-inch thickness on a lightly floured pastry cloth 
or board. Cut with floured Christmas cooky cutters. Place 1 inch 
apart on ungreased cooky sheet. Use a toothpick or skewer to make 
a hole through cooky dough % inch from top and in center of 
cooky. Bake in moderate oven (350°F) 10 minutes, or until done 
Remove from cooky sheet and cool thoroughly on a flat surface. 
Decorate tops of cookies with ornamental icing and appropriate 
decorating candies and colored sugars. Cut ribbon into 8-inch 
lengths. Thread ribbon through hole in top of cooky and tie to 
Christmas tree. Yield: 414 to 5 dozen cookies.

Don’t be surprised if one day 
in the future you walk into a 
car dealer’s showroom and find 


automobiles upholstered in fab-~ 


rics to match your dress or suit. 
More and more, Detroit’s de- 
signers are turning to fashion 
as inspiration for interior decor 
of cars. 

Many of the fabrics used for 
interiors of the 1962 Buicks 
were styled after dress and 
home-decorating fabrics, and 
it’s likely this trend will become 
more firmly established. For 
there is a strong belief in the 
auto industry that many people 
consider their automobiles their 
homes on wheels and enjoy 
having around them the colors 
and patterns they like. 

“Of course, at the present 
time we don’t just copy a fab- 
ric,” says George Moon, chief 
of Buick’s Interior Design Stu- 
dio. ‘We survey thousands of 
fabrics and when we find a 
pattern we like, we have it 
adapted for our own use. 

“In the process, some changes 
necessarily must be made but 
we try to keep the basic de- 
sign the same. For instance, 
in the 1962 Invicta we are using 
a plaid fabric which was 
adapted from Scottish tartans.” 

Changes which take place in 
manufacture of automobile up- 
holstery fabrics come about 
primarily because of the series 
of tests to which fabrics are 
subjected for wearability, fade 
resistance, dye-stability, yarn 
strength and tensile strength. 

Many fabrics used are syn- 
thetics which can withstand the 
heat of the Florida sun, a child’s 
chocolate-covered fingers and 
at least fifteen pounds of ten- 
sion per inch at the seams.

more of the tests we give 
them,” said Moon. “But chances 
are that very few could hold 
up through all our tests. 
“With the great amount of 
research being done, however, 
and development of fresh yarns 


and dyes for versatile new 
fabrics, it’s likely that within 
a few years, a woman in a 
beautiful s'lk print dress might 
well have matching fabric cov- 
ering the seats of her auto- 
mobile.""”

MILK KEEP ON SHELF 
FOR MONTHS 


Dairy plant researchers are 
working on pasteurization tech- 
niques which may increase the 
“shelf life” -- amount of time the 
milk will stay fresh -- of stored 
milk from weeks to months, 

Specifically, they are trying out 
a system of ultra-high tempera- 
tures that may increase life of 
bottled refrigerated milk up to 
30 days, compared to the present 
two-week maximum. says Auburn 
Extension Dairyman John Parrish. 

The temperature range for the 
process begins at 190 degrees and 
may extend to 300 degrees or 
above.
